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CHAPTER I 


‘Why I Believe in Astrology 

Astrology, bar sinister in the escutcheon of astronomy, 
maintains a unique and lonely position in human thought. 
It is “believed in” by a lot of people who know practically 
nothing about it; and it is “disbelieved in” by even more 
who know absolutely nothing about it. 

Of no other art or science can this be said. 

Astronomy, the haughty scientific offspring of astrology, 
has developed through the centuries into a science of celestial 
measurement. It has developed even further than the lay 
mind can comprehend, into a sort of metaphysics of time, 
space and motion which only initiates can talk about, let 
alone comprehend. 

Mathematics, intimately related to astronomy both 
through astrology and through the developments of cen- 
turies, has, like astronomy, grown with the ages into a part 
of the taken-for-granted language of our thinking. 

Only the most stubborn and ’bigoted skeptic would think 
of standing up and saying, for example, that he “did not 
believe in” the Einstein theory, which is the most abstruse 
boundary to which astronomical and mathematical philos- 
ophy has reached. Such a skeptic would be promptly, and 
rightly, reprimanded by a more reasonable person, who 
would remind him that he was unequipped by information 
either to believe in, or disbelieve in, the Einstein theory. 

Similarly, few will be found who have the temerity to 
“disbelieve” in the law of gravity, AvogadroV hypo thesis 
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Newton’s laws of motion, the multiplication table, the effect 
of sugar injected into the spinal colu/iui, Archimedes’ princi- 
ple, or the result of grafting sheep glands onto guinea pigs. 
These are not matters to “believe in” or “disbelieve in,” but 
things to know about. Once you know, it is not necessary to" 
believe; they are verifiable by experiment, and subject there- 
after to the workings of law. 

Astrology’s position in human thought develops from the 
fact that it is frequently the subject of the most violent 
controversy, mih’tantly carried on in the presence of prac- 
tically no knowledge whatsoever. 

Ask your doctor, for example, if he believes in astrology. 
Ten to one he will shake his head deprecatingly and say, 
“Of course notl” 

If you ask him “Why not?” he will probably eye you 
suspiciously and reply something like, “Don't tell me that 
an intelligent person like you believes in astrology 1” 

At this point you must avow that you do not believe in 
astrology, you just were wondering about it. Thereupon, if 
he runs true to form, he will launch into a long discussion of 
why astrology must on the face of it be nonsense. 

He will admit that, once upon a time, most of the world 
belie\ed in astrology, but that was long ago, m the heyday 
of ignorance, before the dawn of science and the systematic 
search for truth. He will point out that astrology believes 
that the fate of men can be read in the stars; and he will go 
into a fine frenzy of righteous indignation that any modern 
could e\ cn consider such poppycock. 

Listen carefully to everything he says. See if you can de- 
tect one sound, scientific reason or proof that astrology is 
false. See if you can discover, among all the people you can 
find who "don’t belles e m astrology," anyone svho lias a 
scientific or es cn a logical reason for not believing. 

Three chief reasons are generally advanced for not believ- 
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ing in astrology: (i) It is superstition because it was be- 
lieved in a superstitious age. This is not a superstitious age; 
therefore we should not believe in astrology. (2) It is per- 
fectly ridiculous to believe that the planets can influence hu- 
man beings. Whatl Those things millions of miles artay? 
Why, it’s absurd! (3) The Great Wizard Magipocus read 
my horoscope at a summer resort, and it was all wrong. 

These are virtually all the arguments you will hear on the 
subject, so let’s look at them carefully. 

(1) It is superstition because it was believed in a super- 
stitious age, ett. The great principles of mathematics and 
physics, none of them false, were laid down in the age of the 
world’s youth and “superstition.” Large portions of the 
materia mcdica were discovered by the ancients. The ad- 
vanced astronomy of the Egyptians and Babylonians is well 
known : their calculations have been proved of phenomenal 
accuracy. These same intellectual and accurate ancients be- 
lieved in astrology: surely this should be no part of the 
argument against it I The beliefs and findings of these same 
ancients which co-existed with their belief in astrology, and 
which have since been given the benefit of modern verifica- 
tion, have been proved amazingly true. It is plainly illogical 
to dub astrology tpso facto false because it was evolved by 
those same ancients who gave us the beginnings of astron- 
omy, mathematics, physics, navigation, chemistry and medi- 
cine. 

(2) It is perfectly ridiculous to believe that the planets 
could influence us! Now nothing, in itself, is “perfectly ri- 
diculous to believe” — except something that goes against a 
known law of nature. The planets could affect us without 
violating any law of nature. In fact, all the laws we have of 
the solar system, with which astrology is concerned, tell us 
that it is quite logical to believe that every body of the solar 
system exerts a measurable, if small, influence on every 
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other body. Thus it is not “perfectly ridiculous” at all to be- 
lieve that the planets affect us. It is perfectly ridiculous to 
believe anything on faith alone; but it is equally ridiculous 
to disbelieve it on un-faith alone. Both faith and un-faith 
must bow before knowledge, of which, alas, woefully few 
people have any where astrology is concerned! 

(3) Astrology must be false because so many astrologers 
are fakers. Well, if this were so, the law would be false be- 
cause many lawyers are crooked; and medicine would be 
false because so many doctors are quacks and fee splitters. 
Architecture would be false because the Tower of Pisa 
leans; and art would be false because Diego Rivera painted 
Lenin insjead_of J. P. Morgan in Rockefeller Center. 

There are many poor astrologers. There are many dis- 
honest astrologers. There are many ignorant astrologers. 
There arc many people reading and selling horoscopes -who 
are not astrologers at all, but promoters, hack writers and 
petty racketeers. 

Yet this argument, like 1 and 2, is a phony, as any logical 
person can sec. 

Now in pointing out that these arguments — the classics 
generally used against astrology — arc not really arguments 
at all, I have not, of course, proved the truth of astrology. 
Far from it. I have merely tried to clear away the smoke of 
prejudice and confusion, in order that we may examine the 
subject on its own merits. It is the fashion today not to be- 
lies e in astrology, just as long ago it was the fashion to be- 
lies ejn it. 

Yet todaj, or yesterday, or tomorrow, intelligent people 
neither belies e nor disbeliese something of which they are 
in total ignorance. When such a subject crosses their minds, 
they say, "1 don’t know an)thing about it, and therefore 
can’t base an opinion.” Then they are in a proper frame 
of mind to learn about it and thus acquire, not an opinion, 
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not a belief, but a body of knowledge, from which the truth 
may appear. 1 

Thus far, I have never heard of anyone who has investi- 
gated astrology and who has come away from his investiga- 
tions dubbing it false. I should earnestly like to hear of 
such a person. 

Richard Garnett, one-time curator of the British Mu- 
seum, and a man of keen scientific bent, decided to study 
astrology to see what was in it. For his findings, I quote the 
nth Edition Encyclopaedia Britannica, Dr Morris Jas- 
trow's article on astrology: 

Dr Garnett insisted that it was a mistake to confuse astrology with 
fortune-telling, and maintained that it was a ‘'physical science just as * 
much as geolog}’,” depending like them on ascertained facts, and 
grossly misrepresented by being connected with magic 

Isaac Newton, father of modern physics, reprimanded Mr 
Halley who said to him, “I don’t believe in astrology” with, 
“You have not studied the subject, sir; I have”; and Dr ' 
Jastrow, concludes the Britannica article: 

it is at least conceivable that some new synthesis might once more 
justify part, at all events, of ancient and medieval astrology. 

Men of good will, and of scientific bent, have thus far 
never been able to declare it false, have indeed seen in it the 
truth which eludes the mere skeptic whose knowledge of it is 
limited to a ‘‘belief.” 

My reasons for “believing in” astrology are extremely 
simple. I have studied it, I have put together known facts 
of people’s lives with known planetary influences, and I have 
observed, in thousands of cases, correspondences which are 
laws. I have watched these laws operate in the lives of 
individuals — of clients, of those close to nte y of great meet 
whose biographies are known or whose stories appear from 
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day to day in the press of the contemporary world. I have 
watched Hitler and his chart, Roosevelt, Mussolini, Stalin; 
studied the careers and the charts of Napoleon, Bismarck, 
the old Kaiser, Lincoln, Washington, Wilson; as well as 
thousands of lesser individuals who, like yourself, respond 
to planetary action quite as much as do the great, the near- 
great, and the pseudo-great who for 'better and for worse 
make the headlines. The response of human beings to plane- 
tary stimuli is among the most amazing of all the natural 
phenomena capable of being observed. 

I “believe in” astrology for the same reason that you 
“believe in” the multiplication table or the intoxicating effect 
of alcohol. It works: and it is the purpose of this book to 
show you how it works, and to enable you to test its workings 
in your own life. 



CHAPTER II 


The Everlasting Quest 

man’s search for himself 

Everything else, however lofty, however universal, is 
dwarfed by the crusade of the individual seeking for peace 
on earth. History is the history of this search of man, as he 
has prowled up and down the earth in war and in peace — 
of his efforts to relate himself more satisfyingly to the con- 
ditions of his existence. These efforts have produced religion, 
science, art, literature, metaphysics — in a word, what we 
call civilization and culture. At the center of them all stands 
man himself, who in all ages, on whatever deity he may 
rely, always finds himself forced, for the ultimate solution 
of his perplexities, back into the mystery that is himself. 

As if by inescapable instinct, each individual seems to 
know that he carries in himself the root and germ of all that 
he is and may become. He seeks for knowledge and acquires 
It; he struggles for power and gains possessions; he rants 
aloud at the unfairness of circumstances or blesses the gods 
for what he calls luck. Yet deep beneath all this he knows 
that the final and irreducible sum total of his happiness lies 
in the secret of himself; and that any means by which he 
may approach the mystery of self-understanding is the most 
important thing in the world. 

Because of this, the human race is lavish in heaping honors 
on the head of the poet, the philosopher, the psychoanalyst 
— on those men who are devoted to the study of man him-

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self. They are man’s foremost friends and servants, for 
whatever assists man in the achievement of self-knowledge, 
and therefore of self-mastery and happiness, belongs in the 
permanent treasure house of human possessions. 

The endurance of astrology is one of the surest indexes 
of the value man places on himself and his destiny. Its roots 
are planted five thousand years ago, in the lore of Israel; and 
its branches include every race that has a history. The 
Egyptians, Babylonians, Chinese, Assyrians, Chaldeans, 
Persians, Indians*, all had their astrology. The Greeks 
acquired it from the East, and the western world inherits it 
today. First carefully guarded, it was part of the Hermetic 
doctrine of the priests of Isis, by which they ruled the masses 
of the Egyptians. Later it became the luxury of kings and 
captains, a means of determining propitious moments for 
victory and of guarding against or slaying enemies. 

From esoteric and private uses, it evolved, till today we 
have it for wh3t it is: a science dealing with inner, and ulti- 
mate, causes behind human conduct. It has escaped from 
the airs of m)Stexy, the odors of sanctity, that sqrroundec 
it when priests used it to frighten and subjugate their flocks, 

It is eluding the grasp of charlatans who would exploit i( 
as a mystic rite for which the uninitiated must pay a fancy 
price. It is rapidly wearing away the stigma attached to 
fortunc-telhng, and emerging in the psjchology-minded 
twentieth century as an essential cog in the machinery of 
man’s understanding of himself. 

The roots of human conduct are alwajs hidden from 
the eje, and must be come upon by stealth, if not indeed 
b) force There is no way of proving anything about the 
inner nature of the spirit of man, and thus no examination 
of the soul is ever strictly scientific. Whatever wc study or 
read, we are forced to accept much on. faith, or at best on the 
saj-so of some individual in whom we have faith. 
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The human spirit, its motives and aims, eludes absolute 
detection. The best we can do is to observe, with the sharp- 
est vision, what the human spirit does, probe as we may 
beneath the surface of its activity, and discover, if we can, 
in the well-nigh impenetrable darkness with which it is 
surrounded, what makes the wheels go round, and what 
makes the engines purr or choke in that complicated machine 
called man. For this examination, no tool has yet been de- 
vised that lays open the secret places of the heart and exposes 
them so that we may say, with absolute tertainty, “There, 
you see with your own eyes, is the nerve sheath which 
causes this man to hate” — or love, or aspire, or fail. 

In the very nature of the search, it is reasonable to sup- 
pose that no such tool ever will be devised, no such method 
of examination ever will be discovered. For we deal not in 
forces that can be weighed and measured, but in the very 
intangibles of life itself, when we deal with the human 
spirit and its ways and foibles; and dealing as we do in 
intangibles, we are forced to rely, for our researches, on 
other intangibles: on observation, on logic, on common 
sense and sympathy and understanding, by a combination 
of which we may hope to reach some degree of understand- 
ing about the central core of our world — man himserf. 

If we are to brand as “superstition” every advance of 
the human mind that cannot be set up in steel or stone, or 
measured with a pair of calipers, we shall rule out the high- 
est and most inspired of human achievement. All religion 
will go into the discard, followed swiftly by all philosophy: 
none of it can be proved, save as one follows, with an 
understanding heart, the windings of an inquiring mind 
through the maze of human problems. All metaphysics 
would follow — all speculation into the ultimate nature of 
things — 6y which forfuous>path we sometimes arrive at 
some small piece of knowledge that is of the utmost im- 
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portance to the increase of the total of human understand- 
ing. 

Furthermore, many things now understood to be “scien- 
tific” must go into the discard if we are to insist on full 
material demonstrations of the whys and wherefores. Per- 
haps the foremost scientist of today is Professor Albert 
Einstein; few have the temerity to question that what he 
puts forth is scientific. Yet a mere handful of people un- 
derstand the workings of his theory of relativity, or the 
doctrine that time is a function of space, or the almost meta- 
physical statement that "space is finite but curved,” or the 
notion that the universe is not universal but merely a func- 
tion of a larger universe, which in turn is probably not uni- 
versal. These are high and fearful things, the ultimate 
reaches of our science, to be sure, approaching the boundary 
of metaphysics, where what is physically demonstrable 
merges with what is intuitively and logically perceptible, in 
that borderland of bright mists where the spirit of man takes 
its birth and has its being. 

The study of the human spirit, of which astrology is such 
an integral part, has led along devious, and sometimes ter- 
rible, paths. The Witch of Endor, whom Saul in his agony 
sought, called up the dead to reveal their secrets to the liv- 
ing. The mjstics of the East practiced, and stdl do, dreadful 
rites of immolation, self-torture and self-destruction in their 
effort to liberate the spirit from the trammels of the flesh. 
In various parts of the world individuals who appeared to 
possess understanding too great to be assigned to the forces 
of good were said to be in league with the devil and vere 
put to death in a variety of horrible ways. 

Today, however, we are kinder to those who devote their 
lives to the study of ours. We are not only kinder, but wc 
are more ready to believe what they tell us. In consequence, 
analysts of the human spirit are among the highest paid of 
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the medical profession: men whose study and knowledge are 
devoted to the secret corners of our minds and hearts, into 
which we, being too close, cannot probe without the aid of a 
trained outsider. Psychoanalysis (that is to say, spirit 
analysis, soul analysis, mind analysis) rests solidly, in the 
twentieth century, on a foundation of faith, a very triumph 
of the spirit of man over the forces of materialism. More 
and more, from the hurly-burly of things, we come back, by 
little and little, into the center of the universe which is our- 
selves; and more and more, in this renewed sense of the 
need of self-understanding, we arc forced to realize that 
though electricity may move mountains or probe the ultimate 
of material depths, only the mind of man can probe the 
deeps of himself. He must do it virtually without tools; in 
a very real sense, he must go unaided by hand, eye or ear 
down into the depths of his own spirit and by the logic and 
precision of his own mental processes raise himself into the 
light of self-knowledge. 

For this process man has evolved various techniques by 
which he surprises himself into recognizing more about him- 
self than his mind would let him if left to its own secretive 
habits. Religion is such a technique. Psychoanalysis is an- 
other. Various cults and methods of self-improvement, part 
religion and part psychology, are others 

And, though just at the beginning of its career along 
these lines, astrology is one of the most important techniques 
by which man can pursue the elusive spirit that is himself to 
its hiding place and discover, in the secret corners of his own 
heart, the means by which he may be happy and successful. 



CHAPTER III 

The Pattern of Life 

HOW ASTROLOGY PROVIDES IT IN THE VITASPHERE 

Man is PORN into certain conditions that he has had no say 
about. From his parents and ancestors he inherits physical 
and mental characteristics. Quite without volition he comes 
into an environment that existed before him, independent 
of him. The equipment with which he comes into the world 
and the world into which he brings his equipment are both, 
at the moment of birth, fixed quantities, in the creation of 
which he, the individual, has had no hand or part. 

A proper understanding of this hereditary equipment, 
working in the mold of the environment, lies at the root of 
all psychological research and practice. Everything that a 
man has to work with lies within the scope of these two 
conditions under which he starts his existence. All success and 
all happiness come from properly using and combining the 
numerous components of these two factors, which in their 
simplest form are One’s Self and One’s World. 

Contrariwise, all failure, all misery, spring from the mis- 
use of inherited possibilities and from the misapplication of 
one’s talents to the world in which they must find expression. 

In the presence of a “sick mind” the first task which the 
contemporary psjchologist sets himself is the discovery of 
basic factors in the patient’s nature. He probes his past and 
his ancestry. He strives to bring out of his patient memories 
of experiences encountered carl) in life; be goes back, as 
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THE PATTERN OF LIFE 
much as he can, to the basic pattern from which the patient’s 
life has developed, in an effort to discover from what essen* 
tial factors the malady springs. 

Astrology’s value to the science of man, his problems and 
success, rests securely on the fact that it provides a perma- 
nent record of what surrounded life at its beginning. The 
record of the moment of birth, stating the conditions that 
surrounded birth, provides the student with a clear state- 
ment of those things for which analysts and individuals 
working along other lines probe laboriously and long, only 
to emerge at the end with a less-than-certain result. 

This record of what surfounded life at its beginning we 
shall call the Vitasphere (vita, life; and sphere, a ball, or 
surrounding). Generally represented as a fiat surface, it is 
in reality the representation of a globe, with the earth at 
the center and the heavenly bodies around, above and. be- 
low, as they were at the moment of birth. The Vitasphere, 
then, is the universe of life. At the center stands the precious 
human nucleus, with the forces of heredity and environment 
impinging on it from all directions, right, left, above and 
below, at the moment of its emergence'into human existence. 

The Vitasphere provides a blueprint from which the 
following may be read : 

1. The hereditary (physical, mental, psychic) equipment 
with which the individual is born. 

2. The environmental pattern into which the individual, 
with his equipment, is born. 

3. How (1) and (2) react and interact to produce a new 
personality, a new life, and thus a new and unique 
career. 

The Vitasphere contains all the major bodies of the solar 
system: the Sun, the Moon and the planets Mercury, Venus, 
Mars, Jupiter, Saturn, Uranus and Neptune. It shows their 
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relationship to the earth, and to that which came into being 
at the specific point of time for which the Vitasphere is re- 
corded. In it are contained all the attributes that make up 
the human being, and all the forces which, translated through 
the human being, make up life. 

The Vitasphere records these factors in all their implica- 
tions. First and foremost, it provides an index to the physical 
inheritance of the individual : his physical body, his mental 
qualifications, his psychic and psychological biases, as in- 
herited from his father and mother. On the basis of these 
fundamentals, it records the channels along which sensory 
and emotional impressions will be transmitted from the 
outer world to his inner nature; and it shows how his na- 
ture will respond to, and make use of, these impressions. 
It provides an index to the flow of his energies and the direc- 
tion they' are likely to take. It indicates how he will react 
to experience as it clashes around him during life and how 
he will set up and use those defenses which, in our complex 
life, so greatly complicate nature’s first law, of self-preserva- 
tion. Below all these, in the psychic pattern, it indicates the 
deep psychic bias which is his ancestral and racial inherit- 
ance, and how this will express itself, creatively or destruc- 
tively, a* he seeks that individualism which distinguishes 
mankind from the other animals. 

All this is recorded in the Vitasphere, in the disposition of 
the members of the solar system at the moment of birth. 

The nature of the physical body, including the brain as a 
physical organism, and of the psychic nature as it is a product 
of organic functioning, are indicated by* the Sun and the 
Moon. 

I. The masculine ancestry, and that svhich is inherited 
from ir, is represented by the Sun. This in general includes 
the eatcmal nature of the individual, his phvsical attributes 
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superficially considered, his expressiveness, his extroverted 
qualities, and the manner in which they will assert, or fail to 
assert, themselves in contact with life. The Sun also repre- 
sents the physical organ of the brain; and thus has rela- 
tionship to brain soundness and brain strength. It does not 
relate primarily to intelligence, but merely to the physical 
soundness of the brain as an organ. It is possible to have a 
sound brain but not much intelligence, imagination, flexi- 
bility, etc. Consequently, it is possible to have a weak, un- 
stable brain in the presence of considerable understanding 
and intelligence. The Sun also relates to the physical struc- 
ture of the nervous system, the sympathetic nervous system, 
the glands ; and all that is physical, either on the surface of 
the body or deep within it. In the glandular system, the Sun 
relates to the pituitary, the gland of continued effort; and 
especially to the posterior lobe (nerve cells, involuntary 
muscle cell, brain and sex tone). 

2. The feminine ancestry and that which is inherited from 
or through it are represented by the Moon. This in general 
indicates the inner nature of the individual and the uses to 
which, within himself, he will put the physical attributes in- 
dicated by the Sun. It provides an index to psychic and 
mental qualities, particularly as these arise from the func- 
tioning of physical (brain, nerve, gland) attributes as in- 
dicated by the Sun. It indicates the inner nature, and how it 
will assert itself in the world, or drive itself back into intro- 
version. It represents intuition, understanding, inceptivity, 
the extent to which external impressions are assimilated into 
the intelligence, the directions which impressions take with- 
in the intelligence, and, conversely, the route and direction 
they will take when, having been absorbed, they emerge from 
the intelligence in thought, speech and action. As the mascu- 
line principle relates to the physical brain as to its sound- 
ness and strength, so the feminine principle relates to the 
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understandings the intelligence, the perceptive and inceptive 
qualities and abilities of the mind, as distinguished from the 
physical organ of the brain. Since the mind relates to, and is 
influenced by, the nerves, the sympathetic nervous system 
and the glandular system, the, feminine principle relates to 
the functioning of these. In the glandular system, the Moon 
relates to the thymus, gland of childhood; and later to the* 
testes (male) and ovaries (female). 

The paths by which impressions reach the physical body 
for use by the brain are indicated by the antennae, Mercury 
and Venus. 

3. Mercury stands for the perceptive functions — the 
sense, or sensory antennae of human life: sight, hearing, 
smell, taste, feeling. This antenna of existence, interpreted 
in the Vitasphere, gives the clue to the kind of perccptli'e- 
ness that the individual will develop, on the basis of his phys- 
ical body, brain, and nerve system (the Surt) and his mental, 
intuitive, inner understanding (the Moon). From this an- 
tenna and its attributes in the Vitasphere wc discover 
whether one will be acute or dull in his perceptions; mundane 
or idealistic in his outlook; practical or flighty, brilliant or 
slow. The same impressions fall upon all alike, and each one 
receives them differently, senses them differently. The same 
smell is sweeter to some than to others; the same noise 
louder ; the same music more appealing. The attributes of the 
antenna Mercury, recorded in the Vitasphere, indicate these 
differences of reception to sensory perception. These in turn 
reflect back on the brain (Sun) and the mind (Moon) for 
their final interpretation. In the glandular system, Mercury' 
relates to the pineal as the gland of brain development, and 
also to the parathyroids in relation to their function in the 
excitability of muscle and nerve. 

4. Venus stands for the sex-love-emotion principle tn the 
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Vitasphere and in human life, and has to do with emotional 
perceptivity much as Mercury has to do with sensory per- 
ceptivity. Since these perceptivities cross and recross each 
other in the complex human machine, the antennae Verius 
and Mercury must be interpreted in terms of each other, as 
well as in their relation to the indices of Sun and Moon — 
body and soul. By its relationship to other attributes of the 
Vitasphere, Venus may relate to sexual activity; but more 
basically it relates to the individual’s reception to emotional 
impulses, his reactions to that which is not reasoned but 
felt. It is the ear and eye of the heart, as Mercury is 
the ear and eye of the brain. The relative prominence of 
the two will indicate if the individual is “brain-minded” or 
“heart-minded”; and the disposition of Venus will tell, 
specifically, with what kind of attention the individual re- 
ceives the emotional opportunities that are put before him. 
In this way it is the index of human relations, indicating how 
the native is attuned to human contacts and how he will 
react to stimuli rising from them Since sex is the most basic 
of human contacts, Venus is one of the prime indices of the 
place of sex in the individual life. In the gland system it re- 
lates especially to the thyroid gland, controller of the growth 
of specialized sex organs and tissues; and to the pineal in its 
function of sex development, adolescence and puberty. 

The next three bodies in the Vitasphere relate especially 
to the relation of the individual to the outer world: energy 
production and consumption, and reactions to experience. 

5 . Mars represents the energy principle m the Vitasphere 
and in life, relating thus to the thyroid as the gland of 
energy production. The disposition of Mars indicates the 
nature of energy production in the individual and the 
constancy and direction of its flow; its tendency to persist 
or to Rag, to be steady or intermittent, to be well directed 
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or ill directed, its usefulness to the individual, and the uses 
to which he will put it. Mars in the Vitasphere gives a pre- 
view of the utility of energy, and indicates how the energy 
will be assisted ‘or retarded by the other functions of the 
body, psychic and physical. Since energy is basic to human 
life and progress, Mars and its interpretation are of funda- 
mental importance to any proper understanding of the Vita- 
sphere and of life. Because of Mars’s dose affiliation with 
Venus, especially in relation to the thyroid gland, Mars is 
sometimes thought of as a sex planet, for the expression of 
energy along emotional lines is frequently what sex is. How- 
ever, Mars is primarily energy, and becomes sex only when 
the energy is directed along that specific line. In the glandu- 
lar system Mars relates to the thyroid as indicated above; 
also to the adrenal glands in their- function of producing 
energy for emergency; and to the parathyroid glands as 
they function in relation to nerve and muscle excitability. 

6. Jupiter represents the absorptive and assimilative 
qualities in the Vitasphere. As Mars represents the out- 
pouring of energies and the direction they take going out 
of the individual, so Jupiter represents the indrawing of 
energies and the effect that things in the outer world will 
have as they impinge on the inner nature. This sixth princi- 
ple of the Vitasphere indicates less how an individual will 
esjert himself than how he will use what is thrown in his 
path — the interpretation he will place on experience, as it 
were, and the use he will make of it. It is an auxiliary an- 
tenna, conditioned to reccise, not scnsory-mental-emotional 
impressions, but experience impressions directly. For this 
reason, Jupiter has been said to be the planet of luck— luck, 
the thing* thrown in our path for good or bad. It does not 
indicate the nature of what will come, but rather how one 
will absorb and assimilate and make use of what does come. 
Jupiter represents, not the knock of opportunity at the 
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door, but the nature of the response that the knock meets 
from the inside. In the glandular system, Jupiter relates' to 
the pancreas, the controller of sugar metabolism. . * ■* 

7 . Saturn represents the first law of nature: self- 
preservation: the defense mechanism of the individual 
which he puts up against himself, other people and ihe 
world in general. This principle of the Vitasphere is as 
basic as the first law of nature which it represents, and is of 
fundamental importance to the understanding of the Vita- 
sphere and the life it stands for. Because progress and suc- 
cess are only the extensions of the law of self-preservation 
into active life, so this principle of the Vitasphere indicates 
ambition, or its absence, and what the individual will do 
about it. But essentially it is the defense principle in nature 
which in extraverts takes the form of ambition, progress, 
success or fame. In the glandular system, Saturn relates to 
the pituitary as the gland of energy consumption and utiliza- 
tion (continued effort) ; also specifically to Us anterior lobe, 
controlling the growth of the skeleton and supporting tissue. 
It also relates to the parathyroids in their function as con- 
trollers of lime metabolism. 

The last two bodies of the Vitasphere, Uranus and Nep- 
tune, relate to the super- and sub-consciousness of the indi- 
vidual, the flow of his ps)chic and creative energies, and the 
extent to which he can draw upon his hereditary and racial 
past for practical expression and use m life. 

S. Uranus relates to the ncuromentahty, and thus has a 
relationship to the Sun, which represents the ph)sical nerve 
structure. Uranus bears, however, on the reactions of the 
neuromcntality rather than on its ph) steal structure, espe- 
cially to the sympathetic nenous sjstem and to involuntary 
reaction, pnj sicaf and mental. ft has to do w ufi crca tiv e force 
originality and action; in its best form it is genius; in its 
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worst, crankiness, eccentricity, violence, and destruction. 
It must be interpreted strictly in terms Y of the pre- 
ceding seven attributes of the Vitasphere, for It will not 
of itself produce any effect at all except as it heightens 
qualities already established. It stands for the mental- 
artistic-intellectual-political creative principle — not the bio- 
creative principle; and indicates the extent to which the 
individual is endowed with originality, creative powers, 
genius. An understanding of its action gives a clue to why 
it is said that “genius and insanity are separated only by a 
hair line,” for it is Uranus that is responsible for the fact 
that so many creators in all fields are said to be “high-strung” 
and “unpredictable." Uranus gives a quickness of percep- 
tion, a speed of logical application, the results of which 
seem eccentric to those who can’t follow so fast. It is not 
intuitive, but logical, in its actions; but its logic works so fast 
that it appears to be intuition. Uranus represents the exten- 
sion of perception into the realms of the superconscious 
mentality. It docs not bear directly on any gland, but on the 
entire nervous and sympathetic nervous systems, which in 
turn arc related to the functioning of all the glands. 

9. Neptune represents the psychic mentality, and thus has 
a relationship to the Moon. It relates to that which, in the 
depths of the unconscious and subconscious, is taken for 
granted by the inner nature, and which is projected through 
the other attributes unconsciously or subconsciously. Thus 
it can contribute to the highest reaches of exalted genius or 
to the lowest depths of inherited degeneracy, or to both in 
the same individual. It is the index of racial and inherited 
psjchic traits; and thus its effects are established and perma- 
nent, subject to almost no possibility of change. For the 
deepest understanding of the Vitasphere, this attribute must 
form the primary base of analysis, even though, except in 
'cry highly aware individuals, its influence never penetrates 
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the censor to rise into the realms of consciousness. It may 
represent thus genius or insanity, inherited wealth of in- 
herited poverty, hereditary brilliance or stupidity or anything 
between It relates also to all activities of the subconscious, 
and therefore has a bearing on inspiration, intuition, dreams, 
hallucinations, delusions, and all functions of the conscious 
and subconscious that are not primarily related to rational 
thought or logic. Like Uranus, it bears on no special gland, 
but inSuences them all by its action, through the Moon, on 
the mind and general intelligence. 



CHAPTER IV 


What Is Prophecy? 

THE PROJECTION OF THE VITASPHERE 

With the Vitasphere interpreted before us, we know the 
nature of the individual, whose life is of utmost importance 
to him. We know the nature of his physical body and of h?s 
mentality, as he inherits them. We know the interpretation 
he is going to put on sense impressions as they come to him 
during his life. We know the efficiency of his energies, the 
reaction he will have to experience, the means by which he 
will seek, through life, for self-fulfillment and progress. 
We know the extent of his creative powers, if any, and the 
direction they will take in practice; we know the bearing 
which racial and ancestral libidos will have on his mental, 
emotional and physical reactions. We have, in short, a blue- 
print of the human spirit — of the outer and inner man whose 
progress through life we wish to assist with as much fore- 
knowledge as possible. 

In Chapters VI and VII, where we interpret the Vita- 
spheres of great figures of the past and present, jou will 
see with what accuracy their known psychological traits 
and physical activities line up with the indications of their 
charts. You will be able also to apply this method of in- 
terpretation to jour own life and to discover how 5 ou are 
the product of )our hereditj and environment as indicated 
m the testimony of the Vitasphere recorded for the moment 
of jour birth. 
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WHAT IS PROPHECY? 

Knowing as we do the basic and primary traits and 
characteristics of a human being, how can we project this 
knowledge to determine what, from this starting point, he 
will become? 

It should be borne in mind at the outset that there is 
nothing metaphysical or mystical about the idea of looking 
into the future. The idea of “prophesying” is so shrouded in 
the mumbo-jumbo of oracles' and mysticism that we lose 
sight of the fact that “prophesying” in various forms goes 
on all the time. 

Our political commentators are always forecasting what 
is going to happen, and with considerable accuracy. They 
. do this by several methods. They have their ears to the 
ground, in the first place, and acquire thereby certain knowl- 
edge that the rest of us do not have. They take polls of what 
people think, and how they are going to vote; they take 
soundings; they have spies and scouts sending in reports. 
Thus, before the election returns are in — sometimes many 
weeks before the people go to the polls — they “prophesy” 
the outcome. Jim Farley prophesied that Roosevelt would 
carry forty-six states in 1936, and named the two he would 
not carry: Maine and Vermont. This was neither accident 
nor evidence of second sight: it was simply the putting to- 
gether of known facts, carefully collected and integrated 
toward their normal outcome. 

Long before Germany and Russia signed their explosive 
non-aggression pact, we were told they were headed toward 
an alliance. It W3S prophesied, against all surface indications, 
and the prophecy was borne out in the facts. Obviously, the 
prophets knew things which we did not know; had sources 
of information not available to us, because such knowledge 
is the very sine qua non of prophecy, which is nothing more 
nor less than the projection tnio the future of a known body 
of facts, known to be progressing along a determinable line . 
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These facts, because of their nature, and the direction they 
are taking, are bound to arrive at a certain goal The point* 
mg out, in advance, of this goal is prophecy. There is noth- 
ing mysterious or strange about it. Doctors prophesy all the 
time — -about the course of an illness, the chances of recovery, 
the time of crisis and the like. Experience has taught them 
that when certain conditions and symptoms exist, certain 
other conditions and symptoms will follow and a certain 
end w»ll be reached. Knowledge enables them to do this; 
our lack of knowledge makes it appear wonderful to us 
But in reality it is not wonderful: it is merely logical and 
inevitable. 

Prophecy, then, is merely the projection of the line of 
logic into the future. It is the extension of events along the 
line t chick they are already traveling, toward a goal tvhtch 
experience has led the prophet to expect. Eliminating the 
mj sties, of whom I know nothing, the “prophet” — be he 
political commentator, military expert, diplomatic emissary, 
doctor, or astrologer — is only an individual who has knowl- 
edge and experience and who bj combining these can project 
a line of action past the boundaries of the immediate present. 

Everyone, to some degree, is a prophet in everyday life. 
The child who returns from a motor trip and sajs, “Lassie 
will he happy to see us” is a prophet. The child knows (a) 
the disposition of the dog, (b) the conditions in existence— 
the farm!) has been awa) from home, (c) how the dog has 
acted under similar conditions in the past; and the child's 
prophecy will be proved correct 

You prophesy about jour friends in somewhat more com- 
plicated matters You saj, “Gene sidl like that movie" be- 
cause you hno-w (a) Gene's likes and dislikes, (b) the quality 
of the movie; and from knowing these things, you know how 
Gene will react to the movie. You’ll generally be right in

this kind of prophecy, most of us are, and feel very well 
pleased with ourselves when we are proved so 

Even in more involved problems, we sometimes display 
remarkable prophetic insight We say, “We want Ben and 
Sadie to meet, they’re sure to like each other, and who 
knows ” And when they get married, we say, “I told 
you so” and decorate ourselves with the Order of Cupid 
What we have done is simple enough we have put together 
our knowledge of Ben and our knowledge of Sadie, and we 
have projected the line of their lives in the light of that 
knowledge This is the very essence of prophecy, and 
forecasting from the testimony of the Vitasphere is no 
more mystical than that we deal tn known quantities , fol 
lowing a known line of activity, from a known base, and 
we project the line of such activities into the future 

From the Vitasphere, we know the basic and inner nature 
of the individual, we know the field of his operations m 
life As we follow the movement of planets m the Vitasphere 
from the moment of his birth onward, we see how his initial 
tendencies develop in contact with the outer world We see 
how his perceptions are influenced and changed by time, how 
his emotions evolve, and what experiences he encounters to 
quicken or dull or sensitize or desensitize them We see his 
response to experience, the workings of his originality, the 
flow of his energy, the struggles he goes through to achieve 
his place m the world and to defend himself against the 
incursions of society and circumstance We witness the de 
velopment, for good or ill, of the primitive and racial urges 
of his subconscious, and we follow him up hill and down 
dale, at every turn noting his development as it is recorded 
m the initial and the projected Vitasphere We know this 
individual mtimatelj — more intimately than it is possible 
to know him by any other means We know what kind of 
opportunity he will seek, and how he will handle it when he

gets it. We know what experience he will accept and make 
an integral part of himself, and what he will reject as use- 
less to his peculiar inner purposes. We know what he says he 
wants, what he thinks he wants, and what he appears to 
strive for: but more important, we know what he really 
wants — which may be more than he knows himself. We are 
not fooled by appearances, for we are looking alwajs at the 
man as he is, deeply, and not at the masks and defenses 
which he puts up for purposes of fooling himself and others. 
Thus, with this knowledge, we are able to project his life 
into the future, along the line it is known to be following, 
and in this way to forecast; or, if you will, to prophesy. 

In the latter half of this book jou will be given a chance 
to test your own Vitasphere and to observe how in the past 
jou have responded as prescribed to the movements of the 
planets. You will find this fascinating, for though the tests 
given are elementary, jou will be surprised by the accuracy 
with which periods of jour life are described. What hap- 
pened to you, and how jou felt and reacted to it, are con- 
firmed in the testimony of the Vitasphere. You will also be 
given a chance to protect your oten Ime into the future for a 
period of ten years, and subsequently to watch developments, 
fending off the worst possibilities and developing the best 
as they come up in clocklike response to the line indicated by 
the projected Vitasphere. 


CHAPTER V 


Fate or Free Will? 

astrology’s answer 

No question is raised more often in the life of an astrolo- 
ger than the age-old one of fate and free will. He is con- 
tinuously bombarded with queries like this: 

Doesn’t astrology say that you’re fated to a certain life, 
and that there’s nothing you can do about it? 

If astrology tells this, what’s the use of it? What good 
does it do to know what your fate is, if you can’t help it? 
And if astrology isn’t fatalistic, how can it be accurate? Of 
what use is it, if it doesn’t tell what’s going to happen to 
you? 

And of what use is it if it does, if your fate can’t be 
avoided? 

These are perfectly fair queries, which astrologers — and, 
for that matter, all students of man and of life — must 
answer, even if the answer is difficult. 

It does no good to hedge and to say that astrology 
prophesies, but not positively. That “the stars incline but do 
not impel” is a modem doctrine of western astrology that 
does not return a satisfactory answer to the sincerely inquir- 
ing mind. 

For the sincerely inquiring mind, if it has given the matter 
yny "thought, must have arrived at the conclusion that life 
itself appears to be a curious compound of fate and free will 
27 
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— a compound in which the individual is subjected to the 
dictates of an inexorable fate on the one hand, and appears 
free, godlike, untrammeled in his control over life on the 
other hand. 

Surely we are “fated’' with our ancestry, our hereditary 
and racial traits, our physical body with all that it implies of 
nervous and glandular systems. We come into the world 
surrounded by and bound to a tradition, a family, a legacy 
of intellect or stupidity, education or no education, money 
or no money. For good or for bad, we come pre-equipped 
with certain things over which we have no control, and this 
much is fated to us quite definitely. We may believe that all 
men are created equal with respect to their political rights. 
But we cannot overlook the fact that all men are not born 
equal with respect to the equipment with which they come 
into the world and the environment into which they bring it. 

One’s fate is to a large degree bound up with the simple 
matter of one’s ph)sical body. Take, for example, a little 
man of five feet four, weighing at twenty-one about a hun- 
dred and fifteen pounds. We would say ofihand that the man 
is definitely fated, by his bodily limitations, from ever becom- 
ing, for example, a piano mover, a stevedore or a freight 
handler. He has limitations which close certain fields to him, 
and these limitations over which he has no control are his 
fate. 

On the other hand, a boy is born who at five has exhibited 
extraordinary gifts at school. At ten he is even more bril- 
liant. Quite obviously that boy was fated with an exceptional 
mind; and in all probability that piece of good fortune will 
hold his head up through life and cause him to be successful. 
He is, as it were, fated to success, because of the equipment 
with which he came into the world. 

We find no difficulty accepting and belieslng in these 
aspects of fate, because they arc matters of common know!- 
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edge. Neither do these fated matters eliminate in our minds 
the possibility of free will, and it is right that they should 
not. 

Our little man is fated never to become a truck driver. 
But there is no fate attached to what he may become. He is 
physically limited from stepping beyond certain boundaries. 
But within the limits of his fate, he may become any one of a 
million things. All kinds of fields are open to small men. So 
far as his bodily limitations are concerned — so far as his 
“fate” is concerned — he may be anything from a peanut 
vendor to Napoleon. There is plenty of scope for free will, 
even within the “fated” limitations. 

Similarly our boy with the brilliant mind. His outer, ex- 
treme limit appears, on the basis of his mentality, to be 
tremendous in scope. But there is nothing to say he will 
reach it. He may fall woefully short of ln-ing up to the 
bright promises of his childhood and youth. Here, again, free 
will has room to operate : by its exercise, he may make the 
most of himself, or he may decide (consciously or sub- 
consciously) not to. Free will operates in the decision. 

The Vitasphere indicates with what limitations, and with 
what capabilities, the individual comes into the world. Under 
ordinary circumstances, without the benefit of astrology, the 
individual usually uses up a good part of his life discover- 
ing either or both of these truths about himself. Heart- 
breaking years are spent barking up the wrong tree, trying to 
do something that should never have been attempted in the 
first place, puzzling to fit square pegs into round holes. 

The Vitasphere provides the index by which this waste 
tnay be avoided: provides the only objective clue to the 
inner nature of the individual, the only empiric check on his 
capacities and limitations which does not depend on long 
and wasteful trial and error. In the end, through trial and 
error, he might arrive at the same conclusions. In the end 
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we are forced to believe, he would fulfill, in a genera! way, 
his “destiny” without the aid of the Vitasphere. For we can- 
not, by astrology, alter the fundamental pattern of life nor 
change its ultimate end. We cannot make silk purses out of 
sows’ ears, change geniuses into morons, poets into soldiers 
or sinners into saints. The limits of a man’s life are fixed, 
whether by the planets, by God, or by his physical and nerval 
make-up. We cannot alter these. 

But we can, through astrology, tell a good stonemason 
not to waste his time trying to be a bookkeeper; we can tell 
a potentially useful clerk not to waste his time trying to write 
plays; we can tell an excellent poet not to waste away be- 
cause he can’t save the world from Fascism; we can tell a 
loving mother not to aspire to be chairman of the board of 
aldermen. 

On the other hand, we can encourage a downhearted 
youngster not to be content with soda jerking when he can 
do something more satisfying to him. We can indicate to 
men and women that they are really better than they be- 
lieve themseh es to be and can conquer larger fields than they 
dare dream of. 

We cannot make them other than they are; but we can 
assist them to the discovery of tt hat they are, and save them 
long years of struggle in finding themselves by the hit-or-miss 
business that makes up ordinary undirected experience. 

Within their limits, men and women are capable of 
infinite variation. We cannot make everyone great, for the 
limits of most are fixed somewhere short of greatness. But 
we can indicate to everyone what he may aspire to; we may 
encourage him to develop to the utmost limit of his capa- 
bilities; and wc may tell him when he has reached the limit 
beyond which all his best eftorts will be merely nerve-racking 
and fruitless. 
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If every man developed automatically to the limit of his 
ossibilities and knew when to stop, there would be no use 
or astrology. The sad fact is that few of us develop as far 
s we can. We leave vast possibilities untouched, either 
hrough not seeing them or through doubting our own 
apacities. It is in the task of encouraging men and women 
o go as far as possible within the mold of their possibilities 
hat astrology fulfills one of its most useful functions. 

Also, in the case of very ambitious people, astrology ful- 
Ils an equally useful function in warning them when they 
re approaching or have reached the point of diminishing 
eturns; that is, the point beyond which they cannot profit* 
bly force themselves. 

Thus, our conclusions. We cannot alter the pattern of life 
>r redefine the limits of abilities. But we can define these in 
dvance, and thus give men and women a working basis, a 
lirection, and a field in which to exercise their will and their 
nergies. No amount of will power can take them outside 
heir limits, which are predetermined by conditions over 
rhich they have no control. But there is nothing in most peo- 
>le which insists that they live up to their capacities. The 
;ods seem perfectly willing to let people live and die, even 
f they never achieve the best that is in them. And many, 
hrough ignorance of their abilities, through lack of self- 
onfidence, need a push and a definition, if they are to go on 
o maximum happiness 3nd success. Astrology does not give 
inlimited scope to an individual, but it can give him a field 
n which to operate, accurately defined by the analysis of the 
fitasphere. 

The strict constructionist of the doctrine of fate will say 
hat every man does live up to his limits : that, by definition, 
vhatever he does is his limit. To this there is no logical reply. 
iVc are forced back to a paraphrase of Voltaire when he 
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said, “If there were no God, it would be necessary to invent 
him.” Similarly, we say, “If there were no free will, it would 
be necessary to invent it and assume its existence.” 

But we may — indeed, must — invent it within rational 
limits. Man’s scope, as an individual, is limited. He cannot 
exceed certain boundary marks: there are frontiers beyond 
which the individual may not pass, no matter what his will 
power. But few of us ever come within eyeshot of those 
frontiers. Most of us mill around somewhere in the center 
of our possibilities and never even explore the outer fringes. 

Precisely here free will enters : we may by free will pro- 
ceed to the uttermost limits of our possibilities. Or we may — - 
by no-will, by inertia — lazily relax, with many available 
worlds unconquered, and never live up even to our own 
limited possibilities. 

The value of astrology lies in its ability (a) to fix our 
limits and define our capacities by a study of the Vitasphere; 
and (b) to tell us how to achieve the most with the equip- 
ment wc have, by a study of the projections of the Vita- 
sphere. 

And the Vit3sphere is the only objective index of these 
matters known to man at the present time. 

The man who relaxes before reaching his limits is a 
failure and unhappy; while the man who explores the limits 
of his capacities is a success and happy no matter to what 
small compass he may be restricted. In a very literal sense 
he leads a full life , and this is success, is happiness. It is 
not limitations that eats out the heart, but inaction, the 
knowledge of powers not used, the sense of having failed to 
develop to the utmost. The overcoming of fate is not the 
overcoming of limitations: that is impossible. It is the exer- 
cise of free will, the assertion of the full self, expanding to 
its utmost with the tools at hand, in the circumstances that 
are set. Astrologj, through the interpretation of the Vita- 
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sphere, assists men to the achievement of their maximum 
by indicating to them the lines along which their will may 
be most progressively applied, the goals to be sought, and 
the individual means by which each one may arrive at the 
outermost boundaries of bis world

H whatever we call it, we are sure to be uneasily aware of 
existence If, trying to explain his power, we examine the 
itasphere of the strong man we shall approach close to 
le heart of the secret of his strength For we find that the 
strong man of destiny is simply living up to the movement" 
of the planets through his Vitasphere with astonishing 
accuracy The sense of ego, of the will, that dominates all 
strong men is apparently a delusion of nature, a trick 
played on those who are the special agents of fate, whom 
fate slyly flatters with the chimera of will power thar they 
may the more completely play out the role assigned to 
them For, throughout the course of their entire lives these 
great of the world never do anything but respond, precisely 
on time, to the influences brought to bear on them bv Nejp 
tune, Uranus, Saturn and Mars in their implacable march 
through the sectors of the Vitasphere 
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They ride the full tide of their natures, upward anddowfl- 
ward. They start obscurely, rise meteoricalJy, and fall spec- 
tacularly. Their sole function appears to be to cling to the 
hands of the universal dock and to perform their individual- 
istic antics to the regular “Cuckoo I Cuckoo l" that times the 
rhythm and pace of their lives. Standing at the midnight 
point, they proclaim their will to be, and catch the hour hand 
as it swings up the circle from obscurity to fame. Still pro- 
claiming their individual pre-eminence, they stand for one 
fearful hour at the noon point, and then, orating about 
their indomitable will, they have not the will to let go of 
their fate, but, clutching the indicator with death grip, sweep 
with it down the slope to darkness. 

To follow this indicator through the lives of those who 
have ridden it to the full is to see the very wheels of life 
go round before your eyes. It is to understand that, as 
Carlyle said, “History is the biography of great men.” It is, 
indeed, to go beyond this, and to discover that the biography 
of men, great and small, is the product of what they come 
into the world with (the Vitaspherc of birth), played on 
through life by the movement of planets through the chart 
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second peak of some kind as Saturn comes to their 1st sector. 
They recede from fame , or success, as Saturn moves doten- 
t card through 1st, 2nd and 3rd sectors. By the time it comes 
to the 4th sector (N) they either fade completely from the 
picture, or take a new start in life, depending on their age 
and other considerations of the complete Vitasphere. 

We shall see presently how this works as we trace the 
planets through the charts of Hitler, Kaiser Wilhelm and 
Napoleon. Later we shall apply it to Roosevelt and other 
Americans. Finally, in Chapter XI, you will apply it to your 
own life. 

First, however, two more simple rules, symbolized in the 
charts on the facing page, which still deal with the transits 
of the all-important Saturn. Chart A indicates the relation 
of the transiting Saturn to the natal (fixed) Sun. Here a 
second rule: IF hen Saturn contacts the place of thi Sun 
( Saturn tr. con}. Sun ) the career chmaxes for good or bad. 
The career is blocked when Saturn opposes the Sun ( Saturn ' 
tr. opp. Sun ) : temporarily or permanently, major obstacles 
intervene. A new start comes at the Lower Square (Saturn 
tr. sq. 1 . Sun) ; while some kind of an accretion of power 
comes at the Upper Square (Saturn tr. sq. u. Sun). These 
four arms arc activated at internals of about seven years 
and account for the legendary “seven years’ good luck” or 
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Before you go on to see how these things have worked in 
your own life, watch the developments in the life of Hitler 
who, as we are told, has five astrologers working inde- 
pendently in order that none may use the planets to betray 
him — and who for all these precautions has been unable to 
forestall the “betrayal” which the planets made sure of in 
the first place by planting it within himself. 

Der Fuhrer’s fear of betrayal is a very important factor 
of his psychology, clearly indicated in his Vitasphere and 
accurately portrayed in his life. Fear of treachery' is a direct 
symptom of paranoia (delusions of persecution). The neu- 
rotic (or psychotic) personality, out of tune with the world, 
imagines that, like Ishmael, the hand of the world is against 
him. He seeks at once to avenge and vindicate himself by 
dominating the world he fears, which he imagines seeks his 
destruction. Fear (of betrayal, of persecution) constantly 
shows through his armor of arrogance. He feels himself 
constantly surrounded by danger, and, to prote to himself 
that he is no coward, courts it, lives dangerously', tempting 
fate, and thus actually seeking destruction. The psychotic 
urge of the dictator is to dominate and die — and to die is 
just as important to him as to dominate. Hitler history is 
full of hysterical suicidal outbursts. He promised to kill 
himself if the Saar coup failed. He has repeatedly said he 
would take his own life if fall or capture were imminent. 
Dramatically he named hts successor before departing, quite 
unnecessarily, for the dangers of the Polish front. The idea 
of death, of death by violence, by treachery or by his own 
hand, is nc*er far from his thoughts Between the lust for 
power and the urge to self-destruction, the borderland is 
shrouded in mists: to the neurotic or psychotic mind, the 
search for immortality-on-earth (power, fame) and 
immortality-in-etemo (death) becomes much the same thing. 
To the power urge belongs the will to rule; to the self- 
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When did this urge for self-vindication before the world 
take hold of Hitler in active form? At the end of the World 
War, we are told, when Germany, and Hitler himself was 
at fortune’s low ebb. This was 1919, when Hitler made his 
political debut by joining the German Workers’ Party. 

Two things were occurring in his Vitasphere. (1) Saturn 
had returned to his own place for the first time. Hitler was 
thirty years old and was living under the cyclic influence 
explained by Chart B, page 39. (2) Perhaps even of more 
importance, because of longer duration, Neptune, planet 
of the instinctive inner ego, the primal urges, the deep 
subconscious instincts, had climbed to the top of the dial — 
10th sector — and was creeping up to contact Saturn. 

Thus came the awakening of Germany’s man of destiny, 
whose intimations of immortality came exactly on the stroke 
of the indicator. From the outset, as all along the line, the 
iron will of the world submitted inescapably to the will of 
the planets. 

He was not to succeed at once — had, indeed, to wait four- 
teen years (1919-33) before he became chancellor and 
finally president, too. Fourteen years is exactly half of one 
Sarum cycle — the time it takes for Saturn to move from 
the conjunction of his own place to the opposition of the 
same. The birth of arxarcness of power came in 1919 as the 
self-preservation principles (Saturn) were activated by 
Saturn’s cyclic return to his own place, and by the imprint 
on these urges of the inner, subconscious forces (Neptune) 
brought into line at the same time. The results of this 
personal renascence came as these urges and instincts were 
brought to fruition by Saturn’s simultaneous contact with 
the 4th cusp, and opposition to his own place (sec rules 
page 3S). This development was thoroughly predictable, 
since planetary positions are known long in advance, and 
their action in any given position of the Vitasphere is a 
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matter of record. Chapter X gives you positions and read- 
ings in your own life that enable you to look ahead. So far 
as Hitler is concerned, the fact that Neptune and Saturn 
arrived simultaneously at his 10th sector and on his Saturn 
accounts for much of his uncanny power. Of such celestial 
accidents — such fortuitous timings in the Vitasphere — are 
"great” men madel 

In the meantime, from 1919 to 1933, while Hitler waits 
for fame and fame waits for Hitler, what happens? Saturn 
moves from 10th to first and down to 4th. According to our 
rule (page 38) this should bring some increase of power and 
aggression as Saturn comes to 1st; then obscurity in i, 2, 3; 
finally a new start at 4. We shall see. 

Hitler makes his first speech to the party (February 24, 
1920), thus starting a series of February and March events 
which will appear later. Jupiter is by now in 10th sector, 
bringing opportunity and his response to it. Also Mars op- 
poses his own place, suggesting that things begun here will 
not work out as well as hoped. 

True to form, our man of destiny moves from here in- 
exorably toward November 8, 1923 — the Munich beerhall 
putsch. This must have been before the days of the five 
astrologers, for any one astrologer in his right senses would 
have told the fledgling dictator to coo! his heels for some 
time yet. On this ill-choscn date Saturn was on Hitler’s 
Ascendant opposing his Sun — a doubly bad influence! — and 
as Mars came toward that place in November 1923 the 
itch to do something at whatever cost grew too strong for 
the strong man of destiny. On the click of the New Moon of 
November 8, directly activating Hitler’s most daring, reck- 
less and self-destructive instincts, he struck. 

The results of the strike are well known. Having refused 
to bide his time willingly, as all must do when Saturn op- 
poses Sun, he was forced to bide his time unwillingly, which 
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is to say in jail. There he languished from April i to De- 
cember 24, 1924, while Saturn continued to hover around 
the opposition to his Sun and the conjunction with his 
Ascendant. During all this time, too, Mars hovered in his 
4th House, held to this one spot of obscurity and new starts 
by retrograde motion. Here, locked up by the world, held 
by force from action, feeding upon and nursing all his 
delusions of persecution, he formed his final and definitive 
plan of action and wrote it down in Mein Kampf. 

The fact that Mein Kampf was written in jail, under 
these planetary conditions, is an important psychological 
commentary on Der Fuhrer. For here we have, starkly 
symbolized, the sharp picture of the mind which for so long 
has been the lash and terror of the world. The motive of his 
plan, the singleness of purpose that has enabled him to stick 
to it fanatically, the will power to carry it through to suc- 
cess despite all obstacles, are all contained in the Vita- 
sphere of birth, plus the testimony of the transiting planets 
at this critical juncture. 

Hitler had tasted success, and it had turned to failure. 
He had brought himself to the leadership of a cause, and 
the cause had failed. Saturn in 10th on its own place had 
started the chain; Saturn passing beneath the 1st cusp had 
brought to setback. Napoleon, Kaiser Wilhelm, Roosevelt, 
‘all experienced the same sequence. So does everyone. But 
Hitler in jail was, to himself, more than the discredited 
leader of a lost cause. He was, in his own ejes, a persecuted 
individual who had identified himself with other persecuted 
individuals — the entire German nation, persecuted by the 
Treaty of Versailles. He was someone whom the world 
would down if it could, who was determined that it should 
not. It was failure of the self-preservation urge to gain 
power quickly that landed him in jail, and it was while he 
was in jail, and thus confined, that hi* fe3r (of persecution, 
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of failure) broke out in Mein Kampf, which, whatever else 
it may be, is the blueprint of Hitler’s determination to im- 
press himself on the world — to vindicate the Saturn urge 
to self-preservation in the grandest style which his limited 
imagination can grasp : temporal power on a huge scale. 

To this we must add the testimony of Mars, representing, 
as we have seen, the self-destructive urges in Hitler’s Vita- 
sphere of birth. And it is interesting here to point out that 
very similar indexes in the Vitasphere account for both self- 
destruction and claustrophobia (fear of closed spaces), both 
of which appear to be neurotic symptoms of the same fear 
complex as it finds different expression. Hitler’s psychosis 
found articulation in jail — when he was locked up and held 
down. When he was persecuted, he found voice for his plan 
to make further persecution of himself impossible. When 
others tried to destroy him, he enunciated the plot whereby 
their further efforts to do so would be foiled. 

The pathological well-spring of this work js found in the 
fact that Mars — Hitler’s self-destructive urge, his fears, 
his cruelty, his recklessness — was, like the man himself at 
the moment, “locked up” in his 4th sector, playing on the 
* underpinnings of Hitler’s life with all its energy hampered 
and all its neurotic factors working overtime. What happens 
to those with delusions of persecution and fear of closed 
spaces when they are locked up is well known. The maniacal 
fear that possesses them endangers life itself. Literally, they 
cannot endure confinement. In extreme cases they die of ex- 
haustion or of heart failure due to fear. Hitler did not 
die. He lived. But the rebellion of spirit against the con- 
finement and failure that he dreads gave rise to the literary 
monstrosity which ever since has haunted him, dominated 
him and unnerved the world. 

From the evidence of the Vitasphere, Mein Kampf repre- 
sents the time when the jailed Hitler chained himself forever 
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to Jhls evil demons of fear and made himself their permanent 
slave, deluded (Neptune in ioth) by the belief that he was 
mastering the world through the power of his will. 

Thus Hitler emerged from jail a man obsessed. Just as 
Jupiter returned, to his own place, and Saturn opposed his 
Mars and Venus from the 2nd sector, he resumed the leader- 
ship 0/ his party (February 27, 192 j) — another February 
date to remember later. Mars is on his own place, with the 
Moon there on the given date. From here on, Saturn moves 
through 2 and 3, the obscure period, in which progress is 
slow but sure; and it receives no setback till power is 
achieved. This is the classic “obscure” period, as noted on 
page 38. In it, success will not flash out spectacularly, but 
must be courted by patience and the firm building of founda- 
tions. We shall find it so in other charts studied. In this 
period the Nazis made steady gains at elections throughout 
the Reich, and further “consolidated" their domestic posi- 
tion by a policy of terror. The Brown Shirts did the dirty 
work for the man who was holding himself in readiness. On 
April 10, 1932, he was defeated for president in the general 
election. But the apparent defeat, with Jupiter in 10th, 
was paving the way for an even greater victory, which did - 
not overtake the strong man of destiny till Saturn got ready 
for it. 

Saturn was ready only after it passed the cusp of his 4th 
sector and started the climb on the other side. And this did 
not happen till January i, 1933. After this it did not take 
the man of destiny long to catch the indicator for the up- 
ward sweep— four weeks, to be exact. On January 30, 1933, 
following the New Moon on the cusp of 4th by only four 
days and Saturn's favorable position by only four weeks, 
Hitler forced the aging Von Hindenburg to make him 
chancellor. 

The “obscure” period, which began on time as he went to 
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jail, ended on time as Saturn gave him a new start — not one 
day before, and not many days after. 

But man, proud man, 

Drest in a little brief authority. 

Most ignorant of what he’s most assured, 

His glassy essence, like an angry ape 
Plays such fantastic tricks before high heaven 
As make the angels weep. 

Now, in addition to working under Saturn’s movement up - 
ivard in his chart, Der Fuhrer is further aided by Uranus, 
emerging from his 6th sector of work and drudgery, enter- 
inghis 7th (public relations) and moving to contact his Sun. 
Under this expansive influence he quickly completes his do- 
mestic consolidation and moves onward. Saturn in 4th keeps 
his attention at home, which the 4th sector rules, and this 
work is completed just as Saturn leaves the 4th, in the 
bloody Roehm purge of June 30, 1934, when Hitler caused 
to be killed Ernst Roehm, his best friend, and some sixty 
others suspected of less than complete loyalty. This came 
on the click of Uranus’ first contact with Der Fuhrer’s Sun, 

* emphasizing at one and the same time (1) his delusional 
dread of betrayal and (2) his conquestual urge which now 
takes the center of the stage of his mind. 

With the Saar plebiscite, January 13, 1935, the borders 
of the Reich begin to expand, and he begins to fulfill the 
obsessions of Mein Kampf: a greater Germany. He has, of 
course, been fulfilling all along some of the other major 
obsessions : fear and cruelty in the persecution of the Jews, 
in which he who fears persecution inverts his fear by visiting 
it on others; and his fear of treachery in the Roehm purge. 

The January 13th plebiscite which returned 90 per cent 
for Hitler came with the Moon in his own sign, Taurus. 
Mars was in Libra on his Ascendant, where it was at the 
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time of the ill-fated Munich beerhall putsch. But with this 
essential difference: that while the Munich event was ill- 
fated because of Saturn’s opposition to the Sun, the Saar 
works out well because Saturn is now climbing toward his 
Sun, which is additionally supported by Uranus Saturn is 
not to arrive at the Sun till 1939—40, but the power begins 
to accumulate. The expansion which now begins with the 
remilitarization of the Rhineland (March r 6, 1935) and 
the scrapping of the Versailles Treaty leads inexorably to 
the conquests of Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, and war 
with the western democracies — begun precisely as Saturn 
hit the place of Hitler’s Sun for the first time. 

Hitler astrologers apparently began advising him about 
this time, for with March 16, 1935* begins a long sequence 
of dates having many astrological factors in common and 
presenting certain puzzles that appear incapable of solution 
until the testimony of the Vitasphere is brought to bear. 

The plebiscite awarded the Saar to Germany as of March 
X, *935* Why, then, did the Fuhrer wait two full weeks, til! 
March 1 6th, for his triumphal entry? A similar question 
will rise later: why, after the Soviet pact was signed, did he 
wait several days to strike at Poland? To the astrologer, 
there is a clear answer to these questions in the date finally 
chosen. Much of the mystery and inscrutability of Der 
Fuhrcr’s public life becomes clear in the light of this answer. 
We know wh), for example, he let Schuschnigg wait till 
(as the last Chancellor of Austria told his friends) “exactly 
the stroke of noon.” Wc know why be delayed bis entrance 
into Vienna, which waited two dajs to “welcome” him. \Vc 
know why he launched the “peace offensive" — and wc are 
able to assure you that it was not because he wanted peace. 
The system by which he acts is no mystery when you know 
the answer. That he is systematic we know, if only by the 
precision with which he follows the obsessions of Affin 
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Kampf and of his own mind. A creature of passion, of fury, 
he is not a creature of impulse. Every move he makes is 
planned, and from every evidence that can be gathered all 
major moves have been timed to a nicety to the rhythm of 
the planets, ever since he came to power and has been able 
himself to dictate the timing of events. 

The move into the Saar was neatly arranged. The Moon 
was in Leo, his 10th sector, on his Saturn, and two days from 
the full. This condition occurs once during each year, some- 
time between February 20 and March 20, and it clears up 
the mystery of why he moves so often at this time of the 
year. The Sun in Pisces, where it is annually between these 
dates, hits off nothing special in his chart. But only at this time 
is the Moon most favorably disposed when it passes through 
Leo, his 10th sector . The Moon is then two days from the 
full, when things develop fastest and best; and to get this 
favorable timing, plus the Moon in the right place in his own 
chart (10th sector), requires actions in February-March, 
of which the first was the dela)ed remilitarization of the 
Rhineland. Other factors favored this move also. Venus 
helped, and Der Fuhrer waited till it had passed the oppo- 
sition of Mars to insure the passivity of France. There was 
nothing slipshod about the astrology that timed this ma- 
neuver! 

Furthermore, the astrologers apparently told Der Fuhrer 
to lie low after this initial venture. At this point Saturn en- 
ters his 5th sector and opposes Neptune, and throughout 
this period (March 1935-January 1938) only internal 
consolidation of Germany goes on. 

The man of destiny waited till the planet of destiny came 
to his next angle of destiny before exerting his indomitable 
Aryan will. 

Saturn entered Aries (Hitler’s 6th~7th sectors) January 
l 5> *93 8 * Mars joined him there February 1. On February 
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4th, -with the Moon activating their conjunction in the 6th 
sector (inferiors, servants), came the purge of the army 
officers who, as it later turned out, had opposed the impres- 
sion of Austria into the Reich. 

On Saturday, February 12, came Kurt Schuschnigg, the 
last Austrian chancellor, to Berchtesgaden — with the Moon 
two days from the full again, and again high in Dcr 
Fuhrer’s chart, at the end of Cancer and the beginning of 
Leo. By March 11 Austria was German. 

Why did not Der Fuhrer enter Vienna as expected that 
night? He waited for the same solar-lunar setup that shone 
on his conquest of the Saar — also for Mars to be exactly 
on his Sun. Hts astrologers did a good job on that one, too 1 

Goering is said to have twitted Hitler for not taking 
Czechoslovakia in May of the same year. Everything was 
set for it, said Goering: why did the iron will of Germany 
back down before the Czechs? The iron will had probably 
been advised by his astrologers to wait, and for good and 
sufficient reasons. The Czech president Benes and the French 
premier Daladicr were both bom in Gemini. In May 1938 
Mars and Venus were in Gemini — and when, according to 
Goering, “ever) thing was ready,” Czechoslovakia's leader- 
ship and France’s leadership were at the peak of their fight- 
ing bent. Why should Hitler attack Benes when Mars on his 
Sun would cause him to fight like a tiger, and when Venus 
there would bring in his friend France, who was also geared 
to fight like a tiger? 

Quite prudentlj Hitler waited. In August 1938, when the 
full Moon in Leo-Aquarius maximized his strength, he 
started the war of nerves that was to end in Munich. Mars 
was now in Leo, in his 10th and on his Saturn. Also, this 
Mars in Leo opposed Jupiter in Aquarius — the explosive 
aspect that started the first World War (August 1914) and 
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was not repeated at any time till August IQ38. Time was ripe 
for war, as Hitler’s astrologers evidently told him. Also, 
Hitler was ripe. He was able to time it himself, and did so 
in such a manner that, if it came, it would come when the 
planets caught him at his peak and his enemies off their 
balance. 

And it came — for nothing will ever convince this writer 
that war did not break in Europe in August 1938, and that 
Munich was not a peace, but the backdown of England and 
France in the first encounter. Subsequent events bear this 
out. Economic war between England and Germany, follow- 
ing Munich, led to Poland: the declarations of war in 1939 
were more the statement of a fait accompli — war — than 
news. The war has been going on since August 1938 and will 
not stop yet awhile. The apparent stalling on the western 
front is not a stall: it is a willful military stalemate in 
which England and France have voluntarily engaged in 
order to carry on the war that started with the peace of 
Munich — the war to starve out Germany. It was the effect 
of this war, after it had run only a year, that drove him 
into the arms of the Soviet, forced his recklessness in 
Poland, and started the ball rolling for the military conflict 
which never was destined to come till 1940. Hitler had noth- 
ing to lose by going into Poland; he had already lost the 
peace of Munich in which, as it now seems, Der Fuhrer dug 
a pit into which he himself has fallen. ' - 

For Hitler signed at Munich with his tongue in his cheek. 
Why not, with Moon square Neptune ? Someone is always 
fooled under this aspect. Hitler, with Mars and Neptune 
then transiting his 12th sector, of secrecy (and also, by the 
way, related to delusions and fears), signed with many 
mental reservations. Because he dealt primarily with Cham- 
berlain he was able for the moment to hornswoggle the 
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peace-loving Briton, for Chamberlain worked under the ex* 
treme disadvantage of Neptune and Mars opposing his Sun. 

But Chamberlain did not have to wait long to be un/ooled. 
Came March 1939, and Hitler swallowed what was left of 
Czechoslovakia. This looks like the first slip of Hitler’s 
astrologers. Or perhaps Der Fuhrer is getting careless. 
Saturn rushes up toward his Sun, which it reaches in July 
1939, and the ego is swollen to the bursting point. Men of 
Hitler’s stomach do not have the restraint to moderate their 
pace at this time. The treachery planted in them hy the 
planets at birth goes to work here. The moderation, the 
system, that has supported them is lost in a bewildering 
sense of infallibility. The disease of the world carries its 
own cure in the head of the diseased one. The scourge of 
humanity cannot fail in the end to scourge himself to his 
finish. It is the one compensation which a cynical nature 
grants mankind, to atone for making dictators in the first 
place. 

Hitler’s astrologers told him last summer that he had to 
get what he wanted before September 15, 1939. Why? Be- 
cause by this date Saturn would be retrograding away from 
Hitler’s Sun in Taurus, and after that his aggressiveness 
would fail. Saturn actually did not leave Taurus till Sep- 
tember 22. Hitler’s astrologer may have said September 15 
because it was an even date — middle of the month. Perhaps 
it flattered Hitler to be thus linked with Caesar, who had to 
beware of the ides of March, another 15 date famous in 
conqueror prophecy. 

Knowing his time was short, why did Hitler wait till 
September r to move on Poland? The Nazi-Soviet pact was 
complete dajs before. He waited for the favorable con- 
junction of the Moon with Jupiter and then he annihilated 
Poland. Before Saturn left Taurus, the conquest was over 
and the peace offensive begun. There was not one really 
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good date between the signing of the Soviet pact and the 
-jate finally chosen. There is even significance in the weird 
hour when the offensive began: 5.45 A.M., somewhat too 
complex to go into here. Truly, he got what he wanted by 
September is! Hell Astrologtel It should be put to better 
uses — it i s too keen a knife to be in the hands of maniacs. 

Does he know that be is finished? Have his astrologers 
dared to tell him that? 

There is some reason to think that he knows he is nearing 
the end of his rope. Lately he has spoken publicly of death 
and named two successors. He has spoken of retiring to 
paint. His flamboyant rush to the Polish front, clad in his 
old uniform, which he swore to take off "only in victory or 
in death,” looked suspiciously like a suicide gesture. The 
paranoiac, having forced his instinct of self-preservation to 
a conquestual height, seeks his final escape. But his bullet 
did not find him; the glory of a conqueror’s death was de- 
nied. So he must continue in one way or another to court 
danger, for death by violence must come at the hands of 
an enemy, preferably also an enemy of Germany, with whose 
persecution he has identified himself. Such death will vindi- 
cate the delusions of persecution which have through life 
animated his self-assertive, self-preservative mechanism. 
His struggle with the world that refused him work in Vienna, 
that killed his mother, that gave him a father he despised, 
that forced upon him the charity of Jews and kicked him 
around the gutters and poorhouses of Bavaria — this must 
end with the ineluctable proof that he is persecuted, as he 
has always told himself, which tale has been the breath of his 
conquestual flame. The German nation’s sense of betrayal 
at Versailles found proper spokesman tn this neurotic under- 
dog. Hitler is Germany — the worst of Germany — the brute, 
the inferior, the violent, the psychopath. He is not Germany 
the home-loving, the gemutlich, the musical, the scientific. 
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In him, as in his Germany, the sweet things of life must take 
second place to the delusion of persecution. He has set his 
foot across a line, and there is no turning back, for in turn- 
ing back is defeat, and defeat is the one thing that is in- 
tolerable to the defeated. Better to persist to the last 
bourne of defiance, the last outpost of recklessness, than to 
admit that the persecution of the world has succeeded in 
downing you. Better, in the struggle, destroy yourself, bring 
yourself to annihilation, than consent to be persecuted. This 
is Hitler, and this is the Germany of which he is the evil 
genius, being himself the slave of his own evil genius. 

Is it necessary after this specifically to “prophesy* 1 for 
Hitler? Is not his fate contained in himself, in his past, in 
what we now know about him? Is it necessary to point out 
that in 1940, when Saturn returns to Taurus (March 20), 
and conceivably just before that, the dogs of war will be 
unleashed in greater fury — cither by his armies, or by those 
of his enemies which he has caused to be held in readiness? 
Is it necessary to point out that when his self-preservathe 
urges (Saturn) run into his aggressive and self-destructive 
urges (Mars-Venus) he will fall? Saturn moves to the place 
of his Mars-Vcnus conjunction in August 1940, retrogrades, 
and comes to it again by May 1941, which is the ultimate 
date to which Hitler can endure; and it seems to me that, 
in the light of what wc know, this “prophecy” becomes as 
inevitable as that tomorrow shall follow today. 

When Hitler came in, the Nazis boasted that he was 
founding a structure that would last a thousand jears. 
Lately, men hat e been shaking their heads sadly and saying 
that it won’t do any good to do away with Hitler, because 
Hitlerism will march on without him. What can we make of 
this in the light of the Vitasphcrc? Simply that what Hitler 
buitt wall scarcely outlne him by a single 3 ear. The square 
of Mars to Saturn in his chart insures thij. In public figures 
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and private lives the truth is made clear: men and women 
with Mars square or opposition Saturn do not leave behind 
them a legacy of any importance — that which they have set 
their hearts on is gone before they arc, or immediately 
thereafter. They build their lives on a false premise, and it 
collapses beneath them. I could cite numerous life histories 
of Vitaspheres with Mars square Saturn to prove this point. 
One is contained in the discussion of Roosevelt, in the next 
chapter (not his own chart, but that of his chief adviser). 
Another is the chart of a man whose Actionized biography 
was the basis for my novel, Star of Empire. He was a mil- 
lionaire and land operator whose desire, as he expressed it, 
was to leave a farm and a fortune to every one of seven 
grandchildren when he died. For a while it looked as if he 
might do it; yet he died penniless, and not one cent or one 
acre survived him or descended to benefit anyone. He built 
too high, and without sound foundations. It is the invariable 
record of Mars square Saturn, which never can found an 
empire, personal, national or international. 

Empire founding requires other things. Thus Queen 
Elizabeth, in whose “spacious days” England began to grow 
great, shows Saturn conjoined with Uranus and trine Nep- 
tune. Victoria’s chart, in whose reign England’s domain 
expanded further, shows Neptune and Uranus conjoined, in 
trine to Mars and Venus; while her imperialistic Prime 
Minister, who envisioned the Suez Canal and gave her India 
as an anniversary present, Disraeli, had Saturn conjoined 
with Uranus and sextvle to Mars. 

On the other hand, George III, whose pigheadedness 
contributed heavily to England's loss of her greatest colony, 
America, had Saturn square Mars and opposition Uranus, 
with Moon conjunction Uranus in Capricorn, and square 
Mars. 
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But Washington, who calmly aided in the establishment of 
our great world power, had Saturn conjunction Venus and 
trine Mars; while Lincoln, who saved it at a crisis, had 
Saturn conjunction Neptune, trine Venus, and unrelated to 
Mars. No enduring structure of history has been built under 
Mars square Saturn; and since this aspect dominates Hitler 
— ^&nd is, really, Hitlerism — the world may relax. The 
specter of a thousand years of Nazism sweeping away the 
culture of the world is only another of Hitler’s delusions. 
Nazism dies with him — conceivably even before him — and 
neither survives long now. 

The charts of two other conquerors of modern times, 
Napoleon and Kaiser Wilhelm, appear on the facing page, 
with Hitler’s on the following page. Note the similarities: 

(1) All have powerful activation of the ioth sector. 

(2) All have Mars in negative signs. 

(3) All have Mars in signs or sectors related to delusions 
of persecution. Hitler’s is in 8th — self-destruction, 
paranoia ; Napoleon’s in 6th sign, Virgo, which sign 
is on 12th sector, delusional; Kaiser Wilhelm’s in 
1 2th sign, Pisces, dominating the chart from the 
ioth. 

(4) Napoleon and Kaiser Wilhelm both have Mars con* 
junction Neptune, the conqucstual delusion par ex* 

‘ ccllence, appearing also in Stalin’s Vita sphere. 

(5) Hitler and Kaiser Wilhelm both have Saturn in Leo. 

„ apparently Germany’s negative genius; Napoleon’s 

Sun is in Leo. Mussolini’s Sun is also in Leo, and so, 
according to tradition, was Julius Caesar’s. 

(6) AH have violently activated 8th sectors: self* 
destruction as the end of delusions of persecution- 
Hitler has Mars and Venus there square Saturn-

Kaiser Wilhelm has Sun there, opposing Saturn. 
Napoleon has Uranus there, opposing Jupiter. 

(7) All were born in fixed signs: Kaiser Wilhelm, 
Aquarius; Napoleon, Leo; Hitler, Taurus. (The 
other fixed sign, Scorpio, apparently never produces 
a dictator, because when this sign develops a per- 
verted psychology tlie self-destruction takes a more 
personal, direct and introverting form. 



The consideration of the fixed signs and their production 
of dictators brings tip an interesting parallel. The struggle 
between Ideologies going on in the world today is really the 
struggle between the fixed signs (dictators) and the mutable 
signs (democracies). Here is the line up:

The puzzle is — you’ve guessed it — Stalin, and the puzzle 
is further complicated by the fact that we don’t know his 
birth hour. His Sun is in Sagittarius — and for a long time 
the world thought he would fight Germany, with England 
and France. He now appears on. the side of the dictators, 
swayed by Hitler’s Mars conjunction his Mars and Neptune, 
which has submerged the democratic mutable sign Sagittarius 
in favor of his conquestual (Mars-Neptune) urges. 

Franco, too, once supported by the dictators and looking 
like a dictator himself, belongs, astrologically, with the • 
democracies, since he is born in Sagittarius. Also, Mussolini, 
dictator (Leo), has three planets in Gemini, of the de- 
mocracies. It is my opinion that Franco (Spain) and Mus- 
solini (Italy) will eventually line up with the democracies, 
swayed into that camp by the power of their mutable-sign 
planets; and that Hitler will hold the fort substantially 
alone. Stalin himself is none too sure where he belongs. 
Probably he would be witling to support Hitler if he could 
work with him along the line of their only real contact—

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military (Mars) support. But when this appears impossible, 
as it will when the Russian people understand what’s going 
on, there will be an end of the alliance. Despite all ap- 
pearances to the contrary, and despite all character faults 
which I have no desire to minimize, Stalin (Sagittarius) be- 
longs ideologically with the democracies and will find him- 
self there in the end, if not much before it. 

Both Hitler and Mussolini (fixed signs) have often 
castigated the vacillations of ’the democratic process (mut- 
able signs). The difference between the totalitarian state and 
the democratic state becomes apparent in light of the differ- 
ence between the signs of their rulers. The totalitarian 
leadership is fixed — stubborn, egotistic, dramatic, hard- 
headed, decisive. The democratic leadership (mutable) is 
reasonable, frequently to the point of vacillation; the demo- 
cratic process itself is talkative, discursive. It muddles 
through, by head work, instead of charging through by 
main strength and ignorance like the bull (Taurus) or the 
rampant lion (Leo). 

Remember this when we come to the United States, in the 
chart of which Gemini rises; and to President Roosevelt, 
whose Sun in the fixed sign Aquarius makes him look like a 
dictator, but who combines with this the democratic quality 
of his rising Virgo (mutable) and his dominant Mars in 
Gemini (mutable). 

The careers of Napoleon and Kaiser Wilhelm follow, 
like Hitler’s (and, in fact, like ever} one’s), the march of 
Saturn through the sectors of the Vitasphere. 

When (astrologically) Hitler was nursing his grievances 
against the world and feeling down and out under Saturn’s 
contact of his own place, the joung Napoleon was similarly 
set back on his heels and forced back into himself, there to 
find the means by which he could vindicate his grievances on 
an unfriendly world. 
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Disgraced and dismissed from his command as Saturn 
contacted his own place, Napoleon came out of the depths 
and rode at once the crest of Saturn in his ioth sector. The 
spectacular Italian campaigns (“Beyond the Alps lies Italy!”) 
and the conquest of Egypt (“Soldiers 1 Five thousand years 
are looking down upon you!”) crowned dramatically the 
affront which the proud and sensitive young officer nursed, 
and made into the scourge of the world that opposed him. 
By the time he returned to France to take over the Consulate 
(November io, 1799) Saturn was on his Sun in Leo, and 
the world was at his feet. (Cf. Roosevelt, who became 
President, as Saturn contacted his Sun.) Here, too, was 
Saturn at the Battle of Marengo (1800), which led to the 
consolidation of his power when the Deputies made him 
Consul for life, and he swept aside the Pope (December 2, 
1804) to crown himself emperor with his own hand. Mars 
was on his Sun: Saturn and Uranus were joined on his 
Ascendant: the delusion of grandeur was complete, and he 
went from here to what historians call "the climax of his 
career”: Friedland (June 14, 1807). Saturn and Uranus 
were both still in his Ascendant (1st sector) and his height 
of power was reached. From here as Saturn moves down 
the slope from 1 to 2 and 3, into 4, he loses ground. He 
abdicates in 1814, as Saturn contacts his Moon in 4th and 
opposes his own place. 

He tries to stage a comeback (the hundred days) and 
meets his Waterloo. Finally he leaves the. world stage for 
St Helena, just one half of a Saturn cycle after his return 
from Italy, and exactly to the dick of the indicator of the 
dock of destiny. Saturn, which forced a new start in con- 
tactic wr,7. ytart, mVrtdr. knwogV ft Vo power Vn ’ms 

loth sector (1797-99) and triumph when it swept across his 
Ascendant (Austerlitz, imperial power, Friedland — 1S05— 
06) swept him downward to oblivion when it transited the 
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obscure sector. The iron will followed the will of Saturn. It 
always does. 

Similarly the Kaiser, the war lord, whom God was with, 
and then was with no more. He came to the throne, and to 
refurbished intimations of power, as Saturn contacted his 
own place (1S8S). He precipitated the World War as 
Saturn came to his 12th (delusional) sector, and as Uranus 
contacted his Sun. (Cf. Hitler expansion as Uranus contacted 
his Sun.) He had apparent victory swiftly, for Uranus and 
Jupiter both supported his Sun and his armies at the outset, 
and he was able to hang on as Saturn remained above the 
i st sector. Then, with American troops arriving in France 
(June 1917), began the collapse, as Saturn came back to his 
own place and opposed the Sun at the same time. (Identical 
to the condition under which Hoov er was defeated by Roose- 
velt, 1932.) And one exact Saturn cycle after he ascended 
the throne of power (1888), he left it forever ( 191S)- 
Again the down sweep of Saturn through 1 to 2, 3 and 4 
brought oblivion. In the “obscure” sector came obscurity- 
The iron will obe)ed the will of the planets. His St Helena 
is at Dobm. Where will Hitler’s be? In death it seems, and 
soon, for to Hitler we can say, “It is later than you think 1’ 

Mussolini began feeling his oats before Hitler, for when 
the World War broke in 1914, Saturn was contacting his 
Saturn, and Mussolini was already a force in the Italian 
press. The “oats” he felt at this time were democratic oats, 
stressed as Saturn was emphasized in the democratic Gemini. 
Mussolini was socialist editor of Avanle, and fought to keep 
Italy out of the imperialist war. But as Saturn got out of 
Gemini, Mussolini got out of his high principles. As Neptune 
approached Leo to go over his Sun, the Neptunian delusions 
took hold in the Leo (dictator) nature of the future Duce. 
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As Neptune contacted his Jupiter and Venus, French gold, it

As soon as it did, he sallied forth 
to conquer Ethiopia, which he started at a bad time, and 
which has not been the glory he had hoped for. Since then, 
he has been the tail of Hitler’s kite, because Hitler’s Vita- 
sphere finds Saturn rising in it ahead of Mussolini 's. Mus- 
solini has a brief hour of glory coming to him in 1940—41, 
and Hitler’s death will signalize a forward push for II 
Ducc, for the same transit that ends Hitler brings renewed 
vigor to Mussolini. But for all that, he will not outsta) 
1943-44. 



CHAPTER VII 


Strong Men of Destiny: America 

THE STRANGE CYCLES OF THE PRESIDENTS. LINCOLN. WIL- 
SON. THEODORE ROOSEVELT. FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT 
AND WHAT LIES AHEAD OF HIM 

The PRESIDENTS of the United States provide enough 
astrological material for a book of their own, for the study 
of their Vitaspheres in connection with their rise, power 
and fall (or retirement) would provide a complete course 
in the astrology of public figures. Here is one of the dramatic 
and salient facts. 

Of the seventeen presidents from Lincoln to Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, inclusive, only one has managed to get elected *+ 
and serve out a term under Saturn's transit of hts own place. 
It seems impossible to survive in public service this condition 
which accounted for the fall of the Kaiser and Napoleon, and 
■which takes its toll regularly of the hopes of America’s 
leaders. “Let’s look at the record” — to quote A 1 Smith, 
who, by the way, succumbed to this transit (1931-32) and 
despite previous popularity was forced to back off the politi- 
cal scene. Look at this table carefully — there is more in it 
than meets the eye, and some of what is there is not, for 
reasons of policy, going to be explained. But the facts are 
there. Remember two things, (x) The one president who 
got re-elected under this transit was Woodrow Wilson. 
This occurred in 1916, in the presence of a European war, 
and Wilson’s Saturn is m the 9th sector of foreign relations, 
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which conditions stressed. Nevertheless "Wilson, though re- 
elected, was completely broken by his second term, pushed 
around at the Peace Conference, discredited by his own 
Senate, defeated at every turn. (2) Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
Saturn returns to its own place in 1940^1941. Roosevelt's 
Saturn, like Wilson’s, is in the 9th House. Also, there is 
now a European war. With this hint in mind, look closely at 
the following table. It, plus the two steers above, provides 
all the evidence you need to prophesy on the much-mooted 
question of the third term. From it you can answer definitely 
the question "Should he seek it ? ” and almost as definitely, 
“Will he get it?” And by this time you will understand why 
nothing more definite than this is being uttered here. But 
tills much we can say, and leave you to figure the reasons: 
Mr Roosevelt will not serve three terms. 

The few who has e been in the White House through this 
transit or just prior to it have earnestly wished they weren’t: 
and happy have been they who got out from under, even if 
in defeat! 

The United States, since 1900, has picked its presidents 
from a small and esoteric section of the population. High 
bom or low bom, rich or poor, whether from North, South, 
East, or West, all have been bom under conditions that unite 
them tn a common bond, invisible to the naked eve, or to

and what lies ahead for him, and for us? 

Roosevelt is a strong man of destiny, and, like others, we 
find him responding to the movements of the planets through 
hts Vitasphere, especially to Saturn. We find all the factors 
present: intimations of power, rise, setback, “obscure” 
period, new start, emergence and dizzy rise — all clicked off 
with the usual timeliness, all clearly indicated in the Vita- 
sphere as its successive sectors are activated by Saturn, 
Uranus, Neptune and Jupiter. We have more data on Roose- 
velt’s biography than on the others, and are thus able to take 
our start earlier in his life. 

The first important event recorded is the death of his 
father, which all modern psychologists — Adler, Jung, Freud 
— agree is an event of deep psychological consequence in the 
life of a boy or man. It represents the time when the grow- 
ing ego feels its growth as, through the loss, the young man 
becomes head of his family and, in his own thinking, master 
of himself and potentially of his world. It is the young man’s 
start in life on his own, and is marked in the young Roose-, 
velt’s Vitasphere by contacts of Saturn, Jupiter and Uranus 
with the cusp of his 4th sector ; while Neptune in the 10th on 
his Mars enables him to transmute these deep inner urges 
into ego expansion aimed toward power (10th sector). 
Thus, in 1900, the parent-home complex, always vital in 
men of genius, receives release into action, signalized by the 
death of the father and the simultaneous planetary activa- 
tion. Roosevelt is then eighteen, and from this time onward 
he is on the rise, as Saturn goes upward in his chart from 
4th to 10th. He has come through his first obscure period 
(Saturn from 1st to 4th) in school; now he is psychologically 
matured and feels the growing power within himself. 

He is graduated from Harvard (1904), marries (1905), 
and goes on to law school. By the time he is graduated from

'law school ( 1907), Saturn has climbed from 4th to 7th, and 
is emerging into the sphere of public action. 

Follows swiftly (1910) his election to the New York 
State Senate, where he goes in January 191 1 — just as Saturn 
returns to his own place — and we will remember that it was 
at such a time as this that Napoleon, the Kaiser and Hitler 
all took their first grip on things, and established in their own 
minds the ‘'success” the} were going to achiete. 

This c)cle of Roosetelt’s life, in addition to bringing bin* 
first to public office, brought him also a contact of rare im- 
portance. In Alban) in January 19* t he met Louis McHenry 
Howe, ambitious and shrewd newspaperman, who immed - 
ately recognised the genius of the young senator and became 
his friend, counselor and adviser till he died early in *93^* 
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The importance of Howe in the life of Roosevelt has been 
noted but not, it seems, sufficiently emphasized. Howe never 
aspired to publicity — he was content to be known esoterically 
as “the president maker” — and perhaps it has been impos- 
sible, without the testimony of the Vitasphere, adequately to 
estimate the importance of this small man who, according to 
his own words, had the appearance of “a medieval gnome.” 

He was born January 14, 1871. His pictures, his descrip- 
tion of himself, and the character he is known to have had 
suggest that he had Capricorn rising, with the Sun and 
Saturn therein, giving terrific force of personality, a burning 
desire for power and success, but a desire that would be satis- 
fied by ruling the ruler, which is precisely what he did. And 
the square of Mars to Saturn in his Vitasphere of birth is 
an apt picture of the kind of advice he would give and the 
effect it would have on the fortunes of his principal. 

Naturally, the young Roosevelt took to him. Howe’s 
Venus and Mercury are conjoined in Aquarius, near Roose- 
velt’s Sun and Venus, all supported by the trine of Howe’s 
Mars; while Howe’s Jupiter is exactly on the cusp of Roose- 
velt’s 10th sector. History credits Howe with much of Roose-» 
velt’s early “success”; yet only the interplay of planets in 
the two Vhaspheres tells to what an enormous extent Howe 
was Roosevelt’s intuition, his genius for proper timing, and 
in many ways the Roosevelt luck itself, such as it was. For 
the Vitasphere suggests strongly that Howe was the guiding 
spirit behind what Hugh Johnson calls “the First New 
Deal,” of which all the major legislation went into the scrap 
heap before Howe died. Howe’s Vitasphere indicates a man 
‘brilliant but unsound.” The hair-trigger power accumula- 
tion of Roosevelt’s first months belongs more to Howe than 
to Roosevelt. Howe had the Vitasphere of a dictator, more 
even than Roosevelt. Howe had, also, that square between 
Mars and Saturn which builds too swiftly a structure that is ‘ 
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bound to fall. Roosevelt has no such unsoundness. That 
Howe’s ideas and Howe’s methods found fertile soil in 
which to grow in the mind of Roosevelt is true. Yet I sub- 
mit for the researches of historians the belief that Howe s 
influence on Roosevelt was a two-edged sword, cutting for 
him the path to power and cutting also from under his feet 
the sound bases for power with unsound recommendations 
which the President, all too eagerly and trustingly, followed. 

Now, however, Roosevelt is in Albany ( 1910) getting his 
first taste of success, and meeting Howe, who is to become an 
integral part of his success and of his consciousness of 
power. From 1910 to 1920, as Saturn goes down the slope 
from ro to i, Roosevelt, true to form, improves his oppor- 
tunities. He is re-elected — to the State Senate (1912), made 
Assistant Secretary of Navy by Wilson (1913), travels in 
Europe to wind up war matters (19x8-19). Then, with 
Saturn on his Ascendant, he runs for Vice-President (with 
Cox, 1920) and meets his first defeat. As Saturn goes under 
hts Ascendant (into the "obscure" period), he, like ever)* 
one else, goes into eclipse. 

With Saturn still here, he is stricken (August 1921) with 
infantile paralysis. He does not, like Hitler at a similar 
time, go to jail; nor, like the Kaiser, into exile; nor, like 
Napoleon, down the stretch to Waterloo. But physically he 
meets with a setback apparently more conclusive and more 
dreadful. 

Why is he able to survive this and to emerge with in- 
creased mental and spiritual power? The answer lies in hi* 
Vitasphere of birth and in the fact that Jupiter was also in 
his Ascendant at this time, saving him from the ultimate of 
Saturn's weight there. The two, conjoined at birth, bring bin* 
now, despite physical handicap, renewed “intimations of 
immortaht)" as they conjoin in his Ascendant. 

He emerges (as Hitler from prison) with his life plan 
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complete — not written down in Mein Kampf, but indelibly 
impressed on his mind. As Saturn goes down through ist, 
2nd and 3rd, he is a lawyer practising in New York. This 
is the “obscure" period. Through his illness and crisis, Howe 
has stood by him, never allowing him to forget that he is 
going on to greater things. And now this pertinacious and 
farsighted man, while Roosevelt is still a crippled lawyer in 
New York, starts (1924), slowly and quietly, a Roosevelt- 
for-President movement. He writes people all over the coun- 
try suggesting to them that young Franklin Delano Roose- 
velt ts someone to watch. 

What led Howe to do this in 1924? Prosperity was riding 
high, wide and handsome under Coolidge, and the Demo- 
crats were out; 1929 was still five years off, and we were 
plunging gaily into prosperity. What did the gnomelike 
Howe know that others did not know? True, in 1924, Roose- 
velt’s Saturn was exactly opposing hvs natal place, and 
Jupiter had returned to the cusp of his 4th sector — excel- 
lent auspices under which to start, slowly, something im- 
portant for long-range maturing. Did Howe know this? 
Was this the first instance of that uncanny intuition that was 
to become a byword? Or was this “intuition,” then and later, 
backed by something else — some method of looking ahead, 
some means of seeing, behind the surface of things, the 
bigger forces at work, so that he knew when to begin things 
so that they would culminate at the proper time? However 
it happened, the first movement to make Roosevelt president 
was made by Howe in 1924, when Roosevelt was little 
known, but when all planetary forces were lined up for the 
long pull, ready to support, in the invisible underpinnings 
of circumstance, exactly the slow', quiet start which the 
subtle Howe made for his recovering protege. 

Four years later, Roosevelt is Governor of New York. 
Saturn has just passed the cusp of the 4th sector and is start- 
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ing the climb upward. Roosevelt emerges — and loses the 
friendship of AI Smith, who is backing off the scene (though 
he doesn’t know it) because Saturn iS about to contact its 
own place in his chart. In the Vttasphere the hand of Howe 
is clearly visible in the Roosevelt-Smith feud. Smith, like 
Howe, was bom in Capricorn — and the Capricorn Howe 
was not going to share his budding president with another 
ambitious man. Smith’s Saturn on Howe’s Venus made 
Howe look upon him as an enemy: Howe’s Saturn on 
Smith’s Sun, and Howe’s Mars on Smith’s Jupiter, enabled 
Howe to beat him in the battle for the mind of the Gover- 
nor. Howe was jealous of Smith, and the interplay of plane- 
tary' forces enabled him to translate this to Roosevelt. Howe 
won. 

Roosevelt went back to Albany with Saturn starting the 
climb upward — the position in Hitler’s chart when he be- 
came Chancellor in 1933. He is re-elected in 1930, with 
Saturn still in 4th, returned to the place it occupied at the 
death of his father thirty jears before. The impression of 
superiority is complete: Saturn moves onward toward hi* 
Sun; and precisely as the contact is complete, Roosevelt the 
governor becomes Roosevelt the president. The work of 
Howe, begun in 1924, culminates just one quarter of a 
Saturn cycle after. 

On July 1, 1932, at 9.-33 P.M., Roosevelt is nominated b) 
the Democratic convention in Chicago. Aquarius, Roose- 
velt's sign, rises, with Saturn, the planet that is sweeping him 
to power, dose to the Ascendant. The Saturn ejele is dicked 
off by the cjde of Mars approaching his own place; and 
this in tum is activated (to index the day itself) by the 
Moon’s return to the place of Mars. 

Why does Roosevelt fly to the convention? Did he know 
that by so doing he would arrne at the precise astrological 
moment to make his acceptance most effective? Did Howe 
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tell him to get there fast, or was this just another piece of 
the Roosevelt luck? Probably only the President could tell 
us. In any case, by flying, he was able to speak to the con- 
vention and the nation, with the Moon and Venus conjoined 
on his own Moon, in his ioth sector. The nation knew from 
that moment that Roosevelt was the next president, and 
sensed that he would be one of the most spectacular. He 
spoke not one minute before the Moon entered Cancer, 
where it was at his birth, and where each month it enables 
the personality to shine forth at its most characteristic. 

Roosevelt now takes one of his vacations, which are to 
become famous. Nine days after his acceptance speech, in- 
stead of plunging into the campaign, he goes on a cruise. 
Not to Warm Springs, where health might lead him, but 
north, by boat. He sails and fishes. He went away just as the 
Moon went into his “obscure” sector, and we shall later see 
how his worst mistakes were made with the Moon in this 


sector — at which time now, by luck or design, he does noth- 
ing but fish. And he comes back — when? He comes back 
with the Moon in his own sign, Aquarius, and precisely as 
Venus turns direct on the place of his Mars. Any astrologer 
knows that when Venus is retrograde, issues should not be 
forced, and that the time to start big pushes is just after a 
planet turns direct. (Hitler, for example, started the Polish 
push just as Mars turned direct, and he is known to fiave five 
astrologers.) Any astrologer knows this — but how did 
Roosevelt know it? Maybe it was the Roosevelt luck that 
caused him to delay starting his campaign till this favorable 
influence took hold. But maybe, on the other hand, it was 
good management, of the subtle and wily Howe, who per- 
haps never even told bis. protege what the basis, of h» man- 
agement was. 


On November 8, 1932, Roosevelt was elected president. 
On March 4, 1933, at J :o6 P.M., he was inaugurated, exacily 
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eight lunar months after the Chicago nomination, with the 
Moon back in his 10th sector; with Mars, Jupiter and Nep- 
tune in his Ascendant; and with Saturn precisely in the 
degree occupied by his Sun; u° Aquarius. The man of 
destiny arrives on the stroke of his hour, and at once gets 
more power than any peacetime President has ever had. 

Before this, as President-elect, he was shot at (Miami, 
Florida, February iy, 1933). The Moon was in Scorpio — 
in the “obscure,” least favorable sector, in square to Venus 
and Saturn on his Sun and Venus. He was saved, as from 
death by paralysis, by Jupiter on his Ascendant — and by 
Tony Cermak, mayor of Chicago, who died by the bullet 
that was meant for him. 

Now follows (March 4-June 16, 1933) the period of 
New Deal legislation, virtually turning over all power to the 
President The session of March 9 made him in effect a’ 
dictator. The Moon is here in Leo, his 12th sector of enmity, 
and surely the great power proved a boomerang. Followed 
in quick succession the CCC (March 31) ; the relief bill and 
the AAA (May 12); and the NRA (June 13). AH these 
presents of power resulted from Saturn on his Sun and 
Mercury in Aquarius — and, as we shall see, the power of 
these laws did not survive after Saturn left Aquarius 

It is this group of laws, which eventually proved unsound , 
that are attributable to the unsound Mars-square-Satum of 
Howe more plausibly than to anything In Roosevelt’s 
Vitasphcre. The period of Howe’s last illness includes the 
two big reversals by the Supreme Court whereby the Fin* 
New Deal died. 

Howe was taken ill February 23, I93S* 

The Supreme Court voided NRA May 12, *935* 

The Supreme Court v oided AAA January 6, 1936. 

Howe died April iS, J 936. 
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Howe’s work did not survive him, and his death left the 
President, without his chief adviser and support, alone to 

l c nS, " g enmIty * And this su PP ort he Iost as Saturn 
icn Ins Sun sign February 15, 1935, and moved into his 7 th 
sector of public enmity, where it moved to oppose his Uranus 
and the transiting Neptune. On the stroke of the first com- 
plete opposition, as the Moon in Pisces activated it, Howe 
died, and the opposition to the President — Saturn in 7th 
opposing his Uranus, his guiding genius — gathered steam. 

It was not enough to defeat him in 1936. That it would 
not be was pointed out in an article in Horoscope , written in 
December 1935, in print March 1936, entitled “The Planets 
Desert Mr Roosevelt." In this I wrote: 


o, his stars are not going to desert him by causing his defeat in 
. ovem ber. They are going to desert him by giving him such a hard 
row to hoe, after the November elections, that he may easily come to 
wish he “had not chose to run." 


This was proved true. The November 1936 landslide was 
hardly more than a memory when, on the ill-fated February 
j’ *^e M° on in Scorpio-Sagittarius (the Presi- 

dent’s “obscure” sector, and his evil genius under which, in 
Howe s day, he had never started anything important), he 
sent his angry Supreme Court proposals to Congress. Mars 
was hastening to a static position opposite his Neptune, and 
before Mars turned direct, in June, the fight was Iost in all 
but final surrender. This came with the death of Senator Joe 
Robinson and with the Moon again in the unlucky (for the 
President) Sagittarius — six lunar months to the day after 
the ill-fated message of February 5. 

Surely the planets had deserted the President, or he had 
deserted them : it amounts to much the same thing. By No- 
vember 1938 the New Deal was in the doghouse. An em- 
battled electorate unseated scores of New Deal congressmen 
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tangle of European affairs. Imagine the diplomacy of Kansas 
pitted against Nazi and Communist and the wiles of Britain, 
instead of the suave, sophisticated, worldly viewpoint that 
had steered us through and kept our head up among the 
warring nations of the earth. 

And imagine how in that case we would now be looking 
upon the quiet gentleman of Hyde Park unable, almost, to 
wait till November to send him back to Washington. For he 
is the only American on the scene who has the grip on inter- 
national viewpoint to take us through the crisis which is not 
yet over but is just beginning. Even now, with the third-term 
bugaboo, we can see that somewhat. How much more clearly 
we would see it if we had to look only at Roosevelt and the 
situation, and if there were no such traditional sacred cow 
to stand in the way. 

As the prophecy said, times have changed, and Roosevelt 
is — or should be — the man of the hour. But having forced 
his hour when he should not have, in 1936, he meets his 
Nemesis within eyeshot of the third term — and that is not 
his tragedy alone, but America's also. 



CHAPTER VIII 


Ordinary Mortals 

INDIVIDUAL STORIES CHECKED AGAINST PLANETARY 
PATTERNS AND PLANETARY MOVEMENTS 


Strong men of destiny are the flashiest specimens of the 
genus homo to dissect under the microscope of the Vita- 
sphere. Their fields are broadest, their reactions most vivid. 
They live up to the last ounce of their powers, straining for- 
ever at a pinnacle of success, a frenzy of drama, a depth of 
failure. Everything in their lives is clearly black and white, 
success or failure. Grays and half tones drop out. Their re- 
sponses to planetary stimuli are swift, obvious and explicit. 

Not everyone is a world or national leader, yet to each in 
due course comes Saturn’s contact with his own place, his 
transit of the ioth sector, his approach to the ist, his de- 
cline through the obscure part and his rise on the other 
side. Everyone does not gain a throne, go forth to conquer 
the world, or become president. The Vitaspheres of most of 
vs do not contain these possibilities. Yet the unnoticed 
private goes over the same road as the strutting drum 
major, encounters the same ups and downs, the better and 
worse periods, the obscurity, planning, new start, rise, suc- 
cess and failure; and each in his own life and in his own 
sphere reacts similarly to the movement of the planets 
through his chart. 

„To observe how run-of-the-mill mortals react to the same 
stimuli that shake thrones, principalities and powers is to 
81 
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take your seat in the theater of souls, and to read with your 
own eyes the Magna Charta of the universal stage, of which 
the fundamental law is the democracy of the spirit. For to 
Saturn, Uranus and Neptune, wheeling forever through the 
shadows above the stage, the reputation of the actor is of no 
importance. To each in his part comes the same elation, the 
same awareness of merit, die same doubts, the same jo)S, 
the same sorrows. By comparative standards, the stage on 
which he plays may be large or small in his eyes, the role 
great or trivial. Yet because it fills his life, it is his maximum, 
the same too per cent sum total, no more and no less than 
the sum total of an) one’s stage and anyone’s role; and with 
the utmost impartiality, the designers of the scenery, the 
handlers of the lighting and sound effects, the prompters, . 
the call boy, and the author and director himself, provide 
each with the same equipment, and lavish upon each indi* 
vidual production the same painstaking and impersonal care. 

For many years I have been checking charts of indi* 
viduals against the movement of the planets I have suitcases 
and filing cases full of biographies of ordinary men and 
women who have sent them to me with their birth data so 
that I might check knoten events against knoten planetary 
positions and knoten transits in an effort to clarify and make 
more exact the laws of planetary influence. I have deduced 
exclusively from how the planets do zcork — not from how 
ancient texts sa) they ought to; and this takes astrology out 
of the realm of theory and metaphpical speculation and 
puts it into the realm of science. 

To further this research, and also to provide Horoscope 
with a unique department, we started last August requesting 
“experience letters’* from readers. The) furnish the experi- 
ence, and we add the astrology. We pay for each letter 
used, and for permission to publish it with or without the 
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name of the writer, as he wishes We ha\ e recetv ed thousands 
of letters, of all sorts of experiences, some sudden and dra- 
matic, but for the most part straightforward recitals of lives 
more or less happy or unhappy, successful or unsuccessful 
The writers naturallj stress what has been important to 
them, ■with the time of its occurrence Many of them begin 
“I have often wondered what explanation astrology would 
have for — this experience” or “for my eventful life” or “for 
the hard luck that has followed me,” indicating that these 
people, though readers of an astrological magazine, have no 
knowledge of the planets against which to check their lives 
and are, like most, bewildered before the circumstances that 
have battled or elated them They write us m the hope that 
we, through astrology, can solve their puzzles by applying 
the rules that we know and they do not Knowing this, we 
approach these letters and these experiences with something 
like reverence, for here before us is the simple record of 
what has happened to people living naturally and without 
any self conscious application of planetary laws To their 
lives, to their spontaneously experienced joys and sorrows 
r and triumphs, we are now’ going to apply the yardstick of 
the planets • 

To what do the events measure that have impressed these 
people who write * This was undoubtedly the worst year of 
my life” or “I shall always remember September of 1925 as 
the happiest month of my existence”? Invariably to a char- 
acteristic position of Saturn in the Vitasphere at the time of 
the event, plus some action of Neptune, Uranus, Jupiter or 
Mars Listen to these, and remember that we have filing 
cases full of them 

September 1904 entered college through the kindness of five older 
brothers Three weeks later I had an attack of infantile paralysis and 
was told by the doctors I would never be able to walk again (I did 
though ) 
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Saturn at this time had just plunged below the Ascendant 
of this girl’s chart (into the “obscure” period), where it at 
once contacted the Moon and Mars. (Cf. Roosevelt, who 
had this Identical attack with Saturn thus going into his 
“obscure" sector.) 

Another: 

I have often wondered why life was so easy for some people, and 
why others must struggle for even the barest necessities. ... I be- 
lieve that 1931 was the blackest year of my life. 

And again we find that, in 1931, Saturn had just gone be- 
neath the Ascendant of this girl’s Vitasphere, and was just 
entering the “obscure” sector, where it at once contacted 
Uranus. 

Another: 

U you wanf a senes 0/ experiences to interpret astrologicaily, here’* 
a swell bunch from my life. 

There follows a recital of deaths surrounding this young 
man which is like classic tragedy as defined by Aristotle, filled 
with “pity and fear.” Two periods are noted. The first 
accounts for a single death that made perhaps the most pro- 
found impression, according to the writer, and which checks 
accurately to a characteristic angle. The second period, of six 
months, containing four deaths, including those of the father 
and the mother, and one other disaster of a different type* 
checks to another characteristic angle of Saturn and Uranus. 

I am not identifying any further the indices of these trag*' 
dies, because I don’t want to frighten readers who might 
find similar circumstances m their own charts and might in- 
terpret them more alarmingly than is necessary. It require* 
special natal conditions to bring about this kind of m*** 
tragedy, and few Vitasphcres wilf respond in the manner^ 
this )Oung man’s, who now, happily, is past his worst period 
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and is moving on to better things as Saturn comes to his loth 
sector this year. 

Another: 

The year of 1929 is a year I have written down in my diary of 
appy experiences. If I could choose, among all the years of my life, 
ust one to live o\er, this is the one 1 would take. In June I graduated 
rom high school, and then what should turn up unexpectedly but a 
hance to take a trip abroad 1 

There follows a description of a happy and glamorous 
nonth. Saturn was exactly on her Sun and Venus — a peak of 
tchievement, identical with the influence that made Frank- 
in Roosevelt president. This girl, in her sphere, reached her 
maximum — and since her Sun and Venus are in her 9 th 
sector — of travel — she reached it in travel. The romance 
and glamor she describes come from the heady influence of 
Neptune transiting her 5 th sector, clicked off during the 
thirty-three days of the cruise by the transit of Mars in the 
same place. 

You can dive into that file at random, pull out a handful 
of letters, and they will all check. Some are more exciting, 
more dramatic, than others. The measure of what a person 
thinks exciting is the measure of the scope of his life. One 
lady wrote that the happiest moment of her existence was 
when she received from a newspaperman an autographed 
letter, replying to one she had written him. Others fix a meet- 
ing, a marriage, a vacation, a birth, a death, a legacy, a loss, 
an election, a defeat, a change of job. They all check out. 
Some lives have been drudgery and hardship, with occasional 
bright flashes which are outstanding. Some have been all 
ldtes and roses with a few minor setbacks that looked like 
the misfortunes of Job. Whatever the lives may be, each in 
his sphere and each from his viewpoint reacts on time to the 
click of the indicator. 
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We used in Horoscope for January 1940 one long letter 
written with the beautiful simplicity of unselfconscious in- 
* e gwty. It was the story of a woman who started, and re- 
mained, obscure, who desired from life no more than to be 
quiet and peaceful and secure, to whom for the most part 
peace and quiet and security were denied. From her child- 
hood of heavy responsibility, through false glimmers of hap- 
piness that faded quickly, through drudgery and betrayal 
and loss (but never defeat) to new hope and reaffirmed 
courage, this bra\e, stressful life followed with undeviating 
accuracy the click of the indicator as Saturn wheeled through 
the sectors of the Vitasphere. 

A girl writes: 

This was an amazingly good year for me. I had great success in 
writing — dramatic writing, poetry, etc^, in college. I'd hie to bow 
astrology’s explanation. 

It is simple enough. Saturn was in the joth sector in this 
“amazingly good year," and the girl in her sphere responded 
as Napoleon had done in his. 

In the Ines of people I know, I am able to follow events 
as they occur, to see the underlying circumstances leading up 
to the es ents, sometimes to ferret out, in the obscure work- 
ings of the human mind, how an individual has brought on 
himself something unfortunate for which he is unable to sec 
his own responsibility, or why a piece of “luck” has really, in 
the careful analysis, been thoroughly logical and desers cd. It 
is here that astrological study becomes most fascinating and 
most useful, as we arc able to understand that nothing is 
accidental, that nc get nothing that docs not belong to us, 
and that, comerscly, nothing that belongs to us, whether it 
* be riches or happiness or success or failure, can long be 
denird us. There is a Justice at work in the world, and its 
csen hand seldom slips Sometimes, in tragic and sudden 
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death, the blindness of Justice supersedes her equity. Yet m 
almost everything else it is possible to see the workings of 
the wheels that have thrown this one up for fortune and 
that one down for poverty, and to understand these laws of 
the planets, which clarify these workings, is to approach 
the secret by which mastery of life, and happiness, and suc- 
cess may be gamed 

CASE HISTORIES 


Case i stresses one of the more philosophic ways by 
which to approach the “obscure” period and turn it to con- 
structive, if unspectacular, use When I met George, he was 
a successful but moody minor executive Life had developed 
rapidly for him (as also for the next three cases who, like 
George, have Saturn near the Ascendant at birth) He ac- 
cepted responsibility early and started to make his own way 
m the world Not until he married the girl he adored did 
tragedy strike she died almost at once, under Saturn’s 
characteristic transit 1 Swiftly George withdrew into himself, 
fulfilling the most negative phase of his rising Saturn m 
Pisces, 5 and of his Moon m 12 th sector square Mars His 
friends feared for his sanity and for what he might do to 
himself He had unusually good friends, who stood by him, 
lived with him, watched over him, and by degrees brought 
him back more or less to himself At the time I met him, he 


was progressing under Saturn’s transit of ioth sector, but 
his progress was still blocked by emotional torment A cloud 
hung over him he remembered with frightening intensity 
and self pity what he had had and lost, and, as if he were

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somehow responsible for it, this haunted him, made him feel 
a man apart, drove him more and more into himself. As 
Saturn by characteristic transit repeated the conditions that 
had accompanied the death of his wife, he felt that life was 
not worth living, and talked much of suicide. But the Vita- 
sphere held the key to his salvation. As Saturn contacted his 
own place and the cusp of the ist sector, he quite suddenly 
remarried. He has entered his “obscure” phase happy. I 
haven’t heard that he has made any spectacular business ad- 
vances: he is substantially where he was when he reached his 
maximum seven years ago, under Saturn’s transit of 10th. 
But who shall say that he did not achieve his personal (ist 
sector) maximum when he remarried, buried the past (Saturn 
transiting conjunction Saturn) in a new life, and ‘went into 
the “obscure” period content to be blocked in business be- 
cause he had achieved a contentment that made business suc- 
cess insignificant? 

Cask 2. Joel Harman has a distinguished ancestry and 
started life with many advantages. He attended a college 
where his family name was traditional, and he was by way of 
being a prodigy. (Adherence to family tradition and early 
mental development result from Saturn’s position near the 
Ascendant at birth. Sec also cases 1, 3 and 4.) Joel zipped 
through college and emerged into a teaching career at 
twenty-one, as Saturn contacted his 10th. He was a brilliant 
teacher and soon broke away from small institutions to do 
university graduate work. His rise during the years when 
Saturn was going from 10th to ist was spectacular. Every- 
one looked up to him and admired him and predicted a great 
career as teacher or novelist, or both. As Saturn neared ist, 
he got a splendid break, mosed to his best job and married . 
He held this job throughout Saturn’s transit of ist and his 
contact with hi* ovrn place. Thrn- — bango I — as Saturn passed 
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into 2nd — the “obscure” sector — budgets troubled the col- 
lege authorities, and Joel was let out. Saturn promptly 
opposed his Moon (2nd to 8th) and then his Sun, two of 
the most difficult transits of a lifetime, additionally difficult 
when, as in Joel's case, Saturn at the same time is in the 
"obscure” phase. He foundered. He could not find work. He 
could not even wholeheartedly look for work. He was un- 
able to finish the book he was writing. He lived first with his 
wife's family, then with his own, unable to get»a grip on him- 
self. Finally he landed in a small town where a relative had a 
house he could rent cheaply, and there fell into a high- 
school teaching job. This occurred as Saturn approached the 
4th — new start. From this he moved next year to a better 
job, in a better school, in a better locality, progress ac- 
celerating as Saturn got into the 4th sector. Around the 
cusp of this it now hovers, just about to start the climb on 
the other side, where it leads upward toward success. Will it 
take Joel to success, or will "success” be just something bet- 
ter than the worst of the past? Has he permanently lost his 
chance? 

I doubt it. Surely Saturn struck him down in the “ob- 
scure” phase, brought him to his knees and gave him a bitter 
pill to swallow. But I think he still has high success before 
him, for his Vitasphere shows a powerful setup, with both 
Sun and Moon in Virgo (like Tolstoy), with Venus strong 
in 10th, and with Jupiter conjunction Saturn rising, which 
works slowly hut invincibly. He had to go into that tail- 
spin as Saturn ducked under the Horizon of his Vitasphere 
and opposed his Sun and Moon. And it seems just as in- 
evitable that Saturn, plus his dogged Virgo character, will 
pull him up on the other side. Once he was selected by all 
who knew him to write the Great American Novel. His 
Vitasphere indicates to me that, despite all superficial evi- 
dence to the contrary, he is going to do it yet, and is prob- 
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ably now feeling a greater upsurgence of self-confidence and 
creative power than he has felt since 1935. 

Case 3* Anne with Saturn rising at birth stuck closer to 
home and elders than she wanted to. The “tradition” testi- 
mony of the rising Saturn in her Vitasphere is uncom- 
fortably stressed by its square to Moon and Neptune in 4th 
which has a further, and more specific, bearing on parental 
ties. From the beginning Anne felt the heavy paternal in- 
fluence, from which her older brother and sister escaped, but 
under which Anne and her mother continued to live. Her 
first intimations of “success” and independence came as she 
married, when Saturn approached 10th, and she knew her 
happiest years as Saturn went from 10th to 1st. Then, 
as he contacted her Ascendant and his own place, her mother 
died, and again the demands of her father weighed on her. 
Her husband’s reverses made it practical for her to Jive with 
her father, where she was miserable; the renewal of this 
burden was brought by the “obscure” period. She still labors 
under it, though she has rejoined her husband for another 
four years. 

Now here is an interesting point. Anne is Joel’s (Case 2) 
wife. He is due for a rise now. But not she. This slows Joel’s 
rise but docs not stop it. Rather it may deepen and Intensify 
it and make it sounder in the end. When Saturn enters 
Anne’s 4th, to end the “obscure” phase, it also emerges into 
his 7th — publicity. Until this time he isn’t likely to have any 
big public success. Between now and then he will work; be 
will feel the rise of self-assurance and the capacity to create 
within himself. He will produce. And in 1944 he will pub- 
lish, when both his chart and Anne’s are ready for the break 
which that )ear will bring them. 

Case 4. Richard Drew also stajed close to family tra- 
dition and to elders. He was something of a prodigy and was 
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graduated from a family-founded college at the age of 
eighteen. Saturn n as just emerging into his 7th (cf. Roose- 
velt) and, like all those born with Saturn near the Ascendant, 
he found himself shot out into the world before his eyeteeth 
were cut. For two 3 ears he marked time, tried to sell and 
write. Then "his grandfather (enter the elders) made him 
an offer. “Go to the Iowa farm,” he said, “run it for me, and 
I’ll give it to you." 

It looked like the chance of a lifetime. The three thousand 
acres had only a small mortgage which two good crops would 
clear. Though George knew nothing of that kind of farm- 
ing, his grandfather, in whom he had unbounded confidence, 
thought he could do it. (Note that his confidence was not in 
himself, but in his elders, a characteristic quirk of Saturn 
above 1st cusp in 12th. His Saturn is opposed by Mars — 
ciders influenced him and were his self-confidence.) With 
Saturn rising, in the 8th sector of big business and co-opera- 
tive ventures, the boy of twenty took on the man-sized job 
that he was so badly fitted for. (The afflicted Mars noted 
above occupies the 6th house of work and elders — Saturn — 
pushed him into the wrong work — Mars in 6th.) His star 
(Saturn going from 7th to 10th) was mature, though he 
wasn’t. He was moving faster than he was able to, borne 
treacherously along on Saturn’s tide. 

What looked like the chance of a lifetime never gave him 
as good as an even break, for despite the boom times (1924- 
25—26) the Iowa farm was a headache. He had treacherous 
help (Mars afflicted in 6th sector of servants). An uncle, 
by then the main prop of the family credit, died suddenly. 
Finally, as Saturn squared his own place, a hail storm ruined 
the crop that was to ha\e saved him. 

But he hung on. Pisces rising. Sun in Virgo, is a dogged 
combination. Saturn still climbed toward his 10th. He mar- 
ried as it reached there, and a year later had twin boy's. It 
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kept him going, but being an afflicted Saturn badly placed 
at birth, he was able to hold on only by accumulating a 
mountainous debt. (Virgo, for some reason or other, fre- 
quently runs to debt. So does Pisces.) Finally, as Saturn 
finished the transit of ioth and i tth and moved toward rath 
to contact his own place, he lost the Iona farm. The past 
was being wiped out (Saturn’s first contact with his own 
place). 

At this time the home farm was also in trouble. His 
mother held the deed and now turned it over to the bank for 
a small cash equity, with which she purchased at long dis- 
tance twenty acres in California that someone told her was a 
good buy. Saturn was just emerging from the lower half of 
her chart into the 7th sector (marriage), where it at once 
contacted her afflicted Mars. She was beginning to feel re- 
leased, as everyone does when Saturn goes from 6 th to 7 th, 
and now broke finally with her husband with whom she was 
not happy. 

Just then Richard came home from Iowa with wife and 
twins and fell in with his mother’s plans: she and her father 
and Richard and his family should all go out to the Cali- 
fornia twenty acres and start over. Richard was ready for a 
new start (Saturn conj. his Saturn) and had left the Iowa 
burdens behind him. But he could not, apparently, leave be- 
hind also the elders. Saturn conjunction Saturn always wants 
to wipe out the restrictive elements of the past and always 
offers a chance to do so. Coming around the age of thirty, it 
is one of the crucial places where free will operates, and 
fixes the path for many years. If one chooses to perpetuate 
the best in his past, he goes forward; and to do this, and 
eliminate restraints, always entails a wrestling match with 
deep inner forces. If one chooses to perpetuate the thing* 
that have blocked him, he blocks himself for some time to 
come. Richard chose to perpetuate what had blocked him- 
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His confidence in his grandfather had led into the disastrous 
Iowa venture. Now, following his mother’s plan, he went 
to the twenty acres in California, again marchmg behind the 
dubious aegis of his elders, and adding a wife and children to 
the parade, which was still led in spirit by the aging, 
patriarchal grandfather, whose bold, pioneering spirit had 
brought them all both riches and the loss of riches. 8 

It is worth while to look at this twentieth-century covered 
wagon as it sets out for California, for the similarities in 
their Vitaspheres bring out the way in which aspects, and 
therefore traits, character and destiny, are passed from gen- 
eration to generation. Note how the Mars-Saturn afflictions 
run through the charts; and how the fixed signs (Taurus, 
Leo, Scorpio, Aquarius) are repeatedly, and importantly, 
activated. 

The grandfather has Mars afflicting Saturn, with the 
Moon conjunction Mars and opposed to Saturn. His Sun is 
in Leo, 

' The mother has Mars afflicting Saturn, with Mars in 
Aquarius; Saturn dominates her chart from ioth sector. 

Richard (the son) has Mars afflicting Saturn, in Leo- 
Aquarius, with Moon conjunction Mars and opposing Saturn, 

His wife has Moon conjunction Mars in Aquarius ; Saturn 
in Aquarius and square Venus in Scorpio. 

(Another son, not dealt with, has Sun in Aquarius square 
Mars in Taurus. A daughter — Linda, Case i8 — has Sun in 
Taurus [fixed], but escaped the bad Mars-Saturn involve- 
ment. She married and got out of the family troubles; and, 
addcdly interesting note, the man she married came of a 
family through which Mars-Saturn afflictions ran for gen-

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erations, and he, like Linda, escaped them, to many a girl 
with a similar background to which her chart, like his, was 
a sport, an exception to the rule.) 

The twins’ charts show Moon, Yenus, Mercury rising in 
Scorpio, fixed, with Mars the ruler weak in Cancer in 8th 
sector. 

On the day they arrived in California, Saturn had re- 
turned exactly to his own place in Richard’s chart. Neptune, 
Jupiter and Mars were all conjoined on his Sun in Virgo. 
Truly it was Saturn’s new start, the timing clicked off to a 
nicety by the indicator — but what a start I 

Nothing has gone right. The twenty acres were worthless; 
the house, a mere shack which they never could make really 
livable. The mother who had taken them there was heart- 
sick. She and the grandfather found a place where they 
could take care of themselves and tried to remove the added 
burden of their care from Richard, but for all that he has 
had serious responsibilities. 

The land would not pay, and Richard took a laborer’s job 
for which he is ill fitted, though he is a prodigious worker, 
even against physical handicaps. For a while they struggled 
along in the little house in the fields. Then, after two years, 
Richard took a different job, and they were able to move to a 
near-by small city, where they had more conveniences and 
company, and things began to look better. The mother ac- 
quired a better piece of property through the good offices of 
friends, and by writing was able to care for herself and her 
father. 

But Saturn was not through with them. In characteristic 
position, it took one of the twins. The next year the grand- 
father died, and the mother, stricken seriously, came bark 
to live with Richard and his wife and the other boy. For a 
time it seemed that she too would die, but she is recovering 
slowly. 
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The hand of Saturn lay heavy on all these charts, to -which 
the response in all cases has been precise. "What is the prog- 
nosis for Richard? His “obscure” phase began just after they 
went to California} and he has three years more to struggle 
along in it, before Saturn comes to his 4th cusp, as it does 
in 1943. He is living out the “obscure” period with great 
fortitude and moral courage, building his foundations as 
strongly as he can in the given circumstances with the oppor- 
tunities that are at hand. No one can do more than this. He 
has not “winced nor cried aloud.” And there is an upturn 
for him in 1943, which he is approaching in the way that 
insures his getting the most out of it. When the grip of 
Fate — “the fell clutch of circumstance” — once takes hold, 
it must be endured till it is ready to let go. Whether the 
clutch can be eluded in the first place is a question too com- 
plex to do more than hint at here. To most of us the prob- 
lem is how to deal with it when it is a fail accompli, as it gen- 
erally becomes before we are aware of it; and with the fait 
accompli of his life as of today, Richard Drew is dealing in 
what is probably the only practicable manner. He is “relaxed 
in. the saddle of fate," doing what is required of him and 
keeping his ears cocked for the first sound of the bugle to 
advance. 

Case 5. A brilliant young man, nationally famous at a 
very early age, and generally thought to be going far fast, 
started going to pieces as Saturn contacted in rapid succes- 
sion bis Venus, Saturn and Sun. Pulled himself together 
periodically for fourteen years, during which he received im- 
portant support from friends (moral rather than material) 
hrough many personal difficulties, all of which were brought 
•a exclusively by himself. Through all these inner vicissi- 
udes he held two excellent jobs (at the same time) for 
rears. Finally lost them both as Saturn opposed his own 
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place and the place of his Sun An excellent example of the 
self-destructive instincts, touched off by Saturn’s transits 
Remember this case when you read the next chapter 

Case 6 This is Alfred Emanuel Smith, one of America’s 
most tragic political figures A Scorpio ascendant gives him 
Saturn in 3rd sector — O K for politics up to the state 
variety, bad for national Uranus inhabits the gth (religion) 
and, opposed by Saturn, lends support to his bitter conwction 
that religion stood between him and the Presidency But 
Saturn also stood in the path A 1 tried to buck the planets he 
tried to expand as Saturn contacted his own place for the 
second time, and he couldn’t do it any more than Napoleon 
could, or Kaiser Wilhelm or Herbert Hoover, all of whom 
defied this influence and fell under it When A 1 was de 
feated by Hoover, Saturn had already entered the “obscure” 
phase (1928), and when he couldn’t c\en hold his own 
New York delegation inline (1932 at Chicago), Saturn was 
back at its own place E\en the brilliant record to which 
he pointed with justifiable pride couldn’t beat the planets 

Case 7 ne\ er tried to conquer the world as did Napoleon, 
or Kaiser Wilhelm , nor to be President of the United States 
as Smith or Hoover the second time But he did try to ex 
pand his world as Saturn contacted the 4th cusp and his own 
pbee almost simultaneously, and gave up much for some 
thing that could not be attained The difficulties of this case, 
like those of the more famous men similarly set back on 
their heels are a good example of the false starts that can 
be asoidcd by interpreting and heeding the index of the 
Vltasphere 

Case S A world famous name, dealt with also m Chap- 
ter IX, an unquestioned genius whose life followed the path 
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As a result of this releasing of an intense desire, a curious 
thing happened. Just as Saturn contacted his own place, while 
Oscar was still working ten hours a day at a routine job 
unrelated to creative activity, he wrote, nights and Sundays, 
a book, which found immediate publication. This happened 
just under Saturn conjunction Saturn, emerging into the 
7th sector. It looked like a triumph, hut it wasn’t. The book 
sold all right, but was in many ways a bitter disappointment: 
the effort to expand under Saturn’s contact with his own 
place took its toll. His faith in himself was shaken; he felt 
he would never write again, and /or another two years he 
didn’t. 

But Saturn was still rising in his chart, from 7th to 10th. 
As Uranus touched the cusp of his 10th, he lost his job, and 
things looked black. No work; no money; 19241 and no 
job that would support the family, by now large. In despera- 
tion he went back to his publisher, who ga'c him a small 
advance to write another book- While doing so, another job 
popped up, in a new field where his talents as a writer 
acquired a new utility, and where he was able to make use 
of a body of knowledge he had acquired in priv ate stud), but 
of which he had never expected to make any public or com- 
mercial use. 

Ever since, under Saturn’s rise through 7*h, 8th a°d 9*h< 
he has continued to free-lance. He has four published books 
to his credit, and by the time this appears in print he will 
have another. What next? Saturn, Jupiter and Uranus ani- 
mate his 10th sector in 1940-41 and then move on to contact 
his Sun, Moon and Ascendant. Apparently hr has eight yean 
more to get what he wants, which he hasn’t got jet by an) 
means. Eight years before Saturn goes into the “obscure 
sector. The prognosis is encouraging, if he doesn’t let ir- 
relevances go to his head and distract him from hi* ultimate 
goal, which has net cr changed. 
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Case io. Nationally famous individual who slid down- 
hill with Saturn in the “obscure” sector and lost an important 
position as he came to the cusp of the 4th, where he opposed 
Moon and Uranus. Without nork for a year; then got an- 
other* quite satisfactory job along his regular line of work* 
which, in the late fifties, is quite an accomplishment for any 
man. It is accounted for by the rugged setup of the Vita- 
sphere, plus the fact that Neptune activates his loth now by 
transit. Saturn’s contact with its own place in 1940 brings 
an important change which, we may hope, will not tempt 
him to an expansion of some sort which would be doomed to 
fail. 

Case 13. Edith left her natal environment to complete 
her studies in New York as Saturn contacted her 4th sector 
and opposed her Venus, Sun and Jupiter: a classic picture of 
striking out on your own and asserting the end of childhood 
and the beginning of maturity. Ambition, plus instinct, told 
this girl she would succeed best away from parents, and the 
evidence of an afflicted Mars in the 4th (home) sector bears 
out her intuitive conviction. 

As Saturn moved through 4th, she completed college, 
worked in New York, met a man and married him as Saturn 
got into the 5th. With Saturn in 5th and 6th, domestic duties, 
including the birth of children, occupied her, but she con- 
tinued fixedly to write plays. As Saturn wound up his transit 
°f 6th, a producer contracted to put one on; and the actual 
production waited nearly two years, till Saturn got into her 
7 f hi when the play was tried out and flopped before getting 
|o Broadway. Saturn was also approaching the contact of 
ms own place, and the expansion attempted under it failed. 
** Set back on her heels till Saturn conjunction Saturn 
(February 1935), which gave her a new start. Here she 
*ipcd out the less desirable things of the past, reaffirmed 
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her faith in herself, and recaptured the zest for creation, 
under which she worked steadily as Saturn rose through 8th 
and 9th. 

With Jupiter in 7th, with Uranus on her Sun and Jupiter 
in 10th, and with Saturn right on her Moon in 9th, she 
satisfied herself with a play and sold it. But this too was to 
be a disappointment. At a cyclic Mars period, with Uranus 
opposed to Mars, and with Saturn on her Moon, this play 
failed, to give her a second setback to her ambitions. 

From this she emerged quickly and went to work again 
What is the prognosis? Excellent l Edith’s Vitaspherc has in- 
escapable success written all over it, and it will arrive in 
1940-41. She has taken her setbacks seriously to heart, 
especially the last one which Saturn on her Moon made 
especially difficult and personal in its effect. But it was a 
deepening experience, not a permanent blockade, for it came 
with Saturn rising m her chart, toward the 10th cusp, where 
it, along with the transiting Jupiter, contacts her Sun in 
1940 and 1941. This cannot fail to bring her what she has 
worked for, and though it may surprise Broadway as a nine- 
days wonder of “the girl who came back” with ha?r-triggc r 
speed, it will not surprise the student of the Vitaspherc. 

Case 12. Jim refused to finish college because he knew 
what he wanted to do and was eager to get out and do it. 
Saturn in his Vitasphere is high m the 9th, almost in the 
Napoleonic 10th, where it always gives the ambition to • 
conquer the world fast m one form or another. Jim knew 
what part of the business world he wanted to conquer, and 
has never deviated from this aim, which became fixed at the 
typical time of Saturn’s transit of his Sun 

Jim continued in college till Saturn got into 6th (work)* 
and then he went to work. After three jears, with Saturn 
still in 6th, and now contacting his Mars, Jim’s health went 
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tad an him, and he went West to spend six months on a 
ranch. At the end of this time he felt better, lit out and 
landed a job (still in his chosen line) in a big city where he 
was completely unknown, and “sold” himself and his talents 
cold. Saturn was emerging into his 7th, and Jim was feeling 
his oats. He licked the new job, gave it up and went back 
to New York, where despite much family pressure he held 
out for the one job he wanted and got it. Promptly he mar- 
ried and started raising a family, all with Saturn in 7th and 
8 th sectors. 

By the end of 1930 he had arrived at a pretty fancy salary 
for one of his years, and, as Saturn in 8th opposed his Moon 
and Neptune in 2nd, got fired when his firm underwent a 
reorganization. Cf. Joel, Case 2, who also got fired when 
Saturn opposed Moon involving and and 8th sectors. But 
note this difference; Saturn in Joel’s chart was in the “ob- 
scure” sector, and to recover from his setback took four 
years. Jim’s setback came with Saturn rising, and thus took 
him, as we shall see, upward and onward. The knock was a 
boost, though for a while it didn’t seem to be. As Saturn 
moved to contact his own place, Jim found himself in an 
inferior job, at a poor salary (for himl), till finally, as 
Satum came into his 10th sector, he was fired from this. 

Ensued then a period of some difficulty through which 
Jim & Company rode with imperturbable equanimity. Jim's 
brother Felix was working and had a home to which Jim 
and family were invited. Four adults and four children 
pushed themselves into a seven-room nest in suburbia and 
prepared to struggle along on Felix’s not so handsome 
salary till things broke for Jim. Jim was sure they would 
break, and everyone agreed that it would be felonious for 
to sell his services for less than they were worth. 
E'erj one, including Jim (nay, e\en, especially Ji m ), se t the 
figure of his worth high, and all dug in.

Then Felix lost his job. The four adults and the four chil- 
dren under seven had no visible means of support after Felix's 
savings were gone, which was soon. Presently they were 
living on* credit which was stretching rapidly to the break- 
ing point. It now became Felix’s turn to refuse to sell him- 
self cheap. Both the men and their wives — the oldest of the 
four was thirty-two and the youngest twenty-six — had the 
sublimest confidence in themselves and in each other; and 
all scorned the idea that it was necessary to resort to des- 
perate measures — by which they meant that Jim 3 nd Felix 
should not be forced to go to work for a miserable salary 
that would cramp their brilliant talents. 

Before we sec how it worked out, how can we account 
for this sublime self-confidence? By many things, of course, 
starting with the four Vitaspberes of birth. But most im- 
portant was the fact that, in all four charts, Saturn at the 
time was well placed by transit, activating the rise sectors of 
all of them. In Jim’s chart and Felix’s wife’s it was in the 
10 th. In Felix's and Jim’s wife's, it was in the 7 th. All were 
on the rise, felt it, and refused to be distracted by minor 
setbacks and discouragements. 

Finally Jim took a job, to try out. Promptly Felix con- 
tracted to write a novel, and departed for points west to get 
needed data, using up thereby half of the small amount of 
money advanced to him by his publisher. No sooner had the 
dust settled after the departure of Felix’s Gre)hound than 
Jim’s job blew up. Everyone felt that this news would distract 
Telix from the great work on which he was embarked, so 
they didn't write him about it. Jim felt he was equal to the 
task of taking care of two wives and assorted children, and 
did, by means of various free-lance jobs. Telix came back, 
sat down amid a totall) bankrupt household, and went to 
work to deliver the novel which already was paid for, and 
therefore constituted a debt of honor, even if nobody ate. 
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The extent of Jim’s self-confidence is best illustrated by 
the chilling fact that at this point he said no to a job at $75 
a week, held out for two days for $100 and got it. When 
Felix and his wife heard this story they quaked and paled, 
but since it worked out all right, no one dared to say any- 
thing. The eight of them continued to live together till 
Felix finished his novel and got on his feet again, when Felix 
and his family moved to their own establishment, which 
they inhabit to this day. 

Jim had got the $too-a*week job with Saturn in his toth, 
clicked off by Mars in his 2nd. He held it two years, and 
exactly as Mars returned to the same place, got another 
and better job. While his business was thus improving, 
however, Jim was running afoul of personal difficulties. As 
Saturn opposed his Sun, his health wasn’t good, and he 
didn’t take proper care of himself. But he held and bettered 
his jobs through his personal trouble till he lost it five years 
after the Jim-Felix hook-up. 

As Saturn got toward his 12th sector, things got hectic, 
but Jim's old genius for getting swell jobs sticks by him. At 
a low point of physical and moral fighting strength, he 
found himself without work, and within a week had two 
jobs waiting for him, each better than the one he had left. 

He has a lot to offer. He has overcome the personal set- 
backs of Saturn opposing his Sun. What is the prognosis? 
Good. In the next four jears (that is, before Saturn goes 
below his 1st cusp into the “obscure” sector), he is moving 
to build his sel Confidence into his work itself, instead of 
keeping it up his sleeve as something to carry him through 
recurring crises. His sense of values is changing: he now 
takes^ more stock in security and less in the doctrine that 
sustained him so long, that “in skating over thin Ice, your 
safety lies in your speed.” In the next four years he will 
dig into his permanent lines. He will go into his obscure 
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period safe in a good job, probably at a high salary, where 
his true genius will shine steadily and securely, and where 
he will not have to use it looking for something new. His 
self-assurance will be his greatest asset, but instead of using 
it to conquer new worlds in rapid succession, he will use it 
henceforth to conquer one world completely and to perma- 
nent purpose. 

Case 13. This girl broke with tradition and family back- 
ground, when Saturn contacted 4th, by entering into an 
unconventional love affair which, while it lasted, amounted 
to marriage. The marriage phase started as Saturn joined 
Mars in her 4th sector, touched off by the transiting Mars 
in the same place; and it lasted a )ear and a half, till Mars 
got around to her 1st sector. At this time the engagement 
was broken by the man, living through the transit of Saturn 
opposition his Venus. This made him appear hard-boiled 
and shallow, and let the girl off with hurt pride instead of 
a broken heart. Her Sun, Venus and Mercury all conjoined 
in 5th (love) in square to Saturn brought her the experience 
and also gave her the character to go on from it into a h3ppy 
and useful married life later. 

Case 14. This name has been in the white lights of musi- 
cal comedy and light opera on Broadwaj — a \ cry lot cly and 
talented girl whose career ended abruptly as Saturn con- 
tacted its own place and went to the toth sector. The Vita- 
sphere suggests the correctness of her hunch that she had 
reached her peak and might as well retire and enjoy private 
life. She left the stage before she was thirty and hasn't been 
heard from since. 

Case r 5. Well-known and popular figure in the publishing 
world who found himself an active executive in a big firm-

According to the way he put it at the time, he wanted to 
make a move that would insure him an income when he 
couldn’t be as active as he had been. With Saturn in the 4th 
opposing its own place, he had a choice of two changes. One 
meant going into business for himself, with a good partner 
who wanted him, which involved considerable risk. The 
other offered him a good place with an established firm. He 
took the latter, held it for three years, and then, as Saturn 
reached the lower square of his Sun, left. Saturn is rising in 
his chart — has been for three years. This is an interesting 
example of the double new-start that comes when Saturn 
clicks off two 4th-sector vibrations in comparatively rapid 
succession. This man is virtually assured of the success of his 
new venture on which he embarks under the favorable up- 
swing of all the major planets in his chart. 

Case 16. A big-shot executive who had saved some money 
and had the good sense to fulfill his life-long ambition : he 
shook the dust of New York from his feet, bought a small- 
town newspaper, and settled down in the rural ease he had

CHAPTER IX 

Self-Destruction 

SUICIDE, INSANITY, PSYCHOSIS AND NEUROSIS, DIPSOMANIA, 
CLAUSTROPHOBIA, FIXATIONS, OBSESSIONS, GENIUS, 
SUDDEN DEATH 

Self-destruction is a perversion of the self-preservation 
instinct which causes the individual to destroy some or all of 
himself in an effort, generally subconscious, to avoid assum- 
*ng the full responsibilities of normal life. 

In its extreme form, this becomes suicide. But every self- 
destructionist does not destroy himself completely. For every 
suicide there are thousands who give up in part, sacrificing 
some portion of the personality so that, as their perverse 
subconscious tells them, the rest may have an easier time. In 
the well-known mother fixation, the ego avoids connubial and 
parental responsibility by adhering exaggeratedly to the tie 
that represents the protection of childhood. The claustro- 
phobic (he who fears closed spaces), the altaphobiac (high 
places), the agoraphobiac (open spaces), all have destroyed 
a part of the normal personality for ends and purposes of 
their own, frequently buried in the subconscious. Perhaps it 
is to avoid responsibility; perhaps it is to get, by a trick, the 
center of the stage which others strive for more aggressively. 
The hypochondriac (who always has an ailment) destroys 
bodily vigor to get attention and avoid responsibility — and 
t'ho has not heard the story of the bedridden harridan who 
leaped up to escape the fire? Suddenly in a crisis the genuine 
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urge to self-preservation assumed command and routed the 

phony one that had ruled so long. 

The dipsomaniac escapes into liquor, the “snov-hird" 
into dope, the sex pervert or sex excessive into sensation. AH 
turn the normal law of self-preservation inside out. In their 
struggle to conquer the world they begin, invertedly, hy 
destroying something, and persisting in its destruction, be- 
cause the perverted subconscious tells them that by this 
curious inversion they are best serving their ends. 

The study of the abnormal sheds essential light on both 
the normal and the supernormal. By knowing the bases of 
extreme cases, we are able to ferret out through the Vita* 
sphere the minor quirks that plague otherwise normal in- 
dividuals who are not really psychotic at all, but who hate 
some vestigial residue of an escape mechanism to plague 
them. The autopsies of the cases that have proved fatal to 
some souls provide the means of saving others. And further, 
we are able to understand much of the best of the world by 
understanding more about this curious self-destructive sick- 
ness of the human mind that accounts for nearly all ab- 
normality. For, as the sickness of the oyster in rare cases 
throws up the pearl, so the sickness of the mind, in rare 
cases, produces genius. Thus we find men of genius almost 
invariably exhibiting mental abnormalities or physical hamh* 
caps that have heightened neurotically their need for self- 
assertion. Caesar was an epileptic; so, probably, was Alex- 
ander the Great. Napoleon confessed to an exaggerated 
mother fixation, and had m addition a little-man complex 
which demanded that he become the greatest man of the 
world. Bjron hated his mother and had a club foot 
which ga\e him a deep sense of physical inferiority. Keats » 
tuberculosis accounted in him for what Adler would call 
“organic inferiority.” Mussolini labors under the conviction, 
perhaps delusional, that he is persecuted by hcreditar 
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syphilis, is an epileptic, and hates closed spaces. Hitler, as 
we have seen, has paranoia (delusions of persecution). The 
list could be extended indefinitely. 

That there is an underpinning relationship in psychic ab- 
normalities of whatever manifestation is agreed by psy- 
chologists. Nowhere does it become so graphic as in the 
Vitasphere. For here we see that all mental abnormalities, 
from suicide down to the simple jitters, are linked together 
in the chain of self-destruction, showing in greater or less de- 
gree. The critical planets are always found in specific sectors, 
in specific relationships. 1 

I have before me the charts of five conquestual dictators, 
four dipsomaniacs, four pseudo dipsomaniacs, four suicides, 
five assorted neurotics, and the wives and husbands of those 
who are married. 2 In all of them, we find the self-destructive 
sectors (called H, D, L and J in the table on the facing 
page) powerfully activated; and the planets called 2, 5,

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7 and S prominent therein. The unknown neurotics who stew 
in their own juice, and the dictator neurotics whose self- 
destructive urge causes the world at large to stew in theirs, 
are all cut out of the same piece of cloth. 

One obvious connection between the dictator and the 
neurotic-psychotic will present itself to anyone who has had 
any experience with either. The dominance of the power 
urge in the dictator is apparent. It is just as dominant in the 
neurotic-psychotic, but it dominates negatively instead of 
positively. Any victim of a neurosis, or anyone who has lived 
closely with one, knows there is no tyranny in the world like 
>t. The neurosis is always in the driver’s seat. The dipso- 
maniac is slave to his drink and rules his world through it. 
Similarly the claustrophobiac, the mother-attached, down the 
line. Their world, and the people in it, must conform to the 
neurosis, and therefore with the neurotic. It is the negative, 
and highly effective, expression of the power urge, and shows 
forth as such in the Vitasphere. 

Look a while at the table on page 112, and you will see 
how the coded sectors H, D, J and L are activated by .the 
coded planets 2, 5, 7, 8 and sometimes others. Remember 
that there are 12 sectors in all, and that planets 2, J, 7, 8 
might fall in any of them; but that in these charts they 
fall invariably in one of the self-destruction sectors. Re- 
member also that planets 2, 5, 7 and 8 have classic relations 
in these Vitaspheres, which repeat themselves faithfully. For 
one example, planets 2 and 5 are always found in the charts 
of dipsomaniacs in fixed relation to each other, from the 
same sectors of the Vitasphere. 

Case 35 of the table gives the coded positions of Lawrence 
°f Arabia, included here because it provides a link between 
these self-destructive charts, and charts in which tragedy 
appears to descend from nowhere as early, sudden, acci- 
dental or criminal death. 
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Lawrence of Arabia was a curious man — a mystic ad' 
venturer whose sense of the cosmic required him to live 
swiftly and dangerously, always in a state of spiritual exalta- 
tion. In his philosophy, of which he left an exhaustive record, 
life and death merged invisibly, and it became his obsession 
to make the life-death transition swiftly, at high speed, and 
in the presence of danger. To this end he courted danger on 
the battlefield and in strange out-of-the-way places, but death 
was denied him: he emerged unscathed to take up the hum- 
drum peacetime life of an English officer. But the mysticism, 
the exaltation, the obsession that he must embrace death 
magnificently did not leave him. He continued to live, in 
ever)- way that peace offered him, forever at the brink of 
danger, till at last he cracked up on a motorcyde going 
ninety miles an hour, and went as he had wished to go to the 
eternity from which he had never felt himself separated by 
more than a short and sudden step. 

Because we know of Lawrence both this and his Vita- 
sphere we may he able to get an insight into the mental 
processes of Jess articulate mortals who left no record of 
their philosophy, but whose taking off was, like Lawrence s, 
apparently a tragic accident of destiny. For Law rence did 
not destroy himself any more than hundreds of other inn* 
viduals whose lives have been snuffed out by an aecidcrt- 
Yet their charts, like Lawrence’s, abound in the planetary 
positions found in the table on page 112 and arc dominated 
by them. Norma! death, or death late in life at a norma 
time, does not show very dearly in the Vitaspfterc. Ap~ 
parently it is such a natural transition that, like graduate 
from school or the birth of children, it is not dearly or 
definitely indicated in planetar) movement. But early, / n 
or tragic death is not natural, and therefore nc fird it ^

I think there is in this a confirmation of a truth that most 
eople recognize instinctively. Poets in all ages have divined 
. Two hundred )ears before Christ, the Roman Plautus 
’rote: 

. He whom the gods favor dies in youth. 

Wordsworth knew it: 

. The good die first, 

And they whose hearts are dry as summer dust 
Bum to the socket 

!ven the cynic Byron claimed: 

Heaven gives its favorites — early death, 

ad Shelley’s “Adonais," mourning the untimely death of 
ie brilliant and lovable Keats, is one long encomium of a 
>irit that earth was not good enough to chain. 

Those who die young, violently, tragically, are all too 
kely to be the best that earth has given, and that this is 
lore than a sentiment is borne out in the Vitasphere. For the 
ositions and aspects that make great men are the very ones 
hich, in the Vitaspheres of the early dead, have borne them 
syond material and temporal greatness, into greatness of 
ie spirit, frequently into genius, always into an excep- 
asaJiy mature, street, l&raMe persona iity showing great 
‘omise, perhaps already on the highroad to success. The 
trees of genius are there, brilliantly controlled, and since 
:nius is the closest that the chained spirit of man gets to

Haw to Find Your Sun’s Sign and Degree 
A great many people know what sign they were “bom 
under ” By this they mean that they know what sign the Sun 
was in at the time of their birth However, some confusion 
exists about the sign occupied by the Sun, because the Sun 
changes signs around the 20th of each month The date on 
which it changes signs is not the same in March as it is in 
June Nor is the date on which it changes signs the same in 
March 1903, 1904, 1905 and 1906 Therefore people born 
between the 17th and the 24th of any month are likely to be 
confused about what sign they belong to by virtue of the 
Sun’s position 

To overcome this confusion and enable everjone to know 
the sign occupied bj his Sun, a table has been prepared which 
will give >ou, simply and accurately (1) the sign occupied 
by jour Sun, and (2) the degree within the sign occupied 
by the Sun

Aries’ great independence is a symptom of sitality and 
phjslcal cnergj and becomes intellcctualizcd later in life, if 
at all. The highest type of Arian becomes capable of 
idealizing and unit ersalizing his lose of independence, which 
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has its source in egocentricity. The first ambition of the 
Arian is to be first. He is an inveterate contestant, a profes- 
sional competitor. His object is not so much the material 
stake as the glory of winning. He will never boast about 
coming in second; the also-rans he beats impress him less 
than the one fellow who beats him and thus steals his right- 
ful place at the head of the procession. Literally as well as 
figuratively this first-ness shows. Your Arian walks one step 
ahead of his companions, goes through doors first (some- 
times even before ladies), has the first word (and often the 
last) in any argument. He loves arguments, not as a means 
of arriving at truth so much as a means of demonstrating 
that he can come out in front. He often wins by sheer noise 
and vitality — that is, he makes the other fellow cry uncle. 
Aries is frequently original in his efforts to be first, and, 
when not original, is sure to be novel. Any Arian who 
doesn’t understand the difference between originality and 
novelty should study the two words till he does. When an 
Arian is original he is a pioneer, an inventor, a great thinker.

Your standards are moral only in the 
highest and most general sense, with the morality of heaven 
and hell rather than of the confining flesh. You may be, or 
may become, angelic; but in the process you may first be the 
devil’s child, following your instincts even to the brink of 
The Pit, strong in the consciousness that “if I am the devil’s 
child, I must do as the devil bids.” A mystic strength en- 
shrouds you even in weakness; you are supported by inner, 
perhaps unexpressed, convictions; you know what you’re 
doing, even when no one else in the world does, when your 
physical body acts strangely, and when your brain and your 
speech refuse to explain, even to yourself.

THE PLANETS 

The planets are the antennae and arms of the Vitasphere, of 
which the body and soul are the Sun and Moon. No planet 
will ever cause you to act counter to the testimony of the 
Sun and Moon in their combined influence on you. Remem- 
ber this when you proceed with the following readings. All 
planetary vibration must be considered in light of the basic 
solar-lunar readings, for these are your character, your 
basic nature, which the planets will help or hinder but can- 
not materially change.

Not only the action of this ruling planet will be \ery im- 
portant in your life, but also the attribute o\cr which it 
rules. Thus Gemini, ruled by Mercury, lives a great deal in 
the senses; Libra, ruled by Venus, responds most readily 
* to emotional stimuli; and so on. Study your ruler carefully, 
whether you read it now or come up to it in normal order. 

Remember in all planetary readings that they work 
within the pattern of your solar-lunar nature; neter against 
it. The synthesis of your Vitasphere from a scries of para- 
graphs to a working unit depends on your keeping this in 
mind, which will enable you to weld all the readings into a 
unified and significant whole. 

MERCURY 

Mercury* is the sense-impression antennae of your Vita- 
( sphere. His position by sign indicates your reactions to 
sights, sounds, odors, tastes and touch impressions, affording 
a key to the attitude you ha\c toward the physical world 
around you. Mercury is the messenger through which your 
physical body and brain (the Sun) and your inner nature 
(the Moon) are kept in contact with the outer world, which 
will appear to you according to the index of Mercury’s 
position by sign in the Vitasphere. 

Get Mercury’s sign position from the tables on pages 
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166 ^ 167 , record the sign in your birth record, and read the 
indicated paragraph. f 

63. MER'GURY IN ARIES 

Your reaction to sense impressions is keen and alert. Yot 
detect smells, sounds, sights and tastes acutely and are ver) 
much alive to -what you do or don’t like in the world of sense 
impressions. Your sense of touch is not as alert as the others, 
though you are capable of training this sense if one of the 
others is served by it. Thus you can develop the sensitive 
fingers of a musician (violinist or pianist), making your 
touch serve hearing; or the robust hands of a sculptor, to 
make touch serve sight. Your reaction to sense impressions 
is personal; you interpret what you sense in the light of youc 
ego, and are a scientific observer only if your total ego de- 
velopment is along these lines. Generally you will be im- 
pressed by, and remember, what serves your purposes, let 
the chips fall where they may. Sound is very important to 
you and you should strive to live only amid harmonious and 
agreeable sounds. Cultivate the habit of listening to music, 
for sound penetrates directly to your ego centers, and if it is 
harmonious, serves to harmonize your whole nature. 

64. MERCURY IN TAURUS 

You are eye-minded: that is, you get your maximum sense 
contact with the world through sight rather than through 
sound. You get more from reading a book than from hearing 
a lecture. Silent movies are almost as good for you as talkies. 
Since what you see is important, you will always strive to 
make your surroundings as attractive as possible, and for 
this reason your home, or your office, will have some beautv 
about it even when it gets disorderly. Touch is well de- 
veloped, and you visualize through your fingers — get an 
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image in the dark of something touched, know how a fabric 
will look by feeling it — and conversely, how it will feel by 
looking at it. Taste and smell are fairly well marked, and 
hearing worst of all. You can shut out sound from your life 
and live calmly through a hurricane or the squawking of 
children that would drive others to distraction. You don’t 
hear the sound of your voice accurately, and sometimes 
sound like you don’t feel for this reason. Study elocution, and 
learn to pay attention to what meets your ears. 

65. MERCURY IN GEMINI 

All the senses are keen and alert. The ability to react to 
shades of difference of light, color and sound makes jou 
sensitive to beauty and needful of gratifying jour senses 
with art (visual) and music (auditory). Too great aware- 
ness of everything that goes on around you tires your 
nerves, and you need solitude and dim lights once in a while 
to give jour senses a vacation You frequently give the im- 
pression of a hound snuffing the air to catch some scent in it 
— of having all jour “feelers” out for whatever is going 
on. Your sense reactions are impersonal, detached and criti- 
cal; jou have likes and dislikes, but thej don't elate or de- 
press jou To jou it is jojous to live in a world that con- 
tmuouslj gives exercise to jour senses; jou know that a sight, 
sound or smell that jou don’t like isn’t going to plague jou 
forever — another that jou like better will replace it; and 
even this, too, will go its way and should not be mourned, 
because something else is tripping over its heels to get into 
the limelight. 

66. MERCURY IN CANCER 

NVhat jou bear, sxneH, taste, feel and see are ol intimate 
and close concern to jou. You are sensitive to every breath 
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of air ; you take it to your heart and cherish your reaction to' 
it. The smell of the garbage truck is a personal affront to 
your nostrils, while the rose was created exclusively to de- 
light the same. Loud noises persecute you, and you tend to 
think they were made for that purpose; while music is art’s 
personal gift to you alone. You adopt the beauty of the 
landscape as if no one ever looked on it with true worship 
before. This personalizing of sense impressions can make 
you an awful fuss-budget, and also a bore if you insist on tell- 
ing everyone how much you love, or hate, everything. On 
the other hand, the sensitiveness of your reactions and the 
intimacy with which you regard them make you capable of 
creative power, for art is only the personalized sense im- 
pressions of the artist, absorbed into the total personality 
and given forth in form. Add a point of view to your tend- 
ency to gush, develop a philosophy of beauty to give weight 
to your natural appreciation; learn to make sense impres- 
sions your own, and then release them into a significance 
larger than personal, and you have all the ingredients to 
make you a master in one of the arts. 


67. MERCURY IN LEO 

Your reaction to sense impressions from the outer world 
is less important than the way you react to the sound of your 
own voice, the figure you are cutting in the world. You see 
yourself in everything you see. You’re hard to impress, for 
though you are detached enough in some ways, you haven’t 
got your antennae tuned outward and just don’t take in a 
lot that goes on. Your viewpoint is pretty fixed, and what 
comes to the senses is related to it. For this reason you aren’t 
a very good observer. The outer world of sight, hearing 
taste, smell and touch has to fight its way through a sort of 
steel plate before it reaches the brain centers and causes a 
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'reaction. Your reactions are slow, not because you are stupid, 
but because you aren't interested. You must cultivate atten- 
tion, become consciously aware of the world around jou, 
and develop jour faculties, which are sound enough but 
need more exercise than you give them. 

68. MERCURY IN VIRGO 

Sense impressions never reach you till they have been in- 
terpreted. What you see, hear, smell, taste and feel is swiftly 
given significance before it arrives at the reacting center of 
the brain. You never see just a chair; jou see a beautiful 
chair, an old chair, a charming chair, a chair that looks com- 
fortable or uncomfortable. You never hear just a noise; be- 
fore you have heard it, it has been labeled pleasant or raucous 
or sweet or -whatever. Your senses take the impression, hold 
it for ransom, and say to the brain, “Name it and jou can 
ha\c it." Thus jou tend to card-index and catalogue ever)' 
sense experience that comes to jou. This leads to boredom, 
because pretty soon eserj thing drops into its own niche and 
there is nothing new under the sun. Your pleasure in the 
physical world thus tends to diminish as life wears on, and 
through too much intclicctualizing jou can lose the zest for 
life. To get it back, trj to regard things for their own sake. 
Remember that "a rose bj' any other name would smell as 
sweet” and that jou get more fun out of a kiss if jou don’t 
think of it as a deception of Nature to encourage reproduc- 
tion. Exorcise the demon of words from the temple of na- 
ture, and in the name of simple animal enjojment, throw 
away the dictionary 1 

60. MERCURY IN LIBRA 

Sense impressions reach jou through a strict moral and 
aesthetic censor. You see, hear, taste, smell and feel with the 
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proprieties of art and society in mind, and have few sensory 
reactions that do not have to submit to this type of judgment. 
A color is not just red to you; it is a warm red, or a cold red, 
or a beautiful or ugly red. Further, in addition to the artistic 
standard, you apply the standard of good taste, and what 
you see or hear will revolt you if it doesn’t conform with 
your idea of what is “out of the top drawer.” You are a 
kind of sensation snob, and the simple meaning of sense ex- 
perience is likely to be lost on you if it in any way offends 
the standards of nicety you set up for yourself. Needless to 
say, you are very sensitive to odors and all kinds of physical 
surroundings. Your house must be spick-and-span (so that 
your sight will not be offended) ; noises if any must be sub- 
dued and quiet (not to affront your ears) ; the odors of 
cookery must not penetrate to the living room (for your 
nose’s sake) ; what you eat must be seasoned just so (or your 
tongue and maybe your stomach by attraction will revolt) ; 
and last, but not least, your wife’s face and hands must be 
smooth (even if she has to do the cooking and the laundry), 
so that your reaction will be pleasant when you touch her. 
All these niceties can make you fussy, but, if turned to their 
best use, make you gentle, considerate of others, and gifted 
in one or more of the arts where your great sensitivity is 
translated to creations that reflect it in beauty. 

70. MERCURY IN SCORPIO 

You see, hear, experience with the legalistic attitude of a 
judge. Anything that stands before the bar of your senses 
isn’t likely to get off easily, for you interpret critically what 
passes before jour eyes, and not alnajs kindly. As a result, 
when you give expression to jour judgment, j'ou may earn 
the reputation for Having a sharp tongue. Yout pow ers of 
observation are acute; you have the eje of an eagle, and a 
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kind of permanent awareness of what is going on around 
)ou makes it impossible for an) one to put anything over on 
jou. You have ejes in the back of )our head, and a sixth 
sense tells )ou things that the other five miss. Criticism is 
part of )our process of taking in the world, and )ou never 
take in much of it without passing judgment in the process. 
You observe accurately but not always charitably; the nerve 
channels through which impressions reach the brain arc ap- 
parently filled with acid which cats away the superficialities 
that impress others and leaves only the stark realities to be 
recorded on jour cerebellum. You arc therefore a first-class 
critic and debunker, seeing through phonincss, sham and 
pretension and, since jour eyes and ears rarely deceive jou, 
pretty generally getting to the truth of what goes on. 

71. MERCURY IN SAGITTARIUS 

You tend to overlook what is right before jour ejes, to 
neglect what is shouting right in jour car, because jour at. 
tention is on bigger, or anj-waj farther-off, things. You don’t 
see details. Sometimes jou don’t heir little squibs of con- 
versation and thus miss the whole point. Your senses were 
wool-gathering or else fixed jour attention on something 
else. They arc keen enough, but tend to scatter; they do not 
need to be sharpened so much as they need to be directed.

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72. MERCURY IN CAPRICORN 

You never miss a trick. You can hear the grass grow, see 
out of the back of jour head, smell garlic three blocks off, 
taste the faintest suggestion of flavoring, and feel the 
difference in the diameter of two hairs. Your sense impres- 
sions are right down to earth: you see, etc., things for what 
they are, without any ifs, buts or ands. You don’t intrude 
any judgment, any moral or aesthetic or social code, between 
yourself and reality. Morals and judgment may exist in your 
life, but they hate no bearing, in your mind, on things A 
sofa is a sofa. A bed is a bed The moral aspect of these 
pieces of useful furniture will not occur to you till someone 
else thinks of it. Your practical reaction to sense impres- 
sions makes your viewpoint the realest and sanest in the 
world, and you can often help others to get down to cases 
by calling them back from irrelevant details to a contempla- 
tion of the real thing under discussion. 

73 MERCURY IN AQUARIUS 

All your senses are keen, alert, strong and sensitive There 
is a robustness about your contemplation of the real world 
that is not injured by a very keen sense of beauty. Your 
great ability is to see beauty in things without finding it 
necessary to deny their reality'. Comersely, you make all 
useful things as beautiful as possible; and thus believe in the 
utility of art and the art of utility'. Nothing real is likely to 
be offensive to you if it has a use* you will smell the odors 
of the pigsty less than others because you are thinking of 
bacon rather than of filth But on the other hand, the beauty 
of an army will leaie you cold because you will shudder at 
the slaughter. Your sense reactions are conditioned by a 
nigged and realistic approach to experience that causes you 
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to regard everything you see, hear and touch in the light of 
your appraisal of its utilitarian and artistic merits, and little 
reaches you through the senses without passing through this 
nicely balanced court of values. 


74. MERCURY IN PISCES 

Your sensitiveness to impressions from the outer world 
is conditioned by the use they can be to you personally. You 
sec, hear, feel and taste what you want to. If you want to like 
a pie (because someone you love made it for you), it will 
actually taste to you like the best pie in the world. If you 
want to dislike a drawing (because someone you dislike 
drew it) , it will look hideous to you. Your approach to things 
is far from scientific; you have to struggle to exercise an 
objective judgment — to see anything for its own sake, with- 
out the intrusion of some personal irrelevancy that alters 
your vision and therefore your judgment. If your best friend 
has the voice of a screech owl, you’ll think it music: and if 
your worst enemy were a Caruso, you’d actually believe he 
was singing off key. Depersonalization of the approach to 
life is w hat you need to study, if you arc to sec the world as 
it is and not sec always in it a reflection of yourself. You 
probably think you are the fairest-minded person in the 
world, and may be as far as abstract justice is concerned. But 
in what reaches you through your senses, beware of the 
intrusion of personal biases. Let a spade be a spade. Even 
if it is digging your own grave, you can’t make it into a 
screwdriver by wishing you didn’t base to die! 


VENUS 

Venus is the emotional antenna of your Vitaiphere. Through 
Venus, impulsions come to you from the outer world 
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because of ■which you feel and react emotionally. Thb * 
position of Venus by sign at the time of your birth gives the 
key to your attitude toward these emotional experiences. 
As Mercury is the messenger linking sense impressions 
(sight, smell, etc.) to the basic nature of your Sun and 
Moon, so Venus is the messenger linking emotional impres- 
sions. If Venus is found in the same sign with the Sun , emo- 
tions gain importance in your life, having a direct bearing on 
your actions and generally causing you to put your best 
foot forward. If Venus is in the same sign with the Moon, 
emotions also gain importance, bearing directly on your in- 
ner nature, adding to self-confidence, making you sensitive 
to emotion impressions, and frequently indicating that you 
have more love in your heart than you are able to express. 
If Venus is in the same sign with Mercury, emotion impres- 
sions and sense impressions work together; you tend to 
idealize the world of the senses and to sensualize the world 
of the emotions; to interpret emotionally what you see and 
hear; and perhaps through this to become proficient in one 
of the arts.

hurt, but you aren’t touchy about it, you can’t hold a grudge, 
or even condemn those who hurt you You have a knack for 
thinking the best of people who repay you by thinking the 
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best of j ou. The directness of your response to social rela- 
tions, the genuineness of your affections, which )ou express 
with a combination of sincerity and impersonality — these 
endear you to many, make you a sought-after companion and 
guest and a charming host or hostess. You can safely allow 
emotional experience to be the breath of your life because 
when it is filtered through your clarifying responses it Is a 
pure, sweet and exhilarating air. 


58. VENUS IN SCORPIO

43. MARS IN LEO 

Energy Rons normally in self-centered channels, serving 
the main bent of your nature by insuring that you will al- 
ways, as if by instinct, put your best foot forward. You 
have abundant animal magnetism and charm, and can “get 
away with murder” : people take things from you that they'd 
be angry at another about, and you like to "make ’em take it 
and like it.” You are probably easy to look at, and make 
the most of your natural graces. Your energies are the will- 
ing servant of your ego, enabling you to dramatize whatever 
life task you set yourself. Energy may or may not be abun- 
dant, but in any case you make the most of what you have: 
this is the position of someone who “dies with his boots on" 
and can always be counted on to do his duty, provided the 
duty is one that he can relate to his deep ego centers.

44. MARS IN VIRGO 

Your energies are directed to system, or, in the negative 
manifestation, to no-system. “When it’s good it’s very very 
good, and when it’s bad, it’s horrid "One way or another 
your effort is related to the order of your life. You will be 
the most systematic, logical, orderly, precise person in the 
world. Or else you will live from hand to mouth, your rooms 
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in disorder, in constant rebellion against putting things 
where they belong. To get anywhere with this position of 
Mars you must learn how to accept the details of life, to 
take them for granted, so as to release your excellent mental 
energies into progressive channels. Until you have put your 
house in order, there is no place for you in the outer world. 
Once you have achieved order, you must progress to the 
point where jou take it for granted; because to spend all 
your time dusting and straightening up is as wasteful as to 
spend all your time looking for things.

JUPITER 

Jupiter is the feeler you have out in the world for oppor- 
tunity.

Jupiter’s sign position indicates the places in which 
you will look for opportunity, the uses to which you wish to 
put it, and the capacity you have to react to and profit by it. 
Jupiter is ordinarily, and erroneously, called the Planet of 
Luck. It is “luck” in so far as it is the index of opportunity; 
but your luck depends less on what comes to you (Jupiter) 
than on what you do with it (the total personality). Oppor- 
tunity appeals to you along lines laid down by your Jupiter, 
and you should study carefully the paragraph m this section 
relating to you. In the same sign with Sun or Moon, Jupiter 
gives a direct and generally effective response to oppoi 
tunity and is likely to show forth at its “luckiest.” If Jupite 
is in the same sign with Mercury, sense impressions ar 
interpreted opportunistically — what you see and hear is gris

27. JUPITER IN ARIES 

Opportunity appeals to jou along lines related directly to 
ego justification. This can take the aggressive "I-can-do* 
anything” form or the passive, timid “Am-I-fitted-for-that 
— am-I-capable-of-doing-that?” Opportunity isn’t primarily 
a chance to make money, to achieve glory, or to serve, but 
is something more, and personal. Depending on the biases 
of jour ego, this will be a broad or a narrow influence. It 
tends to add fire to an already self-assured nature and to give 
some self-assurance to the timid soul. One of two dangers 
besets jou: (i) overoptimism about jour own talents, and 
a consequent eagerness to tty anj thing once, resulting from 
the feeling that nothing is too big for jou; ( 2 ) limitation of 
opportunity to a narrow ego demand, the result of a limita- 
tion in self-confidence, and a resultant refusal to step out- 
side the confining areas jou hai e set up for yourself.

Saturn indicates the direction that will be taken in life by 
the self-preservative principle which, in its highest manifesta- 
tion, ceases to be purely defensive and becomes ambitious 
and aspirational. Your defense, or attack, against the 
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world is shown by the sign position of Saturn in the Vita- 
sphere of birth. If Saturn h in the same sign t tntli Sun or 
Moon, defense predominates, and there is danger of intro- 
version. The further Saturn is from Sun, Moon and 
Ascendant, the better for objectivity and extroversion. If 
Saturn is in the same sign with Mercury , profound and 
serious reaction to sense impressions; generally accompanies 
a deep and efficient mind. If Saturn is in the same sign with 
Venus, defensive attitude toward emotional experience makes 
for apparent coolness in love, and difficulty through the 
emotions and human relations; conservative in finance, and 
generally a "lucky-in-cards-unlucky-in-love" position. If 
Saturn is in the same sign with Mars, confusion between de- 
fensive and aggressive urges can make an indecisive person 
— or, if Sun and Moon arc strong, and total personality well 
developed, a balanced, peaceful and calm individual of sober 
judgment and moderate actions. If Saturn is in the same sign 
with Jupiter, reaction to opportunity is sober and balanced.

15.’ SATURN IN GEMINI 

You attack the world vigorously, finding jour natural de- 
fense in a swift flanking movement in which, by speed and 
profundit), jou justify jour existence. This is one of the 
best positions for Saturn, sharpening and deepening jour 
reaction to experience and giving jou mastery of mind and 
therefore of life. You justify j ourself active!) and articu- 
latcl), and work outward into the world in intellectual or 
phjsical endeavor. You are shrewd in business dealings and 
can be slick. You arc likel) to range far in jour battle with 
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life, which is a sort of intellectual guessing game that you 
are determined to win by force of superior intellect. You arc 
rarely stalemated e\en by the most complicated of situa- 
tions that you get } ourself into, for you always have an 
“out” which is likely to be an “up” as well. Adaptability is 
your great strength: jour notion of bow to justify yourself 
is not limited, and you have few vocational inhibitions This 
is also a weakness: you’re willing to try anything once. But 
you concentrate readily and can master many things in one 
lifetime.

16 . SATURN IN CANCER 
This is a powerful if complicated position and generally 
indicates a parent fixation. The need for self-justification is 
the deepest driving force of the life, welded into the psycho- 
logical background by circumstances of the early environ- 
ment, and causes you to take one of two directions (i ) You 
become an introvert: you despair of being able to justify 
v ourself and withdraw into yourself defeated This of course 
is a destructive development, and should be fought ofl in 
favor of: ( 2 ) You require the maximum of self-justification 
to overcome a deep sense of inferiority and go out to battle 
the world aggressively to compensate for your (real or 
imagined) shortcomings Psychologically, this is a “little 
man” position: your opinion of yourself it low, and you 
make up for it by assuming it to be high and living up to the 
assumption Tins leads to success through considerable ten- 
sion and stress. Material matters arc important to you 4 
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security is one of your requisites, and you may acquire, and 
lose, much property before you die. Acquisition may be 
closely linked to your need for self-justification and thus 
make you grasping. You may come from a poor family and 
feel the need for overcoming the initial handicap. Or the 
power urge may be related to possessions. Though a home 
is important to you, you are not a warm-natured person. You 
may delude yourself into thinking you need love and sym- 
pathy which you don’t get, but dose examination will prove 
that what you really want is respect — -which you will get. 
You can utilize this position of Saturn as the hub of your 
life, and from it make the spokes extend far in almost any 
direction. 


17. SATURN IN LEO 

This position directs your personality to defend itself 
against life as dramatically as possible. If the total per- 
sonality is aggressive, you will find self-justification in the 
public eye. Nothing will justify you in your own eyes if you 
aren’t attracting attention. Not for you the obscure job 
with the big pay: you’d rather lead the parade for nothing, 
and may e\en pay for the privilege. People who are eager 
to subscribe to books that print their name very likely have 
Saturn in Leo. The need for approval and the public gaze 
is linked to the ego-protective centers, and the limelight be- 
comes the Sun of Life. If the total personality is passive 
rather than active, the need for attention is no less present 
but you may get it in a variety of ways. Invalidism is s 
favorite; some variety of physical ailment with a neurotic 
background is frequent in this sign, and if you think there’* 
anything the matter with you, it’s worth analyzing yourself, 
or being analyzed, to see if h isn’t a means of stealing iht 
show of your private life. If the dramatic urge leads intC 
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constructive channels, you will go far and high; but the 
danger is that, loving drama, acclaim and glory’ for their 
own sake, you will seek them regardless of aim and motive. 
Be careful of hurting others in your attack on life; be careful 
also that you don’t hurt y ourself. Too much limelight blisters 
the skin, and it is possible with this position to be too smart

18. SATURN IN VIRGO 

This position in its best form finds justification In work or 
service, is a bear for detail, and a tough drillmaster but no 
executive. You’re a stickler for rules and methods, and can 
fail to see the forest for the trees. This is a narrowing po- 
sition and should not be taken as the huh of the life, 
though your tendency is to feel pretty well pleased with 
yourself if jou are doing efficiently and accurately what is 
expected of you. You will work overtime to do what you 
have to do thoroughly, or to do added work that is In the 
direct line of duty. But you probably won’t work overtime on 
something that could broaden your scope unless some other 
indication in the chart is very impelling and very broad in 
effect. In its worst form, you complain about work, and may 
refuse to work at all; this occurs if y our whole personality 
is shown to be passive or resentful, when Saturn in Virgo 
seems to make all the burdens of the world light on your 
shoulder for you to complain about.

19. SATURN IN LUIUA 

You appear to have little need to defend yourself, be- 
cause your justification comes directly through others. 1 ou 
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are capable of being one of the best adjusted of mortals, 
living easily with your associates, in getting along with 
whom your deepest ego is vindicated. This position of Saturn 
is bound to take you out of yourself and turn a major por- 
tion of your attention to the outer world and the people in 
it. If you’re a naturally aggressive and extraverted person, 
this gives you great tact and charm, because of which you 
get what you want with a minimum of struggle. You don’t 
have to fight your way along because your deepest intuitions 
tell you how to win friends and influence people graciously. 
If your nature is passive or tends to be introverted, you 
devote your life wholeheartedly to service of others and 
satisfy your tendency to inwardness by self-fulfillment 
through sacrifice. In any case, and along whatever lines the 
total personality leads, this position of Saturn is one of the 
best insurances of usefulness, and will tend to strengthen 
and lend significance to an otherwise undistinguished chart. 

20. SATURN IN SCORPIO 

This position is an index of a complex personality. Your 
defense mechanism works deep below the level of conscious- 
ness on the primal instincts and urges; your battle with life 
goes on within yourself continuously, even when you are un- 
aware of it. Your thoughts, words, acts are almost auto- 
matically determined for you. You have to train yourself to 
know your own motives and to bring into the light of reason 
the urges behind what you do. The reproductive urge is 
directly linked with the self preservation instinct, and you 
will seek for security in sex fulfillment and therefore mar- 
riage. But your defenses are up against yielding yourself 
to anyone else, and this stands in the way of sex and mar- 
ried harmony, and perhaps causes you to replace the love 
instinct with something more sensational that gratifies 
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superficially without demanding as much of the whole 
personality. Because self-justification joins with these deep 
primal instincts, )ou are very suspicious and war)' about 
almost everything and can be, among other things, a demon 
of jealousy. Your constant struggle is wearing, because )ou 
want the maximum of self-justification with the minimum of 
self-yielding. If true success demands too much, jou arc 
capable of giving up the struggle entirely, of denjing the 
urge for self-preservation and self-justification utterly, rather 
than yield your inner self to get it.

21. SATURN IN SAGITTARIUS

have justified jour existence, nor will fame, unless it be 
achieved in intellectual or spiritual accomplishment. Your 
fields of thought and activity are not limited; jou go forth 
to life eagerlj with an open mind, in the filling of which is 
jour deepest satisfaction.

Whatever your job may be, you'll find your self-justification 
in mental and spiritual excellence and, holding up for your- 
self a very high personal standard, are likely to find yourself 
saddled with the responsibilities of leadership in whatever 
sphere you may move. 

22. SATURN IN CAPRICORN 

This position requires success in the materialistic, financial 
or fame sense of the word, and will not long be satisfied 
with unrecognized worth. Some subtlety attaches to your 
mentality; you may work long and hard for little pay and 
little acclaim, but your aim is to get more, and you never 
forget it. In this way, you are hardheaded, if not hard- 
hearted, and can very well be both. Your deep ego urge 
is to defend yourself against the world by conquering it and 
by forcing it to recognize you; and since this urge is deeply 
ingrained in the subconscious and demands recognition, you 
are never likely to lose sight of it. This leads to heights of 
success or to embittered failure if it operates in its simple 
form. Your aim should be to become less materialistic, to 
discover wells of power within yourself. You can have no 
control over the world till you have control over yourself; 
and in gaining this essential to your success, you should dis- 
cover also that “your mind to you a kingdom is” in which 
it is as. to rule as ia any temporal Mwgivte. ^ 

possible for you to learn that there are all kinds of power 
over the world, and that wealth and fame are not the only 
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ways of achieving it. There is the sense of power jou get 
from giving, from serving, from helping. To transmute the 
power urge from its primitive, materialistic, strong-arm 
form to its more esoteric and refined uses is to insure that 
your powerful subconscious drive to success shall be vindi- 
cated along the most civilized lines, which arc in the end 
most gratifying. 

23. SATURN IN AQUARIUS 

You seek self-justification and acclaim and material success 
very much as Saturn in Capricorn (Par. 22 , which you 
should read), but aren’t likely to be so hard-boiled about it. 
Saturn in Aquarius wants fame, recognition and power, 
but is more concerned with keeping the good opinion of 
other people in getting it and will rarely if ever hurt them. 
This position adds gentleness and strength to any chart; 
the ego requires the approval of society for its own justifica- 
tion — requires the good opinion of men more than their 
obedience, and is willing to trade respect for love. The social 
urge in this waj is strong, and Saturn in Aquarius will spend 
a lot of time justify ing its transgressions (which may be 
numerous) and making explanations and excuses for short- 
comings. Since society is important to jou, jou tend to as- 
sume that jou are important to society, and if jour whole 
chart is verj passive, jou may come to think that it owes jou 
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society as your true means of self-justification, is to live up 
to the best of this idealistic position of Saturn. 


24. SATURN IN PISCES 

This position causes you to seek vindication within your- 
self. Your struggle with the world is the inner struggle be- 
tween the good and the bad within you; and you are cap- 
able of being content with seif-approval when you have 
mastered yourself. If from this point introspection goes 
deeper, you realize that self-approval is not enough, and 
require that self-approval shall be further served by the 
approval of others. Your defense against the hardships of 
life (and life does seem hard to you) lies not in open 
struggle with it, but in struggle within yourself to make 
life seem less difficult. This in its worst form results in intro- 
version, withdrawal, brooding, giving up the struggle, and 
holing up alone to feel sorry for yourself. In its middle 
form, you fight off the lethargy and the withdrawal and find 
the key to your problem within yourself. In its advanced and 
best form, you improve your doleful outlook, redirect your 
energies outward, discover your virtues and your abilities, 
and make complete self-approval wait till you have won 
some objective testimony of your worth. This is a difficult 
position, but being flexible, gives great inner strength. You 
are moody and tend to fluctuate from heights of being 
pleased with yourself and the world to depths in which you 
and everything else is at sixes and sevens. Your reaction 
to experience is almost wholly subjective : sunshine is shadow 
if you’re feeling bad; and clouds are harbingers of joy if 
you’re feeling good. You are one of the people who thinks 
a rainstorm was sent solely to destroy your outing, and who 
rebels personally against the weather. In acute form this 
leads on to delusions of persecution or some minor neurosis.

25. SATURN IN ARIES 

Your defense mechanism is directed toward se//-dcfense 
and ^//-justification. The problems of living constitute to 
you a direct frontal attack of the world on jour own 
personalit), and the vindication of this steals the show from 
concerns of material progress and sccvrh j. In its worst 
form this makes for narrowness, self-centeredness, touch- 
iness, up to and including delusions of persecution. AH the 
forces of j our nature unite to defend the ego, which imagines 
itself badly used and needful of the maximum protection. 
From this can arise an almost unbelievable capacity to mis- 
understand others and a sort of chip-on-thc-shoulder atti- 
tude which defies others to understand jou. Carried upward 
and onward and broadened into spheres of usefulness, this 
makes jou decplj desirous of self-betterment, capable of 
long, arduous mental work by which jou succeed in making 
joursclf the sort of person who will not require defending, 
but whose genuine traits will be the best defense against the 
world’s attack.

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26. SATURN IN TAURUS 

This position presents the simplest and most direct 
manifestation of the instinct of self-preservation, which you 
satisfy by material comfort and security. If you have these, 
life cannot attack you in any way that matters deeply. The 
need to defend yourself in emotional, intellectual matters 
is not deep, and you are therefore an easy person to live 
with because your deep ego centers don’t bristle and writhe 
at imagined affronts or offenses. You are secure if your 
body is secure; and are able to bring a great deal of idealism 
to bear on all of life’s other problems in which you, unlike 
many others, can be detached and gracious. When you’re 
materially secure, you have to look out for smugness and 
self-satisfaction and for a tendency to identify yourself and 
your work too closely with your possessions and your ma- 
terial status. You are deeply a conservative in finance and 
can be a penny ptncher. You will rarely gamble, and/or lose 
property because of your own actions, unless, through taking 
security too much for granted, you feel it can’t possibly be 
lost. Self-satisfaction then becomes overconfidence and is, of 
course, dangerous. The tendency to take things too much for 
granted can also lead you to trust some less careful person 
with your security and to lose it through the bad judgment 
of others on whom you have, because of oversureness, not 
exercised the proper control.

These planets remain in one sign so long — Uranus seven 
years and Neptune fourteen 3 ears — that their influence 
conditions whole generations at a tune. Their significance by 
sign, therefore, must be regarded in a very general nature 
when jou read it in 3 our Vitaspherc. They are the planets 
of genius — and obvious^ everyone born in a seven- or 
fourteen-3ear period is not a genius. To know this, the rela- 
tion of Uranus or Neptune to the Ascendant, the Mid- 
heaven, the Sun, Moon and the planets must be determined, 
and this complete picture is be)ond the scope of this book. 
When )Ou find the four essential house cusps (Chapter XI )i 
jou may discover that Uranus is in the sign on the Ascend- 
ant (1st sector) or m the toth sector (the Mid-hea\en). If 
30U do have one of these positions in 3 our Vitaspherc, )ou 
may belong in the genius (or eccentric I) class Also, Uranus 
in the same sign with Sun, Moon, Mercury or Jupiter ele- 
vate* 30U Neptune in the same sign with Sun or Moon has 
similar effect, but is more dangerous because Neptune re- 
lates to the deepest subconscious, and its near-conjunction 
to Sun or Moon sometimes injures the sense of realitj and 
causes the name to live in a dream world of his own. 

Uranus in a general wa) relates to the neuromentahty, 
the treatise ongmafit) or individuality and his position bj 
sign in the Vitaspherc tells the direction along which )OU 
will seek to express 3 our most characteristic self in cream e 
and original effort In the same sign xc-tlh Metrt/ry or the 
Moon, acute awareness, quick reaction to sense imprcss'ons 
and experience, a hair-trigger mind.

In the same sign t vith Saturn, good 
sense lending expedience to original ideas; can be a practical- 
creative position, but more often than not sets up a destroy- 
ing conflict between practicality and originality that can 
result in a stalemate. In the same sign with Jupiter, makes 
opportunity, creates wealth and the means of getting it, in- 
ventive, daring, executive. 

Neptune relates to the deepest wells of the subconscious, 
inherited mentality and spirituality, indicating what you 
take deeply for granted in life. Neptune in the same sign 
with Sun or Moon indicates that intuitions and hunches— or 
delusions — dominate; a need for rigidly holding to reality. 
In the same sign with Mercury , sharp sense perceptions, a 
sensitive mind, perhaps creative; a quivering intensity of 
reaction to sense experience. In the same sign with Venus, 
idealistic and romantic (or sentimental) reaction to emo- 
tional experience, danger of sensationalism and love of 
strange pleasures. In the same sign with Mars, energy and 
intuition that work together to make mastery of life — one 
of the signs of having angels (or devils) on your side. In the 
same sign with Jupiter , intuitive response to opportunity 
generally along practical and money-making Unes; one of the 
signs of security if not indeed of wealth.

This was the era of imperial expansion in England 
and America — the time when “men grew tall” and there 
were “giants in the earth.” Born in this era, you saw around 
you in the great world of your childhood examples of daring 
which succeeded dramatically. You were, because of Uranus' 
position in the self-conscious and dramatic Leo, impres- 
sionable to the prowess of these Great Men. A kind of hero 
worship is natural to you; and the individualistic creative 
expression which will suit you best is the sort which will allow 
you to stand in the limelight and hear applause for your 
originality, your daring, your cleverness, your genius. The 
aim of your mental, creative originality is recognition, ac- 
claim, applause, and you exert your deepest originality in its 
most characteristic form and to its best advantage when this 
goal is in sight. 

7. URANUS IN VIRGO (1878-85) 

Your originality is most likely to assert itself along lines 
of organization, routine, or social w-elfare. If you ever work 
along your most characteristic lines, it will be to make some 
contribution to social or business systems. You can be an 
efficiency expert in the service of capitalist industry and 
make your genius valuable along that lme. Or your desire to

You can be content with the worship (or fear) of a 
small circle and can, because of this, be capable of limiting 
the scope of y our great powers. Lov e, or sex, is important to 
you; you rule others if you control yourself, and if you don’t 
are the slave to others, or to your own instincts, which are 
very powerful. You are capable of gratifying your need for 
power by identifying y ourself with machinery and are often 
successful in mechanical or engineering fields, where you are 
able to feel your own strength in the strength of the machine 
you make or operate. You love speed and feel at home when 
moving swiftly. If sel Controlled, y ou are a powerful execu- 
tive requiring absolute military obedience. Your deep need 
for self-control is manifest in your worship of method, sys- 
tem, efficiency and obedience.

XL URANUS IN CAPRICORN (19W-12) 

This period produced the generation whose most im- 
pressionable years (six to fourteen) were shaken by the war. 
They never knew a stable world and have not yet known one. 
Throughout this period Uranus in Capricorn was opposed 
by Neptune in Cancer, so it is impossible to estimate the 
force Uranus in Capricorn alone would have in the con- 
temporary world. It is therefore necessary to consider this 
position in connection with Neptune’s opposition from 
Cancer. AH the deep primal instincts of Neptune in Cancer 
(for a home, for security, for personal identification with 
these self-preservative factors) were shaken by Uranus’ 
opposition from Capricorn (worldly circumstance and neces- 
sities). Capricorn is the so-called World sign, and it is 
natural that the genius Uranus therein should produce a gen- 
eration that would upset old traditions. And indeed this 
was the generation that passed through the nightmare of 
war and postwar, when the old ideals (Neptune in Cancer) 
tottered before individualistic expression ( Uranus) brought 
on by rebellion (Uranus) against a world condition (Capri- 
corn). With this position, jou are likely to feci that jou 
arc gi\ing expression to your truest genius in rebellion 
against things as they are, or as they were, for you still 
remember the revolt against convention* that occupied your 
\outh, when to be part of the general iconoclam of the 
day was considered personally daring. Alas* individualism 
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was the product of Uranus in Capricorn. To progress from 
this conventional unconventionality to truly finding yourself 
and your individual expression has been quite a task. When 
you find it you will discover that your great contribution 
must be along lines of social progress, probably quite con* 
servative in aim, even if unusual in method. You seek not to 
destroy the law and the prophets, but to fulfill them with all 
the vigor and individualism of the New Dispensation. 

12. URANUS IN AQUARIUS (1912-19) 

By the time you started remembering, the first World 
War was over and the world was being reborn. The in- 
dividualism for which those born with Uranus in Capricorn 
(1904-12) rebelled and fought, you take for granted. Their 
legacy to you was a world from which by the sweat of their 
hearts they had stripped old pruderies, old taboos, old con- 
ventions. The freedom to be themselves for which they 
struggled came naturally to you, and because of this, you 
take for granted the dignity of the individual that was ques- 
tioned in the generation before you. In your hands is the fight- 
ing of the next war, whether it be fought on battlefields in 
the old bloody manner or in legislative halls for social 
changes. You know instinctively that )our individual genius 
requires a mass expression, that there is no personal free- 
dom for anyone till everyone is free, and that no individual 
can be happier than the sum total of his society is happy. You 
are the lamplighters of the new birth of freedom in the 
hour of the world’s darkness. In the depths of your spirits 
jou know that there is no individualism, no personal genius, 
no true expression possible to any one human being till all of 
mankind has found the level at which it can live securely 
together. This is the great message of the Aquarian age of 
which you and those of your generation are the acoljtes. 
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13. URANUS IN PISCES (1919-27) 

When the second World War has been fought, those of 
you who survive — and many of jou will have been too joung 
to go— will fall heir to the legacy of a new social order, and 
you will be able to go on to the true expression of in- 
dividual genius in avenues of self-fulfillment and self- 
discovery. Your genius is for inner truth and self-sufficiency. 
Rugged individualism in the economic sense will not appeal 
to you, but in the security of a new social order jou w ill 
achieve a new individualism, based on self-knowledge and 
self-respect. You will take for granted the new world in 
which your maturity will be spent, a world of greater social 
equality. And in this world jou will not drop to the mediocre 
level that is prophesied by the reactionary prophets of doom; 
jou will, on the contrary, develop a new genius: the genius 
of personal development for its own sake, quite apart from 
the necessity of earning a living You will know ) ourself 
better than jour fathers and mothers and jour older 
brothers and sisters knew themselves: jou will make de- 
mands on yourself and drive jourself to new heights of per- 
sonal accomplishment. Your genius is for the adventure of 
self-discovery and self-development, and in this adventure 
jou will range new fields of unprecedented profundity. 
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home (literally or figuratively) onward to new frontiers, 
never so happy as when jou are applying jour individualism 
to an upheaval of some sort, as a result of which you see 
living conditions bettered. Plenty of unsettlement has accom- 
panied jour life as a result of this urge to go upward and 
onward, for the square of Neptune in Aries to jour Uranus 
in Cancer has injured your judgment on important moves 
and hasn’t given your individualism quite an even break 
with the world. However, the adventurous spirit has been 
yours, and even if your impatient genius has upset your 
world, you wouldn’t live your life any other way. 


1. NEPTUNE IN TAURUS (1874-89) 

You were bom in the Golden Age of economic expansion 
and took material conditions as you found them for granted. 
Your deepest subconscious springs proceed from the eco- 
nomic soil in which you grew’, (i) If you were poor or 
economically insecure, your whole personality has been con- 
ditioned by your acceptance of, or rebellion against, this cir- 
cumstance. Your intuitions come directly from this source; 
your instinctive reactions are related to poverty or the 
overcoming of it. ( 2 ) If you were rich or secure, you have 
taken this for granted, and you have your intuitions and 
instincts self-assured, though this doesn’t mean that they 
have been correct. Whatever condition surrounded your 
birth and early life, you will discover that the wellsprings 
of your instinct are somehow rooted in concepts of property 
and security, and that deep below everything else the security 
motive, the property motive, is permanently fixed.

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2. NEPTUNE IN GEMINI (1889-1902) 

The era of change and invention dominated jour forma- . 
tive years, and consequently your subconscious is geared to 
ideas of change and development. You take naturally to in- 
novations and novelties. This can make you (a) broad, tol- 
erant, creative; or (b) flighty, irresponsible, jittery. Either 
development is possible, for both have their roots in flexi- 
bility, which because of the era in which you grew up was 
built into your nature deeply. This is a complex position for 
Neptune, for you probably appear to have no complexes — 
that is, no roots — at all. But the very absence of roots is 
your complex, and you need to find roots in the outside 
world to make up for the shifting sands on which yonr sub- 
conscious builds. You need to study the externals of life 
carefully and find your stability in things and ideas gained 
intellectually. When you have done this, your natural flexi- 
bility will help elevate you toward a high personal and cul- 
tural standard, and you will find j ourself highly tolerant, 
understanding and creative in your approach to life. 

3. NEPTUNE IN GANGER (1901-16) 

If jou also have Uranus in Capricorn, Par. ii covers 
Neptune in Cancer for j r ou also. If jou have Uranus in Sagit- 
tarius or Aquarius, your Neptune in Cancer escapes the oppo- 
sition to Uranus, and your inner psychic pattern will follow 
Neptune in Cancer considered in its own right. Your early 
home environment impressed you deeply and even more 
than most fixed your instinctive reactions to life and con- 
ditioned jour intuitions. You may range far from the ideal 
of jour subconscious, but this will forever remain fixed in a 
home of your own, and jou will never feet yourself till jou 
are settled in one. Since this demand of the ego is fairly 
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easy of fulfillment, you stand a chance of escaping the worst 
complexes that beset human beings; and once you have 
established your own hearth and fireside, and rested your 
soul in it, your instinctual urges should work naturally 
toward the smooth fulfillment of the total personality. You 
arc extremely sensitive to atmospheres and moods, of places 
as well as of people, and should allow your instinct to guide 
you in the selection of a location for your home. Congenial 
surroundings are necessary for your best development, and 
peace in the places where you live and work is essential to 
the best growth of the ego, which instinctively remembers 
the peace of infancy and the protective atmosphere of the 
mother and seeks to rediscover these in its physical and 
psychic environment. If the total personality is passive, weak 
rather than strong, this can make you a spoiled child all 
your life, causing you to expect your ■wife or husband or 
friends to stand in loco parentis and humor your whims.

You can be 
imposed on and get into trouble by thinking everyone as 
magnanimous as you are. 

5. NEPTUNE IN ARIES (1862-75) ^ 

This position makes you a great individualist and egoist, 
for the subconscious is always whispering to you of your 
own importance. This can be anything from a creative genius 
to a bumptious egotist. Mind power is great and must be 
carefully controlled. You can invent things for personal 
glory and mass benefit. You can dominate those around you 
to their ruin and your own. You can give up your life to 
service, or you can make others give up their lives serving 
you. Self-deception is especially dangerous, for your sub- 
conscious intrudes between you and reality, and you miss the 
facts of life by being too impressed with your interpretations 
of them, which can be far from right. You need to become 
detached and objective, and this requires deep awareness and 
hard mental work, for you tend to follow hunches and in- 
stincts and to rule out the reasonable things which might help 
>ou. You have a fine courageous spirit; your self-confidence 
makes you a rock of strength; and through proper control 
of inner, subconscious forces jou are a big influence in what- 
ever sphere jou move. 



CHAPTER XI 


Planetary Influence in Your Life 

CHECK-UP OF THE PAST: FORECAST FOR TEN 1EARS 


With the birth record complete, we now follow the 
transits of the planets through jour Jife. 

As the transiting planets go through certain signs, they 
make aspects to jour natal planets, whose sign positions jou 
now have in the birth record. These “transits” influence you 
during the years they are in force. We wish to know — 

( t ) In w hat sign a transiting planet must be to set up an 
influence on you. To answer the question Where? 

(a) When it is in this sign. To answer the question 
When? 

(3 ) What the influence is in that period. How does it act ? 
To answer the question How? 

The answers to these questions arc expressed in the birth- 
record blank, when filled in, as follows: 
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Column B, when filled in, tells in what sign the transiting 
planet must-be to exert its influence as conjunction, 
opposition, r upper square or lower square. 

Column C, when filled in, tells when this influence will be 
in force. 


Column D shows the paragraph reading that covers the 
period of life indicated in Column C and answers the 
question How does the planet work at this time? 

The first thing to do is to fill in Column B. 



This small piece of a sample birth record is properly filled 
in from the table on page 234, which you should look at 
carefully. For any planet (Sun or Moon) in Gemini, the 
conjunction will fall in Gemini, the opposition in Sagittarius, 
the upper square in Pisces and the lower square m Virgo. 

The table (p. 234) gives the position of aspects for any 
sign of the Zodiac Fill in your blank for all the planets, the 
Sun, and the Moon, from it, using in each case the sign occu- 
pied by the planet (in the left column) and copying out the 
signs from which a transiting planet makes the indicated 
aspects.

We know that a planet (Sun, Moon) in Gemini — in this 
case, the Sun — -will be influenced when a transiting planet is 
in Gemini, Sagittarius, Pisces or Virgo. We now wish to 
know when a planet — the planet Saturn, in our example — 
will be there. 

To find this, we use the table on page 207 — Saturn's 
place from 1870 to 1920 ; and on pages 244-245 — Saturn’s 
place 1921-50. (The birth date we are using is June 8, 
1902, and we will naturally not record any transit before this 
year) 

On page 207 we find that Saturn was in Gemini (transit- 
ing m conjunction in this example) in 19 12-14, so we 
write “1912— 14” in the indicated space. 

On page 207 we find that Saturn was in Virgo (lower 
square) m 1919—20, so we record this. 

On pages 244-245 we find that Saturn was in Sagittarius 
(opposition) from 1926 to 1929; and in Pisces (upper 
square), 1935-38. Record these.

In Saturn’s column, the same influence repeats e\cr) thirt) 
)ears, and must be recorded and read each time 
The paragraph numbers (printed on the birth record 
blank) tell the influence in force at the time )ou fill 
in beside them 
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as we have seen in Chapters VI, VII, VIII and IX, has 
been responsible for the, flux of success and failure in the 
Lives of both great and small. 

To do this, you must first fill in the lower part of the 
birth record by placing in the sign column the proper sign 
or signs for Ascendant, Obscure Period, etc. 

1. Find your birth-date period in the left-hand column of 
the small table at the top of page 238, and take 
out the number under your birth month. (Example: 
Born May 26 — of any year — your number is 28:30, 
which is read 28 hours, 30 minutes.) 

2. If born after noon, add to this number your hour of 
birth. (Example: Born 7:30 P.M., May 26, 28:30+ 
7:30=35:60. This is 35 hours and 60 minutes, or 36 
hours even.) If born in the morning , subtract from 
this number the number of .hours you were born be- 
fore noon. (Example: 6:30 A.M. is five and a half 
hours before noon. Thus: 28:30 — 5:30 = 23:00. If 
the result of either of these operations comes out 
greater than 24 (first example above) subtract 24 from 
it, and call this your sidereal time at birth. Thus, 
above, the first example came out 36, so 12 is the 
sidereal time at birth. The second example came 
out 23, which is the sidereal time at birth. 

3. When you have your sidereal time at birth, locate it 
in the left-hand column of the big table.

— that describe that period in your life. The check-up will 
give you food for thought! 

Checking Planets * Places to Approximate Degrees 

You will note in some of the paragraphs the words 
“Calculate exactly.” In order to pin these influences down 
to the time when they worked in your life, you must estimate 
the approximate position of the planet within the sign. You 
have this for Sun, Moon, Uranus and Neptune. You can 
estimate the others as follows: 

Saturn stays in each sign about two and a half years. Thus 
in the table (page 207) he was in Pisces during part 
of 1905, part of 1906, all of 1907 and part of 1908. 
In the earliest year, he is in the beginning of the sign — 
around 5 0 ; in the next year or years, in the middle of 
the sign (around 15°) ; and at the end, in the last part 
of the sign (around 25 0 ). Approximate the degree of 
Saturn in your Vitasphere by applying this rule, which 
will enable you to get more accurately the time at which 
transits to your Saturn influence you. 
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Jupiter stays in each sign about one j ear. Judge him to 
be at about 8° in his first four months, i6° his second 
four months, 26° his last four months in each sign. 

Mars stays in each sign about five weeks and moves at 
the rate of 2° in three dajs. He enters at o’ and 
emerges at 29 0 , and you can approximate his position 
in the sign by determining for how long he has been 
moving into the sign, and adding 2" for every three 
dajs he has been there. 

Venus moves at about 1* per day; add 1" (to o') 
for every day she has been in the sign prior to jour 
birthday. 

Mercury's motion is variable. Divide 30° by the number . 
of dajs he is in the sign; this gives the daily motion. 
Multiply the daily motion by the number of days he 
is in the sign and add this to o° for his approximate 
position in the sign.

100. URANUS’ TRANSIT THROUGH THE SECTORS 
OF THE VITASPHERE 

Unlike Saturn, Uranus will perhaps not ever transit all the 
sectors, since it takes him eighty-four years to get around 
(to Saturn’s thirty) and few live out the whole cycle. The 
sectors he occupies during your “prime of life” will tell a 
lot about whether your life is public or private — whether 
you seek to get recognition (if he occupies the rise sectors 
in important periods) or whether your work is worthy and 
obscure (if he occupies mainly the obscure and first-rise 
sectors during your best years). He will bring, like Saturn, 
new starts in 4th, emergence in 7th, climax in 10th, con- 
solidation from 10th to ist, and retirement at ist and in the 
obscure sector. Note especially, for the future, where 
Gemini falls in your chart. Here, in 1942,. Saturn awl 
Uranus come together, and the sector in which this occurs 
will give you a clue to the general scope of your life there* 
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after for a long time. Uranus remains in each of the twelve 
sectors for seven years, setting up long-range vibrations of 
the same general nature as Saturn’s. Note the long-range 
pace and direction of your life from Uranus’ position at 
any given time (whether down, up, public, private) and 
look then to Saturn, to see how circumstances (Saturn) will 
aid and abet the important pattern of Uranus. 


101. NEPTUNE TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR

Calculate exactly; and note also the years during which 
Neptune Is in the same sign with your Sun. This is a long- 
range influence, setting up attitudes and vibrations that 
seem permanently a part of your nature and may become so 
if you let them. It brings set conditions — emotional, finan- 
cial, physical — and inclines to fixed ideas, especially about 
yourself. Your task is to see that they are the kind you can 
make good use of. The danger is that they will be merely 
obsessions and that they will rule you. Among the “ob- 
sessions” (major and minor) which you should guard 
against are: self-pity , inferiority, physical tnfenortly ( hypo- 
chondria), moodiness, sensationalism (giving way to emo- 
tions, feelings, sensations). You are likely to feel, “This is 
the way I am, and I can't do anything about it,” which 
obviously is not a strong attitude. However, ?t is possible 
under this transit to get fixed ideas that will benefit you by 
giving drive to your abilities and ambitions. Among these 
plus obsessions are self-confidence (the fixed idea of personal 
worth and strength) ; profundity (the fixed idea that you 
are a weighty and reckonable person with important 
thoughts, ideas, etc.) ; creatneness (the fixed idea that you 
are able to do something) ; compassion (the fixed idea that 
}ou like to help others, listen to others' troubles, be a pillar 
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of society, etc.) ; sensitiveness (the fixed idea that you un- 
derstand and appreciate nice things, etc.). Any or all these 
latter fixed ideas, if they become part of your nature, will 
serve you well through life and eliminate the other set of 
fixed ideas, which are self-destructive because self-indulgent. 
Study yourself in relation to (a) the period of Neptune's 
transit of your whole Sun sign (about fourteen years) and 
(b) the specific period of Neptune's contact with your Sun 
(about two years), in order to discover the basis which 
you are creating within yourself for the whole structure 
of your life to rest on. And realize that, if the basis isn’t 
what you like, you have made it yourself and can, at will, 
remake it. 
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which are no doubt heavily contributed to by your desire 
to force sympathy, understanding, support from others. 
Need for rigid self-analysis. In its best form (seldom 
achieved in full) , gives you a vast number of friends, a rare 
kind of popularity, and surrounds you with an aura of un- 
usual charm and magnetism. To achieve this requires the 
maximum of self-effacement, a true humility of spirit and 
a willingness to give to others out of all proportion to what 
you receive. Heightens creative powers in art, music or 
literature; or gives you the equivalent of creative power in 
human relationships and an effortless dominion over your 
world, which you earn through understanding and com- 
passion. 

103. NEPTUNE TRANSITS UPPER SQUARE YOUR

Peculiar conditions related to work, employment, worldly 
position, which tend to become fixed at a given level and stay 
there. A long period of good or bad luck is likely to come 
under this, and the mold is very difficult to break, which- 
ever way it goes. Many people don’t ‘'feel” this vibration at 
all, consciously, and for this reason it tends to set up a 
fatalistic attitude toward events and to cause a “what can I 
do about it?” attitude. "What you can do about It is to ex- 
amine carefully the difficult factors involved in your life, 
relate them do your deepest self, and try to bring the things 
uithin yourself and the things outside yourself into an 
ordered and reasonable pattern. Frequently this is a period 
of aimless drifting; you tend to fall into a frame of mind of 
taking what comes, good or bad, as something you can’t 
control anyway. Thus^t is possible to neglect opportunity 
through sheer inertia. On the other hand, this relaxation 
can act in a different manner, especially if things are going 
well, lou may "relax in the saddle of fate" and find your-

other planets. Or jou can also encourage the worst of them, 
if jou let self-centcredness down jou. The illusion of “being 
fated” here is only an illusion; jour will is never more 
powerful, for good or bad, than it is now. But jou roust 
use will power on the positive side and not let it turn into 
iron'/ power.

Verj similar to 103, which jou should read. The center of 
operations under this is in jour home and jour private life, 
and factors there should receive intelligent attention. You 
need a stable base of operations for maximum accomplish* 
ment and should work slowly and determinedly toward this 
end. A strong tendency toward letting inspirations under* 
mine practicalitv* must be fought down; you must learn how 
to let the idealistic forces work along tangible lines. All 
that is said under 103 applies here, plus the important ad- 
dition that the control over circumstance is even more com- 
pletely in j-our own hands and centers in the personal, do- 
mestic, home side of jour existence. If this is kept peaceful, 
calm and conventional, it will proie a constant wcllspring 
of self-conf dence and illumination.

15 1 ) you fit 
your originality, your individualism to the pattern of the 
world. Try to make this period as smooth as possible. Avoid 
breaks and changes resulting from temperament. Calculate 
exactly, and watch carefully for the developments of the 
exact period. They fix the pattern of your thinking and 
creative nature for a long time to come, and will provide a 
clue for your persona! development for many years. ( 2 ) 
The upper square falls at the age of about sixty-three and 
should indicate the abandonment of individualism, so far 
as external affairs are concerned.

*• A period of great self-confidence and individualism. To 
those with Neptune tn Aries, deep individualism brings its 
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results for good or bad; fired ideas lead to permanent shifts 
in mental and material dealings. The ego is very powerful 
and needs to be held in check with realistic considerations; 
the free play of the intuitions, hunches, and desires can 
permanently undermine security, especially if fixed ideas are 
allowed to become dominant and take over the mind and 
existence. To those with Neptune in Taurus, same danger 
of fixed ideas as expressed in reading for Aries ( 267 )* 
but greater chance of true inner illumination. Tendency to 
overstress finances, material things; to become set in no- 
tions about money, property. Some danger of delusional 
ideas about what jou need, the state of jour securitj, health, 
etc. If these are overcome, chance for deep spiritual insight, 
mental and creative development. To those with Neptune in 
Gertini, Cancer, Leo, this period is still ahead of jou and 
should be approached with reverence.

You are temperamental, not easy to get along 
with, although you probably think yourself abused. A ma- 
terial setback may closely precede or accompany this period. 
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Your vitality is low, and )our urge to impress your person* 
ality, y our will, y our ideas, y our feelings on those around you 
leads to strife, quarrels and separations. If you do not actu- 
ally have an open break of some kind, you withdraw into 
yourself and separate from others in spirit. There may be 
some HI health, real or imagined, probably more mental 
and psychic than actual and physical.

This marks a period of results, when things come to you 
which you have deserved by work you have done in the past, 
(x ) It may mark a high pomt of prestige and income if past 
work has been sound ( 2 ) It may mark a collapse of hopes 
if hopes have been unrealistic and if work done toward their 
realization has been inconsistent. If (x), then you are to 
be congratulated, for you have somehow caught the rhythm 
of things and made it work for you, and must beware in this 
period only of pushing your luck too far. This is a point to 
consolidate your gains, withdraw from further pushing, and 
let things take their course, which is so satisfactory.

These 
realizations, arising from within yourself, generally lead to 
3 complete revision of ideas and plans, so that by the time 
the aspect is passed you are a new person, living a new life 
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with a deeper purpose, and aiming at a more thoroughly 

comprehended goal. 

At its first occurrence (aet. 26-30), Saturn’s contact with 
your own Saturn (his return to his own place in the Vita- 
sphere) causes your mind to turn inward and to think long 
and deeply about yourself and what you have already ac- 
complished. It is the most important period of introspection 
and self-analysis, which may rise directly from yourself or 
may be forced on you by circumstances. Frequently a shift 
in human relations is indicated here: marriage, divorce, 
change of jobs, loss of job, separation from parents, move 
to a new locality, or something in the world outside you 
which alters the course, direction and pace of life. It is with- 
in yourself, however, but the major changes are going on. 
You are reviewing the past, taking stock of your aims, your 
accomplishments, your desires; revising deeply your notions 
of many things. As a result, by the time this period is past, 
you find yourself a new person. You have abandoned many 
old ideas — and perhaps have struggled hard against the 
abandonment. Sentimentalities disappear — or at least there 
will be fine opportunities for you to rout them out if you 
aren’t just too soft to do it. You will stand freed, when this 
transit is past, of many erstwhile inner restrictions. You 
will have swept your nature clean of dead wood and cleared 
the decks for action that now proceeds less impeded by 
internal complexes and personal difficulties. You will, in 
short, have matured — “put away childish things” — and you 
will be ready to take your place in the world as an adult. 

Saturn’s transit of his own place is the most important 
point at which free will operates in the life, untrammeled 
and as free of circumstances as it ever will be. Accept the 
obligations of this privilege* assume here and now the mas- 
tery over life and over yourself that is yours for the taking. 
You mil not stand so free again. The choices you male are 
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yours: make them wisely, for here it is that your free will 
in a very real sense forges your fate for a long time to come, 
if not indeed for the rest of your life. 

This is always a period of unforgettable stress which 
climaxes from a year to eighteen months before the actual 
contact of Saturn with his own place. The tension may come 
from temperament, from illness — physical or nervous— 
which in all probability has a psychological basis and is 
merely the body's way of aiding and abetting the resentment 
of the inner man against the unpalatable necessities of life 
that are being impressed. 

It does not pay to lay the blame at the door of circum- 
stances. These will seem harsh; but they are only the reflec- 
tion in the outer world of something within yourself that 
needs revision. To get the most from this transit — to be 
really, after its passage, one of the “twice-born” to whom 
life is, forever after, a different and more exciting adven- 
ture — you must shoulder the “blame” for everything that 
happens to you. You must realize that it is not what hap- 
pens to you that counts, but your reaction to it and handling 
of it. As a result of this transit you will either bog down 
under the burden of the world (having failed to learn suf- 
ficiently from experience) or you will throw out your chest 
in a new pride and self-assurance and go forward to bigger 
and better things. You may be sure that this is an important 
period and that from it stems a new life, in which you are 
able to live more freely and more efficiently directly in pro- 
portion to the wholeheartedness with which you accept the 
revision of ideas now presented you. 

At iii second occurrence (aet. 54-62), the basic factors 
are all similar — stress, re\iew of the past, correction of 
error. Because of the a^e at which, it oerntt, tb.t \tmptra- 
ment reaction is likely to be less violent. Especially if the 
lessons of the first contact ha\e been thoroughly learned this 
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parent can determine the important year and months to 
watch in the development of the child; and by correlating 
carefully the other transits occurring at this time, can form 
a total picture of the child’s ego development. Sympathetic 
and understanding guidance at this time will do much to help 
the bewildered young personality find itself in the world into 
which it is emerging. Two main developments are possible t 
(a) The personality may recede into itself, i.e., give up the 
struggle to impress itself on the world and seek peace 
within, (b) The personality may find the extroverted method 
of self-expression and form its permanent psychological plan 
for impressing itself on the world aggressively, (b) is, of 
course, one result to be desired. Analysis along these lines 
of what you did and decided in this period will give you 
an excellent clue to your ego development and may enable 
you to solve some mysteries about yourself that have hitherto 
baffled you. Review periods in your life covered by para- 
graphs 151, 136, 137, 138, 139, 140, 141 and 142 in light 
of what you can discover about yourself in this period. 

(2) Occurring between the ages of forty to forty-four, 
this aspect marks, generally, a turning point in the career, 
following which the aim should be security rather than 
further aggressive progress. According to the choice made 
when you were from thirteen to fifteen years of age, this 
second transit of Saturn opposite its own place will find you 
m a satisfactory or unsatisfactory mental and material po- 
sition. Regardless of this, however, you must recede here- 
after from aggressive action in the world; must fix your aims 
at personal, rather than material, progress; and must set 
your goal at security. Business changes frequently are made 
at this time and work out well if risks are avoided and iron- 
clad. OM&wsfe froi Vnt-awi-Tsms -methods, Failing 

»n the well-known “prime of life,” it sometimes urges further 
expansion of the ego (see par. 121, which coincides with it 
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own place (par. 151) when you will be forced to eliminate 
the dead wood from your life, if you start that process here, 
you will find it less acute than if you wait until it is forced on 
you. 

154. SATURN TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
URANUS 

A very touchy vibration. Read the analyses of influences 
coinciding with this and immediately preceding and follow- 
ing. Under most favorable circumstances, brings practical 
application of originality and genius. Under least favorable, 
calls forth the worst of temperament, self-indulgence, kick- 
ing over the traces. In any case, a period of tension, in which 
the individualist in you fights against the world for expres- 
sion along one line or another. To translate this from the 
purely personal, egotistic plane into one of mental or artistic 
creation is to insure the development of your deepest 
individualism smoothly and progressively for a long time. 
To submit to its weaker side is to store up lessons that will 
have to be disentangled later. 

155. SATURN TRANSITS CONJUNCTION 
NEPTUNE 

The world, the flesh and the devil descend on the inner 
man with all their temptations. As in par. 154, observe the 
surrounding influences from other planets. Deepening of 
intuition, the practical application of truths deeply known, 
the profound comprehension of still deeper truths as yet un- 
suspected are the best results of this influence, which will 
lend magnetism to your nature, charm to jour personality, 
and so attract success magically. If operating on the non- 
spiritual, purely materialistic plane (and it often will!), 
the world will seem a cold place, unsympathetic to the pro^

found things you know; you will feel balked, frustrated, 
pushed back into yourself by the restraints of reality pressing 
in on your deeply held dreams. Since Neptune occupies the 
same sign for fourteen years, everyone born in this period 
will feel Saturn’s transit over Neptune at about the same 
time; so the spiritual-material feelings it evokes will be the 
common lot of all those of about your own age. However, 
since each is an individual, you are able to put your own 
interpretation on these general influences and will do so in 
accordance with your ego, the nature of your psychic base, 
and the direction you have chosen to take in your personal 
development. 


156. JUPITER TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
SUN 

Wider fields expand before you. Popularity, luck, a sense 
of well-being and good fellowship raise self-confidencc. 
Chances for materia! progress surround you, provided that 
you do not use the wide fields for aimless enjoyment of life, 
which is very tempting. Motives are important, and basic 
aims If you aren’t afraid of work, and if you know that 
work is the only way to progress, the expanded viewpoint of 
this period will be a real blessing, increasing your capacity 
for material gain. But if you are impractical, think the world 
owes you a living, love ease and luxury, incline to extrava- 
gance in spending and a cavalier attitude toward earning, 
this will just be a pleasant and relaxed period in which 
you will dream great dreams and accomplish nothing.

These are periods of physical and mental excess, generally 
resulting in fatigue and a necessity to take time off and rest. 

Good 
times for vacations. If you can afford to relax (and you 
really can’t afford not to), you can enjoy life here. Be care- 
ful of excesses with money and emotions; and protect your 
diet. The pleasures of food and drink are very alluring and 
make plenty of trouble if indulged in. 

162. JUPITER TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
MERCURY 

You become sure of your beliefs, but that’s no assurance 
that what you believe is right. This period finds you stub- 
born and self-willed; your interpretation of what you see 
and hear is very clear to you, whether right or wrong. No- 
body can tell you anything. This can be a good or a bad 
period, depending on what you tell yourself and what you 
encourage yourself to believe.

163. JUPITER TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
VENUS 

A slightly felt condition, contributing mildly to social 
and business success and promoting good will Sometimes 
accompanies marriage or engagement, but isn’t enough 
alone to bring these about. You arc sure of jour emotional 
reactions, which may or may not lead into progressive 
paths. Self-will in love, less from intensity of passion than 
from mental firmness of purpose. Expanded romantic and 
social aspirations which can range all the way from high 
idealism to self-indulgence and social climbing. You take 
yourself seriously and ought to make sure that jou aren’t 
stressing superficial things. Financial gam; some danger of 
extravagance; expenses heasy. 


164. JUPITER TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
MARS 

Increases opportunity and self-confidence and contributes 
to business success, popularity, earning power, but holds 
the danger of arrogance and personal excesses. Strong tend- 
ency to waste energy and to ride roughshod over obstacles 
and opportunity alike. You show little^inclination to com- 
promise with reality, and waste time looking for the ideal 
job, mate, friend, etc., while excellent contacts are passed 
up because not exactly in line with what you think you re-

quire. Self-will makes trouble and incurs losses. The great-l- 
am in you is dominant. A period of swift movement and 
considerable ego.

165. JUPITER TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
JUPITER 

Marks a twelve-year cycle and a period in which im- 
portant plans and ideas are revised. May indicate big new 
steps, like marriage, business partnership, independent or 
co-operative ventures that have long-term implications. Note 
especially the occurrences at the twenty-fourth and thirty- 
sixth years, which frequently indicate the conclusion of one 
sort of life and the beginning of another. Opportunity ac- 
cumulates, and your response to it is at its most character- 
istic; thus the development here suits you down to the 
ground. Calls for self-control, since the existence of welcome 
opportunity i$ no guarantee that you will handle it right.

166. JUPITER TRANSITS OPPOSITION YOUR 
JUPITER 

This occurs six years before and after 165 and marks a 
turning point in your career, when things begun at 165 take 
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a new twist and plans arc revised accordingly. Can be a 
minor peak of accomplishment in which you finally receive 
the encouragement to continue the line you have been fol- 
lowing. Changes in pace and direction should be adopted 
only after sober thought, for what happens here is of more 
far-reaching significance than jou are likely to realize at the 
moment. This influence of itself seems innocent enough, but 
really marks a period that jou will later look back on as 
having indicated the course of jour life for a long time to 
come. 


167. JUPITER TRANSITS UPPER OR LOWER 
SQUARE YOUR JUPITER 


These periods fall halfway between Jupiter’s conjunction 
with his own place (165) and his opposition to it (166) 
and indicate minor shifts in emphasis in your work and life 
plan. Opportunities may become more numerous; or, as is 
the case most of the time, you will simply be busy with what 
jou are doing, and perhaps careless of money as a result. 
Financial status at these periods tends to remain fixed for 
about three years, and you should budget ahead according 
to the situation you find yourself in. 


168. JUPITER TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
SATURN 

A sobering influence which enables you to dig into your 
trenches of security and raise your standard of living accord- 
ing to the terms of your life and job as you find them Will 
bring opportunity only if you are able to see it in routine 
channels. Not a good time for change Under normal con- 
ditions, this will pass more or less unnoticed, except thatjou 
slowly and unobtrusively accumulate power and authority 
in whatever work you are doing. Coming in a period of 
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unemployment or depression, it breaks the deadlock, pro- 
viding you an opportunity to make a new start which should 
not be rejected because it is slow or “beneath” you. 


169. JUPITER TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
URANUS 

Expands the ego and brings opportunity for self- 
expression along your most original characteristic line. Some 
temperament accompanies this essentially creative period;

you and the free expression of your dominant urge. Self- 
assurance is high and takes a noble form.

Sud- 
den gain possibly as a gift, legacy, unearned increment, also 
a good deal of extravagance, the result of self-assurance.

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This can be a period of self-pity, spiritual debauchery and 
self-indulgence — or it can be a high and shining crusade for 
the truest vision you have ever experienced. 


171. MARS TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR SUN 

Relate the time of this occurrence to the time of the 
occurrence of 181 and 182 and read the section of this 
paragraph that applies to you. 

(1) If 171 occurs within six months of 181, then the new 
starts of 181 are helped greatly; your energies work 
smoothly, starting with whichever comes first ( 1 81 or 171) 
and gaining momentum as the other is reached. Your 
danger at 171 is temperament, temper, a tendency to feel 
your own importance too strongly and to get into trouble 
because of it. Also, unless you have the endurance of an ox, 
you will tire yourself as Mars transits your Sun, and fatigue 
is likely to lead to strife, breaks and separations. Translate 
your energies to work, activity, detached application to a 
job or task; and don’t get touchy or allow personal reac- 
tions to interfere with efficiency. This can be a romantic 
period; your magnetism Is high, and you are likely to get 
what you want if you moderate your demands and use more 
persuasion and less insistence than you want to Intuitions 
can go wrong, and you need the balance of strict mental 
discipline to bring out the best of your energies However, it 
is an excellent time to go after what you want, and in the 
life check-up will be found, like 181, to mark periods of 
important decisions and moves 

(2) If 17 1 occurs within six months before 182 you have 
to exercise considerable judgment about the starts you make, 
for things begun at 17 1 are likely to break down when 182 
is reached If this is your case, you have probably made a 
lot of false starts in your life — with high enthusiasm begun 
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things that looked glowing, and been forced by circumstances 
or temperament or both to abandon them shortly thereafter. 
This is a difficult combination and requires a good deal of 
self-education and caution. Your energies don’t work 
smoothly, and you have to school yourself by “main strength 
and ignorance” to learn the right time to start things and 
what to start. You should distrust your intuitions at 171, 
embark on things carefully at this time and hold yourself 
flexible till after 182 is past. Best to start new ventures at 
181 and stick to them, ignoring the temptations to changes 
that are offered at both 171 and 182. 

(3) If 171 comes at the same ttme with 182, this means 
that your Sun and Mars are in opposition at birth, and you 
have to jockey your energies very carefully at all times. 
Their ebb and flow are timed so as to leave you stalemated 
a good deal of the time, uncertain of how to do what, and 
what to do when, so that your aggressive vitality is low. 
You should try to start things at 181 with the maximum of 
co-operativeness and understanding of the factors involved 
and stick to them doggedly. No matter how conciliatory and 
willing to please you may be, you will not find other people 
easy to deal with, especially when you are trying to impress 
yourself and jour deepest ideas on them. You have to learn 
the technique of passive resistance — to get what you want 
by retreat rather than hy attack — never to lose sight of your 
goal — and always to adhere to what you believe even when 
you are making technical compromises. 


172. MARS TRANSITS OPPOSITION YOUR SUN 
Likely to mark periods of quarrels, strife, disagreements, 
difficulty in getting along with people. Therefore a good time 
to lie low and be silent; to observe and do your duty without 
argument or fuss. Conserve strength : there is a tendency to 
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go to extremes. Adventuresomeness and romance ran riot 
and kick up a lot of trouble. New contacts are exciting but 
not necessarily of any permanent worth. If other transits 
indicate a generally good period, increased energy here can 
bring good results; under negative, or bad, transits you 
should lie as low as possible and avoid getting into trouble. 
Accidents, illness. 

173. MARS TRANSITS UPPER SQUARE YOUR SUN 

Increases the importance of worldly position; brings 

shifts in prestige, credit, standing, publicity. Contacts with 
superiors, with need to handle v them carefully. Can be a 
peak of accomplishment or the collapse of hopes: it is in any 
case a climax, for good or bad, of career matters. You 
should not force issues but should rather “relax in the saddle 
of fate” and take what comes. Making demands, insisting, 
becoming arrogant, stressing your “rights” will only make 
trouble. Luck is with you, if you let it flow in its own channels 
and at its own pace; it deserts you if you try to hurry it or 
to force it beyond its normal bounds. 

174. MARS TRANSITS LOWER SQUARE YOUR 
SUN 

Domestic matters are important Frequently times a move 
from one house (or town or locality) to another; or some 
important decision in the private life. New starts work out 
if well considered and unmotivated by temperament. Social 
activity increased; lots of friends around jou. A good time 
to begin new ventures for quick completion, which hate a 
bearing on jour Ionger-range plans Good time for house- 
wives to housedean, redecorate, etc. The home is likely to be 
upset, and it*s wise to make the upsetting literal and to some 
good purpose, instead of figurative and quarrelsome. 
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175. MARS TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
MOON 

Urge to express yourself induces you to express your 
most temperamental self. In emotional people this marks, 
as it recurs every two years, some tension and inner turmoil 
directly related to the inner self that they are trying to ex- 
press in the world. It leads to strife, unconventionality, inner 
discord which transfers itself to the outer world. An ex- 
cellent time for a vacation or for lying low and forcing no 
issues. Frequently, especially in women, marks ill health; in 
men, ill health in the women around them, if not in them- 
selves. Occurring at the same time with i$r, a period of 
tremendous opportunity and magnetism, with danger of over- 
reaching and trying to do, or get, too much. At the same 
time with 182 or 183, the worst of the ego nature comes out; 
all the complexes and suppressed desires rush to the surface 
and need to be put back in their place. Best result of this 
transit is awakened and increased self-knowledge. One of 
these periods in the life check-up will frequently mark a 
major emotional experience that you have never forgotten. 
The inner nature is brought rudely into contact with realities, 
and false notions are stripped away, frequently with great 
personal upheaval. 

176. MARS TRANSITS UPPER OR LOWER 
SQUARE OR OPPOSITION YOUR MOON 

Fatigue leads to strife; relax. Strife, illness, loss of grip on 
things. Refuse to take yourself too seriously. Go to bed and 
rest instead of brooding; you’ll avoid strife and trouble 
thereby. Force no issues. Energy may find its expression in 
some glamorous romance which may or may not be impor- 
tant, depending on other long-range transits in force at the 
same time with this. 
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177. MARS TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
MERCURY 

Sharp wits help if you use them right, hinder If you get 
smart-alecky with them. Snap judgments, quick speech, sharp 
retorts and anger make trouble. On the other hand, keen 
perceptions give you the edge on others ;)ou express yourself 
readily and to good effect if you keep emotions and personali- 
ties out. Sensory perceptions, powers of obsert'ation are 
increased. Creative powers mount; rapidity of mental 
processes enables you to do more than usual. Mental fatigue 
can result; budget time for relaxation and sleep. Any tend- 
ency to insomnia is emphasized; also to temperament, tem- 
per and self-will. Good time to sell, bad time to buy. Business 
is active, judgment shrewd. Sign no papers, don’t commit 
yourself permanently; the picture changes too rapidly. Avoid 
strife, especially over trifles. Distrust intuitions; put deep 
trust in hard work and pure reason. 

178. MARS TRANSITS SQUARE OR OPPOSITION 
YOUR MERCURY 

Quick speech, thought and actions make strife and trouble 
Be silent, cagey, noncommittal. The quick retort make: 
trouble. Wrong decisions often come in one of these periods, 
which recur about every six months and need careful watch- 
ing Sometimes the most casual remark results in a lasting 
grudge. Mountains (of trouble) grow out of molehills (of 
speech) . Best to be silent. 

179. MARS TRANSITS CONJUNCTION YOUR 
VENUS 

Heightened emotions make romance, which is favored if 
you keep it within the bounds of reason and convention Im- 
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pulsive acts, with or without a future, are frequently found

Good time to slow down — and if you don’t do so volun- 
tarily, you may be forced to do so by a cold or some other 
type of illness.

Superiors need 
kid-glove handling; you may feel hampered and restrained 
in your work; your energies may be forced into a yoke that 
chafes. Be philosophic about taking what comes; passivity 
and acceptance rather than activity and aggression serve 
you best. You build good, substantial foundations, despite 
limitations; or else you kick over the traces and probably 
regret it later. Colds, low vitality, fatigue, nerves, system 
run down.

The 
individuality is suddenly awakened to broader horizons, 
greater worlds to conquer, and determined to shake off the 
shackles of restraint. In undisciplined persons this will mark 
periodic temperament, rages, rebellion and strife; also acci- 
dents and setbacks due to lack of nervous co-ordination. In 
normally disciplined individuals all but one or two of these 
periods should be comparatively inconspicuous. But the one 
or two may be memorable— and probably nothing to be 
proud of.

NEPTUNE 

Superintuition gives you uncanny insight into motives 
and methods of other people, but not always into your own. 
Practice self-analysis. Swift feeling of creative power of 
which you can make good use. Beware sensationalism, senti- 
mentality, self-indulgence; fight subconscious urges, sup- 
pressed desires, and make your inner ego work for you 
along constructive lines. Excellent period for creative work, 
for impersonal use of magnetism for business ends and aims 
and for social popularity. You have glamour that attracts 
others: be sure it attracts the right kind of people and for 
the right reasons.

To use the Jupiter and Mars columns most 
factorily, trim the edge of the chart with a pa 
scissors, right up to the left hand edge of the Jc 
column. 

To chert Jupiter's transits fold back the Jo] 
column along its right hand line — the one separa 
it from the Mars column This brings it into 
sition on the other side of the chart, and enables 
to use the needed data there in connection si 
Jupiter’s transits. 

To chert Mars’ transits leave the Jupiter colu: 
folded under as above, and fold bact the Ali 
column along its right hand edge. This brings 
into place for use with the data on the other side 
the chart. 

Remember that Mars and Jupiter move m cot 
paratively rapid cycles and should be used chiefi 
for checking special periods within the larger crch 
of Neptune, Uranus and Saturn 

After you have worked with this chart awhile 
you may find it convenient to copy it increasing th< 
size Or you may find, after you have studied the 
chart awhile, that you can check transits by inspec- 
tion of the tables of planets' places without the need 
for entering all the data in the chart every time. As 
you become more proficient you will find new 
angles and new possibilities in the data in this book 
and become more and more adept at reading the
